Calera to replace 
faulty sewer line

Nearly 600 feet of improperly 
laid sewer line will be replaced by 
the city of Calera. The council 
agreed to pay the entire cost for 
the new pipe, labor, relocation of 
the lines and hookup to the 
houses which presently use the 
faulty system,which was installed 
by the land developer. 

Councilman Bobby Joe 
Phillips reported to the council 
that when the lines were put it, 
the city refused to help the con- 


struction company building the 
houses. The lines that were put in 
stretch 300 feet from 16th street 
to Sth Avenue. 

The city will replace that line, 
which cuts a path across the 
private property of homeowners, 
with a new six inch sewer line that 
will be installed along the city 
right of way. Four inch pipe will 
be used to reconnect the homes 
on the street with the new line.

UM reduces request

In a show of good faith, the 
University of Montevallo trustees 
voted Tuesday to cut in two their 
request for increased state fun- 


ding. 
The action came in an 
emergency meeting called 


following Governor Fob James’ 
request that all state universities 
run next year on an ap- 
propriation of 10% less than this 
year’s. 

UM had originally sought an 
increase of $2.8 million, but 
reduced it to $1.4 by Tuesday’s 
y action. 

Board Chairman James Tingle 
said the realities of a 10% reduc- 
tion would mean an actual cut of 
20% to Montevallo when in- 
flation, utilities costs and other 
factors are added together. 

President James Vickrey said 
the last thing he would consider 
would be staff reductions. 

Representatives Sonny Moore 
and Curtis Smith attended the 
meeting, and Moore said he did 
not feel there was any landslide in 
favor of a 10% cut in university 
budgets among members of the 
legislature. He said the legislature 
would look at each line item in 
projects funded under the Special 
Educational Trust Fund and 
might take out those not directly 
related to education. 

Only seven of the Unversity’s 
12 trustees were at the meeting 
and two of those were new mem- 
bers,. appointed by former 
Governor George Wallace and 
not yet confirmed by the Senate; 
Dorothy Carmichael and Guy 
Burns. 

The other trustees present were 

@veal Shirley, Peggy Freeman, 

Tom Stubbs, Terry Barr and 

Tingle. 

In other discussion, President 


Vickrey said he wants to reduce 
the amount of improvements to 
Palmer Hall. Palmer had 
originally been scheduled for 
major renovation, but bids ex- 
ceeded the funds available. Now 
Vickrey is proposing facelifting 
of the interior and other minor 
changes necessary to install the 
new organ which was purchased 
several years ago and is still in a 
warehouse in Ohio. 


Renovation of Ramsay Hall is 
to proceed as planned and 
budgeted, he suggested, and a 
new residence hall is being con- 
sidered. 


Vickrey mentioned that the 
payroll at Montevallo is $5.9 
million annually and the ap- 
propriation from the state is only 
$5.4 million.

Costs of running the Shelby 
County government are running 
higher these days than the taxes 
to pay for those costs. 

The County Commission has 
already had to borrow up to its 
legal limit to meet current expen- 
ses, and six months remain in the 
fiscal year which ends September 
30. 

The alarm bell sounded clearly 
last week when three county 
deputies’ wives pressed the Coun- 
ty Commission to settle the issue 
of back pay for deputies that has 
been in the courts for the past 18 
months. 

It became clear that even if the 
State Supreme Court rules that 
the county must pay the sum 
(estimated at well over $200,000), 
the county has no source of funds 
to pay it short of a massive layoff 


of county employees. 
The county’s budget for the 
year is over $5 million 


($5,238,991). The two biggest 
items have traditionally been law 
enforcement and county high- 
ways, but the county's expenses 
also include maintenance of its 
many buildings, debt service, 
landfills, library service, and 
hundreds of other functions.

(Schools and municipalities of 
the county have their own 
budgets and are not included in 
these figures, except marginally.) 

Salaries and fringe benefits of 
the people hired by the county to 
perform these services account 
for the largest percentage of total 
county expenses. 

Well over a half million dollars 
($587,505) is needed to provide 
salaries and fringes for sheriff’s 
department personnel. 

Labor to maintain the county’s 
highway system runs higher than 
that: at something like $710,000. 

Every county office has added 
personnel recently, justifying it 
on the basis of the increased 
population growth of the county. 
Critics however, maintain that 
more people have been added 
than are necessary. 

If a mass layoff of employees 
becomes necessary, who would 
go first? The answer to that 
question is being postponed by 
county officials, who hope they 
will not have to face the problem. 

The Reporter asked Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden for a list 
of all county employees and the 
towns where they live so our 
readers could get an idea of the 
scope of how many people.are in-

City regulates pawn shops 


Alabaster has a new ordinance 
on the books regulating pawn 
brokers, second hand dealers and 
second goods. 

Since one such business has 
already opened on the city’s main 
street, Mayor Jack Zuiderhoek 
pointed out at Monday night’s 
Council meeting the need for 
regulating such operations. 

The panel unanimously moved 
to adopt the ordinance which will 
require pawnshop owners to 
report all merchandise received 
by them to the chief of police. 

Without any dissenting votes, 
the panel also agreed to issue the 
city’s first on premises liquor 
license. The request for the licen- 
se came from the Dennis Joseph 


Corporation, owners of the 
Triple J Restaurant on Hwy. 31. 

The Mayor noted that there 
was no fee schedule for this type 
of license and pointed out that 
one would have to be adopted at 
the next meeting. 

The two new firemen that have 
been hired by the city are now in 
Rookie School, reported Coun- 
cilman Wayne Lucas. Douglas 
McBrayer, an Alabaster resident 
is one of the new firefighters and 
William Beers of Bluff Park is 
the other. 

Other business on Lucas’ table 
concerned the fire chief’s need 
for a car. After some discussion it 
wus agreed that Fire Chief John 
Cochran would be given the usc 


of the car now being driven by 
Building Inspector Milton Allen. 
A pickup truck in good running 
condition will be used by Allen. 

The Council was informed that 
the company that had been awar- 
ded the contract for bleachers at 
the new ball field had not been 
able to deliver on the agreed upon 
date.

Pelham man shot

A man was fatally shot March 
28, at a trailer park on Highway 
31 in Pelham. 

Larry Joe Carter, 23, of Carrol 
Street in Pelham, was shot once 
in the head by a .22 caliber Win- 
chester automatic rifle. The 
shooting occurred at 8:50 p.m. at 
the residence of Ross A. Ellison, 
Lot 17, Nelson’s Trailer Park. 
Carter died early Thursday mor- 
ning at a Birmingham hospital. 

The autopsy was performed by 
Dr. Joseph Embry of the 
Alabama State Department of 
Forensic Science. According to 
Pelham investigator Lt. Allan 
Wade, the incident is being in- 
vestigated as a homicide, but no 
determination has been made if 


the shooting was murder, ac- 
cidental, or self-inflicted. 

Four other people were in the 
trailer at the time of the shooting. 
Three of these were held over- 
night at the Pelham police station 
for questioning, but no arrests 
were made. 

Lt. Wade said that polygraph 
tests have been scheduled this 
week for two of the people 
present at the trailer. The date 
has not yet been set for testing the 
other two people. 

The incident is the second 
shooting to take place at Ellison’s 
trailer in the last two years, said 
Lt. Wade. After recovery, the 
victim of the first shooting 
refused to prosecute and the 
charges were dropped.

A second 
man, wearing a ski mask, came 
inside from a car parked out 
front. 

The men struck Graham 
several times while asking him the 
whereabouts of valuables in the

Wade said there is a possibility 
the Wednesday incident is con- 
nected with Graham’s assault of 
the week before. Investigation of 
the case by both Pelham and 
Birmingham police is continuing. 
Earlier on the afternoon of 
March 28, the residence of C.R. 
Ballard of Indian Hills Road was 
burglarized of several shotguns, a 
color TV, and a tapedeck. 
Pelham police were notified of 
the incident at 3:30 p.m. In- 
vestigation revealed that a neigh- 
bor had noticed a car in front of 
the Ballard house at 12:30 p.m., 
but had not notified the police.

All high school valedictorians 
in Alabama can attend the 
University of Montevallo this 
summer in the university’s first 
summer scholarship program, 
according to Larry Peevy, direc- 
tor of admissions and records at 
UM. 

The new summer scholarships 
will pay tuition and all required 
fees, such as student activity and 
health fees, he added. 

‘*Regardless of where the 
students plan to attend college in 
the fall, they can take advantage 
of the new summer program 
here,’’ Peevy said. ‘*These 
scholarships provide an excellent 
opportunity for students to get a 
‘jump’ on their college 
educations.”’ 

Students in the program must 
enroll for the first of two five- 
week summer sessions, but may 
attend both sessions tuition free 
and take any subjects they wish, 
the UM admissions director said. 

Students can renew the 
scholarship if they maintain a 2,3 
grade point average on a 3-point 
scale, 

Eligible valedictorians can ap- 
ply through June 4, he said. A 
maximum of four valedictorians 
from each high school, public 
and private, are eligible to par- 
ticipate in the new program at the 
82-year-old state institution.

Pays More

The scavengers wait outside the 
gate. Some rest, slouching in 
their cars and trucks. Others 
stand near the gate talking. 

“They’re burying it so deep 
today we won’t ever find 
nothing.’’ 

*“Can’t never tell. Once I 
found two old clocks that are still 
running.’’ 

**Well, we’ll know pretty soon. 
It’s just about time.”’ 

Through the gate they watch 
the Helena landfill workers 
bulldozing dirt over the twenty- 
foot mountain of trash and gar- 
bage which had been dumped 
during the day. At five o’clock 
the workers shut down the 
bulldozers and scrapers, check 
the oil and head for home. Even 
as they drive through the gate, 
the scavengers are cranking their 
engines, eagerly, in anticipation 
of what they might find digging 
through the dump. 

The scavengers drive up the 
dirt road past the posted signs to 
the dumping site. The dust stirred 
by their cars and trucks mingles 
in the air with the smell of fresh 
garbage. Today, the initial 
caravan is made up of ten 
vehicles, but other scavengers will 
join them’ before’ dark. 
Sometimes, say the scavengers, as 
many as fifty people turn out to 
dig through the piles of discards, 
especially on weekends. 

Some of the scavengers quickly 
park their cars and dash for the 
heap like kids dash to a pool ona 
hot August day. Others back 
their trucks to the edge of the 
heap to make loading easier. 

“*I don’t come out here much, 
just every once and a while. 
Shoot, there ain’t nothing wrong 
with going through junk piles. 
I’ve been doing it since I was a 
kid.’’ The middle-aged man, who 
wears only nine fingers, picks his 
way down the side of the heap, 
peering in boxes and plastic gar- 
bage bags as he climbs. 

‘I come out here for the scrap

metal,’” says a man with a dribble 
of Beechnut chewing tobacco on 
his stubbled chin. ‘‘I get between 
two and three dollars for a hun- 
dred pounds, I retired ten years 
ago, and I come out here most 
everyday. It gives me something 
to do.’’ He tosses a smashed and 
rusting file cabinet on the back of 
his pickup. 

A woman walks ty bent double 
and picking up aluminum cans. 
Her clear plastic bag is half full 
of coke and beer cans. The 
recycling center will pay her up to 
twenty cents per pound for the 
featherweight cans. 

Of course the big money, they 
say, comes from the rare 
treasures of copper and brass 
which turn up occasicnally on 
old refrigerators, junkzd wire 
and machinary. And all the 
scavengers have heard stories of 
lucky ones who find a piece of 
jewelry buried among the coffee 
grounds and egg shells. 

Two women, one so big her 
shirt tail cannot reach to tuck in- 
to her pants, find a bag of old 
clothes and rags and start a 
mock fight over possession of it. 
A child sits in the trash nearby, 
watching. The women laugh as 
they grab through the bag. 

A man drives up to the dump 
pulling a small trailer of junk. He 
tells his child to stay in the car, as 
he climbs out to unload the trash. 
Before he can walk back to the 
trailer, several scavengers begin 
digging through its contents of 
boxes, bags and rubbish. 

The landfill workers say that 
sometimes the scavengers fight 
over things they find at the 
dump. But none of the 
scavengers confirms the story. ‘‘I 
wouldn’t fight anybody over that 
garbage,’’ says one man who sits in 
his car while his wife and kids 
load the trunk with findings. 

The man in the car explains 
that a lot of the people at the 
dump are looking for discards 
from a plastic plant in Alabaster 
that makes cups, glasses, ice trays 


and similar utensils. (The man 
never uses the word ‘‘scavenger’’ 
while talking. Neither do the 
others.) He points out that some 
of these people hold yard sales 
with the articles they find in the 
dump. ‘‘That’s something to 
think about,’’ he says with a 
quiet ironical grin. 

As it turns darker, many of the 
scavengers are still digging 
through the dump. Others are 
dragging their last finds back to 
their cars and trucks, grumbling 
about how much had been 
covered over by the landfill 
workers. The pickings were not 
particularly good this afternoon. 
But tomorrow is another day. 
Ane one never knows what might 
turn up in the garbage that others 
throw away.

Homes need fire hazard check 


Rummaging in the basement, 
garage or attic for last year’s ten- 
nis racket and other warm 
weather equipment might be a 

ood fime for a fire hazard check 
of your home and its contents. 

The Insurance Information In- 
stitute points out that the 
majority of fire casualties result 
from fires in thé home. The latest 
estimate released by the National 
Fire Protection Association 
shows that 78 percent of the 
9,950 fire deaths in 1977 occurred 
in residential buildings. 

An estimated 797,000 residen- 
tial fires were reported during 
1977, resulting in property loss of 
more than $2.8 billion. 

The Insurance Information In- 
stitute offers these suggestions 
for a spring cleaning/fire hazard 
check: 

- Clear away clutter wherever it 
may build up. Old newspapers 
and clothing, which burn easily, 
should be disposed of properly. 


To avoid the danger of spon- 
taneous ignition, use outdoor 
garbage cans to dispose of rags 
soaked with oil, polishes or other 
flammable liquids. 

- If you are a do-it-yourselfer, 
allow time to clean up - paint, 
sawdust or whatever - after each 
work session. 

- Paints, household cleaners 
and other chemical products 
should be kept in tightly closed 
metal containers and stored in a 
well-ventilated place. Don’t keep 
on hand flammable liquids that 
you don’t really need. 

- Place trash in covered con- 
tainers and dispose of it 
regularly. 

- Have appliances and elec- 
trical wiring checked periodically 
for defects. Replace electrical 
cords when they begin to fray or 
crack. 

- Get rid of any useless items 
you hve ‘‘squirreled away.”’

casts first vote

At Monday’s council meeting 
Burk Dunaway cast his first tie 
breaking vote in two and a half 
years as Pelham mayor. 

‘*And you had to give it to me 
on a beer license, too,’’ the 
mayor said jokingly to the split 
council. 

Councilmen Roy Jowers and 
Willard Payne-had voted for a 
motion not to grant an 
off-premise beer license to 
Tobacco World located at the 
intersection of Valleydale and 
U.S. 31. John Tanner and Ray 
Hamilton voted against the 
license denial. Mayor Dunaway 
cast his tie-breaker with Tanner 
and Hamilton. 

Councilman Tanner then made 
a motion to grant the license to 
Tobacco World. The vote on the 
motion tied as before. Mayor 
Dunaway voted again and the 
license was granted. 

Explaining his position on the 
issue, the Mayor said, ‘Selling 
liquor and beer is legal in Shelby 
County, and I don’t think this 
council has the right’ to 
indiscriminately decide who can 
and can’t sell it.” 

Referring to the vote, 
Councilman Tanner said, ‘“‘I'’d 
like the record to show that for 
once, Councilman Hamilton and I 
agreed on something.” 

In other council action three 
parcels of land along U.S. 31 
were rezoned from A-1 to B-2. 


All three parcels are currently 
being used for business 
purposes. 


The Rev. James Adams asked 
the council if the garbage truck 
could drive an extra 150 yards off 
Lee Street to pick up his elderly 
mother’s trash, and if something 
could be done about the 
inadequate storm sewer there 
which floods her house whenever 
it rains. Mayor Dunaway said the 
garbage question would be taken 
care of the next day, and he 
would look into the sewer 
problem. 

Councilman Jowers informed 
the council of several litter 
complaints which had _ been 
registered by residents near the 
city ballpark. The owners of Cole 
Hall, also located near the park, 
said their lumber yard had 
‘‘Been bombarded by rocks’’ 
over the weekend. 

‘*l think some Mommies and 
Daddies ought to look into what 
they’re kids are doing at the 


ballpark when they aren't 
playing ball,’’ Councilman 
Jowers told the council. 

Trash complaints by the 


residents of Hunter’s Glen were 
brought up by Councilman 
Tanner. Tanner said he had 
driven over to new County 35 and 
that there was a considerable 
amount of garbage dumped there 
on the road.

Noting that the city’s rescue 
truck was old and not in good 
running condition Jowers in- 
formed the council that the city’s 
request for a grant to replace the 
truck had been rejected. He said 
the rescue department would 
attempt to cut down on the use of 
the vehicle, but if any emergency 
arose, they would certainly 
answer it. 

The fire commissioner asked 
that residents who had fire plugs 
in their yards not plant flowers 
around them. He also requested 
that anyone planning to burn off 
land please notify the fire 
department of the time and date. 

Lt. Charlie Brown reported 
that the police department issued 
300 citations and investigated 43 
accidents in March. Four of 14 
grand larceny cases were solved. 
Two business and two 
residential burglaries were 
solved. One robbery and one 
homicide investigated. 

Councilman Hamilton said that 
not only does Pelham have one of 
the best fire and _ police 
departments in the state, but 
that the ladies who run the city 
hall office were top caliber 
workers.

turn established the pattern we 
follow every year, has made a 
tremendous comeback since 
World War II, when I began to 
hunt this greatest challenge to a 
hunter’s gun. 

Here’s a report from the new 
National Wildlife Federation 
book, Wildlife’s Holiday Album: 
‘For the first Thanksgiving, in 
1621, four pilgrims were sent 
‘fowling’ for wild birds. In one 
day of hunting they bagged 
enough to feed the Plymouth 
colony for a week. Then, after 
three days of feasting with the 
colonists to celebrate their har- 
vest, a band of Indians under 
Chief Massasoit, ‘went out and 
killed five deer, which they 
broughtback to the plantation 
and bestowed upon our gover- 
nor, and upon the captain and 
others.’ ” (This report from the 
past proved, despite some drab 
reports of the scarcity of game in 
pioneer days, there were plentiful 
turkeys and deer.) 

Alabama turkey hunters are 
fortunate in having probably next 
to Texas the greatest population 
of bronze-backed high-class 
cousins of the barnyard turkey, 
which can trace its ‘‘roots’’ back 
to Montezuma’s domesticated 
flocks of the Mexican wild 
turkey. 

In 1941 when Robert J. 
Wheeler, Jr., made his survey the 
state population of wild turkeys 
was estimated at 13,487 birds. No 
turkeys were reported in 12 coun- 
ties. Four counties had ‘‘oc- 
casional’’ flocks on Alabama’s 
area of almost 33 million acres. 

Today turkeys are present in 
every county. There’s a fall hun- 
ting season in 13 counties. Then 
there’s a spring gobbling season 
in 56 counties, including the 13 
above. 

Last year Alabama’s turkey 
population was estimated to be 
400,000 birds. This computes out 
to be 12 turkeys average per 
square mile of timberland in the 
state. But that’s still a tremen- 
dous increase of more than 29 
times the original flock number 
37 years ago; an unbelievable 
2966 percent increase!

specialist following my long tour 
of military duty, the Ft. Benning 
commanding general asked me to 
help his newly organized conser- 
vation board establish practices 
and programs for game and fish 
management. As reward I asked 
for and was given permission to 
hunt turkeys on the 12,000 plus 
acres of the Reservation in 
Alabama every spring. From then 
until the U.S. Corps of Engineers ; 
did its usual job of destroying top —s ar 
quality hunting land when the 
Walter F. George dam was com- 
pleted in 1963, I called and 
bagged from one to four 
magnificent turkey toms every 
spring along the west bank of the 
Chattahoochee. I called three 
turkey toms across the river from 
the Georgia side. What made 
hunting so pleasurable in those 
river bottoms with 200-year-old 
oaks was the fact I had little or no 
competition from other turkey 
hunters. Only Ft. Benning 
military personnel and I could 
hunt on the reservation. On days 
when the area was closed for 
mortar range firing, all roads 
were blocked by range guards to 
prevent entry to the river bot- 
toms. 

However, an old regular army 
sergeant in range control told me 
about a route into the turkey bot- 
toms without necessitating 
traveling reservation roads. As a 
result I was able to hunt when I 
wished. I called and killed big 
toms when 81 mm. mortar roun- 
ds were ‘‘car-rr-ump-ing!”’ a 
couple hundred yards away on 
Lae Field. I wasn’t in the least 
worried, however, because as an 
old artilleryman, I knew the mor- 
tar platoons were restricted to 
safety limits for those infantry 
cannon, which were very accurate 
compared to the long range self- 
propelled 155 mm. guns I once 
had. 

I remember one magnificent 
old turkey tom who came slowly 
but deliberately in response to my 
call, strutting all the way for a 
hundred yards, with tail fanned 
like a fistful of playing cards, 
wing tips dragging the dry ground 
like a feathered whiskbroom. 
Each time a mortar round ex- 
ploded, he stopped, lowered his 
head and made the woods trem- 
ble with that vibrating call rat- 
tling from his throat. At 15 steps 
I nailed him. 

You don’t have to believe this, 
but I remember the details of 
every turkey I’ve shouldered out

beef and pork are sold every week 
to wholesale and retail customers 
of the Montevallo meat plant. All 
meats processed are home grown 
animals; no packer meat is han- 
dled. The Bakers select every 
animal bought for slaughtering 
from farmers. They know exactly 
when the animal was slaughtered 
and how long the meat is kept in 
the freezer and at what tem- 
perature. The beef hands in 
coolers to age a minimum of two 
weeks. 

All cattle purchased by the 
Bakers are corn fed. A state in- 
spector visits the Baker’s plant 
once a week and all animals are 
inspected before and after they 
are slaughtered. No official 
grader is employed by the Baker 
family; but if graded, the meat 
would qualify as USDA Choice 
or better; some prime is sold, 
stated Tom Baker, the owner. 

Mr. Baker explained that to 
kill the animals, the hogs and 
cows are shot with plastic-type 
bullets» The hogs-are then scalded 


and mechanically dehaired; the 
cows areSkinfied. ~ 
Werner Lemmermann, the 


managing butcher and sausage 
maker, custom cuts all meats. He 
also specializes in making Ger- 
man-style sausage. Baker’s son, 
John also helps with the but- 
chering. The meats are wrap- 
ped in freezer paper by Nancy 
Lesley and Margaret Gilley. The 
shop cashier is Monica Lemmer- 
mann. 

Many people are buying, sides 
and quarters of beef to store in 
home freezers. With the price of 
meat rising every week, buying in 
bulk can save families a lot of 
money. 

Tom Baker told the Reporter 
that the price of meat is affected 
by the law of supply and demand. 
He could not answer why meat 
and feed them.

County youth enters school ‘mainstream’ 


following years of special instruction

A 17 year old Shelby County 
boy who has been attending a 
school for special children since 
he was seven years old, has been 
mainstreamed this year into the 
county school system. 

Doug Knowles, who has a con- 
dition known as Down’s Syn- 
drome, attended the Opportunity 
Center in Birmingham until he 
was admitted to Thompson Mid- 
dle School. The class he entered is 
for trainable moderately retarded 
students. 

Wanting to help -their son 
develop his abilities, his parents, 
Mrs. Martha Knowles of _ the 
Spring Creek community and 
Charles Knowles, sent him to the 
Birmingham school as soon as he 
was old enough. 

Martha Knowles explained that 
she felt very protective of her 
child because he was mentally 
retarded. ‘‘One thing I learned 
was that I had to discipline Doug, 


it’s no good to spoil any child,” | 


said Doug’s mother. ‘‘Sometimes 
it may be easier for me to do a 
task like making Doug’s bed in- 
stead of teaching him and letting 


him do it every day,’’ she con- 
tinued. ‘‘But Doug is only 
moderately retarded; he is 


trainable, and it’s best that he 
learn to do things on his own,”’ 
she added. 

“I was hesitant to send Doug 
off to a regular school, I thought 
of the possibilities of the other 
children treating him cruelly. But 
he never complains. He loves 
school. When I pick him up at the 
end of each school day, he’s 
usually out in the yard with the 


other children and when he leaves, 


the children wave good-bye and 
wish him a good day,’’ Doug's 
mother explained. 

Johnnie Summerville teaches 
the trainable class of eight 
moderately retarded students at 
Thompson Middle School. The 
students are learning academics,

He learned 
self-help skills, received speech 
therapy and was taught to count 
and read. The trip into Bir- 
mingham was a long trek for 
Doug and his parents to make 
every day and it was tiring for 
Doug. ‘‘One thing Doug learned 
at Opportunity Center was good 
manners; he has better manners 
than most boys his age,”’ stated 
Doug’s mom. 

Up to the age of 21, Doug may 
attend the trainable class at TMS. 
His family hopes he may even- 
tually work at the sheltered 
workshop. 

Doug collects matchbox cars 
and trucks. He has been a cub 
scout and a boy scout. In 1978, 


he attended the Methodist Camp 
for the first time and loved it. 

Martha Knowles explained that 
to have a mentally retarded child 
is certainly a task for the entire 
family. The special child’s future 
depends on how you and your 
fmaily handle his problems. You 
can look at the child as a burden 
or a blessing. It’s often a big har- 
dship to understand at first. It 
takes a little more love and un- 
derstanding and patience to raise 
a retarded child. They are often 
very slow and sickly. But to see 
them develop capabilities is a 
wonderful feeling. Doug’s family 
is satisfied to see him going to 
school alone on the bus, and 
learning to get along with All 
children. He’s maturing into a 
young man and they are all proud 
of him. 


Mrs. Martha Knowles is mem- 
berhsip chairman for the 
Association of Retarded 
Citizens. Anyone who would like 
to help retarded children and 
adults receive all the aid available 
to develop their abilities is invited 
to join ARC.

Shelby County Airport has ‘best potential in state’

The Shelby County airport is 
functioning better than ever, but 
there is one small problem, Larry 
Chapman told the County Com- 
mission Monday. 

The problem, he said, is 
Bessemer. ‘‘Bessemer has the 
jump on us by 18 months,”’ 


@ Chapman said, indicating that 


the Bessemer airport is using 
government money to improve its 
facilities. Bessemer has also made 
applications for an extension, he 


said. The new Bessemer airport is 
located south of the city, and is 
almost in Shelby County. 

“It’s the same race, on a 
smaller scale, like the one bet- 
ween Atlanta and Birmingham,’’ 
the Shelby County airport’s fixed 
base operator said. 

Although he did not push the 
Commission for more money, 
Chapman clearly wanted the 
members’ support for further ex- 
pansion especially in getting state 
and federal grants. 

He reported that the average 


income to the county under the 
first operator was $385 per mon- 
th. Under the second, it was $357 
per month, but since Chapman’s 
firm took over a year ago, the 
county's income had averaged 
$1,188 per month, he said. In ad- 
dition, his firm has spent 
$105,000 of its own money for 
improvements, Chapman pointed 
out. 

He reminded the Commission 
that because of new federal 
regulations, there will be ‘‘a great 
departure of private corporate air 


Wilsonville Council pondering 


resurfacing city tennis courts 


Tennis anyone? 

Wilsonville Councilwoman Dot 
Scruggs and several members of 
the audience at Monday night’s 
Council meeting gave a resound- 
ing ‘‘yes’’ to that question. 

But finances seem to be a 
problem in restoring the 
community’s tennis courts to 
satisfactory condition. Scruggs 
reported that the lowest bid for 
resurfacing and other repairs 
would amount to $16,700. 

Pointing out the city’s 
upcoming financial obligations, 
Mayor Austin Mitchell said that 
before the year is out a new

or the service would have to be 
contracted. 


The Mayor also noted that 
water lines needed to be replaced 
in some areas and he reminded 
the panel that the city was trying 
to raise enough money to buy a 
new fire engine. 

Saying he was in favor of 
improving the courts, Council- 
man Sherreli McClure wondered 
if they couldn’t be leveled rather 
than resurfaced and also lighted. 
“Then we'd be talking about 
something in the neighborhood 
of $4,000-$5,000,"’ he remarked. 

But Scruggs affirmed her 
belief that things should be done 
“‘right’’ and not “‘piecemeal.’’ 
She emphasized that the project 
was worth doing because it 
would benefit all age groups in 


the community. 

The town could borrow the 
money from a bank she had 
contacted, Scruggs reported, at a 
good rate of interest. But the 
Council would have to pass a 
resolution before the loan could 
be secured, she noted. 

Registering disgust after the 
discussion dragged on for nearly 
an hour, Scruggs asked the panel 
to tell her if they had made up 
their minds against the idea so 
she wouldn’t pursue the matter 
any further. 

Mayor Mitchell urged the 
council to look over the courts, 
and give the matter careful 
consideration. He said it would

Accusations fly 
at Commission meeting

W. C. ‘*Mo”’ Whitlock came 
out with some hard-swinging ac- 
cusations at the County Com- 
mission meeting Monday. Coun- 
ty Engineer James Ray, Jr. an- 
swered them, and went further, 
putting his job on the line. ‘Any 
time the County Commission 
loses confidence in me, they have 
my resignation,’’ the 34-year 
career engineer said. 

The unusual confrontation 
came about when Whitlock, a 
North Shelby County real estate 
developer, protested the way the 
County Planning Board fun- 
ctions. 

He repeated the complaint he 
had made at a Commission 
meeting two weeks ago, that the 
Board had _ changed its 
regulations several times in 
regard to his ‘‘Parkside’’ sub- 
division on Highway 119 near 
New Hope. He said each time the 
Board changed regulations it 
costs him more money. 

Ray rose to the complaints, 
saying that the county highway 
department is trying to protect 
the rights of the people in enfor- 
cing rules on subdivision design, 
especially in regard to streets and 
drainage. Ray challenged every 
one of Whitlock’s arguments, 
especially regarding changes in 
rules.’’ 

The arguments went on for 
some time. Ray concluded with, 
‘We have reasonable planning 
rules, and I’m going to back my 
people (highway dept.) all the 


way.”’ 

Whitlock said he had no 
disagreement with the rules. He 
said he just wanted to protect his 
investment with regulations that 
are fair and are subject to a vote 
of the people. 

The Commission’s strong sup- 
port of Ray was never 
questioned. Without a vote of 
any kind, it was assumed by ali 
that Ray’s job with the county is 
secure.

The cabin, standing on its 100- 
foot legs, shakes in the near- 


constant winds that rumble 
through the windows. Looking 
below, to the west, the rock cliffs 
drop away to the waters ot 
Bounds Lake. To the north, 
several ranges over, stretches 


Double Oak Mountain, Thirteen 
miles away the 1500-foot Signal 
Mountain is easily spotted, as are

behind it, northeasterly, towards 
Cheaha. At a distance of 14 
miles, the twin-stacked Wilson- 
ville steam plant landmarks the 
region to the east. And the Shelby 
County flatlands disappear in the 
hazy horizon to the southwest. 
That’s what you see from the 
windy perch atop Pinnacle 
Tower. But that’s not all you see, 
for there's the matter of the tell- 
tale columns of smoke which are 
liable to flare up anywhere al

Tower jutts 100 feet above the 800-foot Bounds Mountain. Built in the 
1940's by Gulf States Paper, the tower is now used for fire detection 
by the State Forestry Commission.

Do you have a home away 
from home? I do - it’s my car, 

My trusty little El Camino fun- 
ctions as a restaurant, closet, 
library and vehicle for hauling 
hay, furniture etc.

My mini clothes closet is 
located behind the seat. I’m 
usually prepared for whatever 
weather may transpire, be it cold 
or rain. And wading through the 
mud to take a picture is no 
problem with my rubber boots 
always on standby. 

My behind the seat wardrobe 
also includes some duds for exer- 
cising in case I find a spare 
minute and a bathing suit for-- 
I’m not sure what. 

Since my car is half truck, its 
used to haul such items as hay, 
and furniture whenever a mem- 
ber of the family moves off or 
returns home. 

And then there’s also the stack 
of reading material in the handy 
space behind the seat which I 
always think I'll get to one of 
these days. It hasn’t happened yet 
- but if I'm ever stranded 
somewhere, say for several days, 
maybe I’ll get toit. 


anytime. there’s 
smoke... 

Inside the cabin, County 
Forester David Stone watches the 
countryside for signs of fire. His 
sunglassed gaze is as constant as 
the wind and the traffic over the 
portable shortwave which sits on 
the floor. 

‘*A good 70% of the fires we 
spot from up here turn out to be 
controlled burns. You can 
usually tell if they're controlled 
because they go up fast and burn 
out quickly,"’ Stone explains. 

“We've been pretty lucky this 
season, On the average, we've 
been spotting only about six or 
seven forest fires per week. Last 
fall we were spotting 15 or 16a 
day,*" 

Fires sighted in the Van- 
diver/Sterrett area usually spell 
trouble for the firefighters. Not 
only is accessibility to the moun- 
tainous region bad, but, during 
the day, fires burn much quicker 
up a wooded slope than they do 
on flat land. (At night fires burn 
downhill due to the cool air 
rolling off the mountains.) 

Most forest fires spotted from 
Pinnacle Tower occur to the 
southeast, towards Shelby. Stone 
notes that the majority of fires 
occur near roads and are ignited 
by carelessly tossed cigarettes. 


A map, or asmath wheel, 
mounted in the center of the 
tower cabin is used in deter- 


mining the whereabouts of a fire. 
But pinpointing the fire requires 
a knowledge of the area’s lan- 
dmarks, such as locations of 
towns and roads, and their 
distances from the tower. 

Stone points out a_ billowing 
plume that looks like a forest 
fire, but instead it’s steam from 
the Longview lime plant. He ex- 
plains that haze also adds to the 
difficulty of spotting fires. 

‘*Airplanes are the best way to 
spot fires,’ Stone states. *'The 
plane for our seven county 
district is based at Shelby County 
Airport. But when our pilot’s 
flying another sector we rely 
heavily on the tower, It’s a much 
faster means of detection than 
having people call us or the 
sheriff."’ 

With only six state foresters 
working in Shelby County, the 
operation of Pinnacle Tower has 
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to be on a partime basis. But if 
the forest service gets the budget 
increase it expects next year, the 
tower will be manned full time, 
and a telephone and better 
equipment will be added. 

**Usually the spring fire 
season’s our worst, but it should 
be over by mid-April. Like I said, 
we’ve been pretty fortunate this 
season. The rains have kept 
things pretty wet. Everybody 
seems more careful, too-- 
probably because of last fall.’’ 

But there is irony here, as 
Stone explains. ‘Oddly enough, 
most of the fires we have come 
right after it rains, People think 
it’s safe to burn because it just 
rained. But they don’t realize just 
how fast the wind can dry the 
fuel.”’ 

Stone peers hard out the win- 
dow at a hazy smudge that could 
be a young fire. As if to em- 
phasize his last words, a 60 mph 
wind gust rattles the cabin and 
the long legs of the tower.

Calling attention to the record 
of Shelco One, Ballard stated 
that ‘‘We have 23 folks walking 
around right now, in this 
community, because of our 
efforts.’’ He also said that his 
organization is credited with 
saving another 19 citizens from 
life confined to a wheel chair. 

Ballard asked the council for 
$500 a month to help in matching 
grants from federal and state 
funds. ‘‘There is some equip- 
ment we still need to purchase,”’ 
Ballard said and ‘‘We need to 
start thinking about replacing 
some of the equipment we've 
had in operation for a long 
time."’ 

Montevallo Mayor Ralph Sears 
responded to Ballard’s request 
by stating that Shelco One 
performs one of the most 
valuable services in the Monte- 
vallo area, and by thanking 
Ballard and all members of the 
unit for their dedicated service 

Sears went on to say, however, 
that Ballard’s request comes in 
the middle of a fiscal year, and 
that no funds have been 
budgeted for rescue operations. 
Sears continued by saying that 
the matter will be referred to the 
city’s finance committee and that 
every effort will be made to 
include an appropriation for the 
next fiscal year that begins in 
October. 

In his written request Ballard 
indicated that Wilton will be 
asked for $175 per month, Bibb 
and Chilton counties, $150 each, 
and the University of Montevallo 
$1 per student and faculty 
member per year.

‘Our arrests for speeding and 
other traffic violations are up and 
our number of accidents has 
been reduced by one-third.”’ 

These are the words of 
Montevallo Police Chief Troy 
Kirkland as he presented the 
monthly police activity report to 
the Montevallo City Council 
Monday night. 

Kirkland’s written report 
shows that city police made 106 
arrests during March. The report 
also shows that only 25 traffic 
accidents were investigated. No 
fatalities were recorded and no 
serious injuries were reported. 

The monthly report also shows 
that speeding was the most 
common _ violation. § Twenty 
speeding tickets were issued.

Many people have the wrong 
conception of God. In Athens, Paul 
found people worshipping the 
“unknown God."" (Acts 17:23) 
Different people have different ideas 
of God 

Some feel that God's power is 
limited to evolution--that God got the 
universe started but continued His 
creative work through evolution. 
This idea is inconsistent, contradicts 
the simple truths of God’s Word 


(Genesis 1; Exodus 20), and 
contradicts the established laws of 
science. 

Some feel further that God is

(John 4:24) *‘A spirit hath not flesh 
(Luke 24:39) The fact 
that one cannot see a spirit does not 
mean that it does not exist. (Il 
Corinthians 4:16-18) 

Some feel still further that God

earth without instructions. Would 
this be reasonable? God never left 
man, His creation, without instruc- 


tion. The Bible is that revelation 
from God to man which ‘‘furnishes a 
man unto every good work.’’ (Il 
Timothy 3:16, 17) 

Some feel even further that God is 
like man. Man hides from man; thus, 
he feels he can hide from God. 
(Genesis 3:8) Man deceives man; 
thus, he feels that he can deceive 
God. (Acts 5:1-10) Man thinks that 
one religion is just as good as 
another; thus he thinks that God 
feels this way. But Christ stated, 
‘But in vain do they worship me, 
doctrines the com- 
mandments of men."* (Matthew 
15:9) He stated further, ‘‘Every 
plant which my Father hath not 
planted shall be rooted up.”” 
(Matthew 15:13) 

Some feel further that God is a 
God of confusion. They think God 
has called one man to deny what he 
called another to affirm. Some 
teach salvation by ‘‘faith only;’’ 
others deny ‘“‘faith only.’’ Some 
preachers affirm the ‘impossibility 
of apostacy;’’ others deny the 
“impossibility of apostacy.’’ If God 
approves each preacher, He is 
self-contradictory and is the God of 
confusion. But, God is not the author 
of confusion. (I Corinthians 14°33; I 
Corinthians 1:10-17) Christ prayed 
for unity (John 17:20,21), and God 
revealed His plan for unity--One 
Spirit, one Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, one body, one God, one 
hope. (Ephesians 4:4-6; Philippians 
3:16) When preachers, synods, 
councils, conventions, etc., assume 
the liberty to change God's law, 
man--not God--authors religious 
confusion. Let us not blame disunity 
upon God, who is One. 

Some feel lastly that God is too 
good to condemn. God’s very nature, 
though, will not allow God to 
condone sin, else He would cease to 
be God. (Isaiah 59:2) He cannot 
overlook one single unrequited sin. 
(John 8:21) God has done His part to 
save man. (John 3:16; Romans 5:8) 
To become a Christian, one must 
hear and believe the Word of God 
(Romans 10:17; Hebrews 11:6), 
repent of every sin (Acts 17:30, 31; 
Luke 13:3), confess faith in Christ 
(Romans 10:9,10), and be baptized 
into Christ for the remission of sins. 
(Acts 2:38; Acts 10:47, 48; Acts 
22:16)

And 
that would disappoint a lot of 
people, for in five short weeks at 
the station, she has built up a 
respectable following. 

Twenty-year-old Olanda is a 
sophomore in mass com- 
munications at the University of 
Montevallo. She grew up in 
Bucksville where she learned a lit- 
tle guitar picking from her father, 
and how to play piano by ear. 

**I love music, so I figured if I 
majored in mass com- 


munications, it'd be a way I 
could work it. I like most any...’’ 

The record ends. Olanda swit- 
ches on the mike. 

‘Dolly Parton, there. And like 
she says, she’s really got the 
feeling. And now, a song by the 
Silver Fox--Charlie Rich.”’ 

She starts turntable two, flips a 
switch and turns a dial. 

The phone rings and Olanda 
answers it while cueing another 
record on the first turntable. 

“‘Okay,’’ she laughs into the 
phone. ‘“‘I’ll try and make this 
announcement as soon as 
possible. Thanks for calling.” 

Charlie Rich finishes his tune. 
The disc jockey punches in a 
commercial tape. 

“You’re not going to believe 
this one,’’ she says over her 
shoulder. The commercial ends 
and Olanda cuts back to the 
studio mike. 

“I’ve got an announcement 
from a lady who called in and 
says that eight hogs are loose at 
Gilbert Lake’s house. She says 
they’re ealing everything up, and 
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Woman disc jockey enjoys work 


would the owner please come and 
get them!”’ 
Olanda bursts into laughter as 
the turntable spins another disc. 
**That’s why I like this job. 
Something unusual happens--all 
the time.”” 


Olanda took the job as a 
suggestion from a friend. The 
practical experience reinforces 
what she learns at school. Plus, 
broadcasting books don’t tell you 
about the people who call in to 
say someone’s hogs are running 
wild. 

When she first took the job at 
WBYE she was somewhat ner- 
vous about actually being on the 
air. ‘‘The first time I was in the 
studio by myself, it was the 
lonelist place in the world. I was 
in a controlled panic. After my 
first show people told me I didn’t 
sound nervous. But inside, every 
muscle, nerve and artery was in a 
knot.’’ But not now. 

The record ends and Olanda 
switches back to live broadcast. 

“It’s five o’clock, and raining 


in Calera, Stay tuned for Mutual 
News. But don’t go away because 
we’ll be right back to brighten up 
your day with more great 
music.”’ 

During the news, Olanda 
makes a transmitter check, logs a 
few commercials, looks at her 
announcement list, and cues up 
the music she promised her 
listeners. A lady calls and tells 
her how much she enjoys 
listening to her show. 

‘I really do like this job. And 
it’s sO much easier doing 
something you really enjoy. I 
always have fun when I’m down 
here.”’ 

The news ends and Olanda cuts 
in on cue. 

“‘Hi there! I’m Olanda Young. 
And I’ve got some great music 
lined up for you this afternoon 
on WBYE.”’ 


She starts the turntable and 
Waylon Jennings comes over the 
speaker singing, ‘‘Are you ready 
for the country?

Vincent boy hears sounds 


A young boy at Vincent 
Elementary School is hearing new 
sounds and words every diay 
through the use of a hearing aid 
device called a Phonic Ear. 

Special Education funds were 
alloted to Vincent Elementary to 
purchase the battery powered 
phonic ear and microphone tran- 
smitter for a fourth grade deaf 
student, Drew Weldon. 

Previously Drew  com- 
municated by the use of his 
hearing aid, lip reading and sign 
language. When his teachers, 
Mrs. Geraldine Waldrop and 
Mrs. Rosemary Bouchet, needed 


to get Drew’ attention, they had 
to physically contact him. 

Now when the teachers begin 
instruction, Drew can hear soun- 
ds being transmitted to his phonic 
ear which attracts his attention. 

The limiting factor about Drew 
communicating through sign 
language was that his vocabulary 
was confined to words that have 
a sign. Mrs. Geraldine Waldrop 
explained, for instance, Drew 
would normally say, ‘‘Would you 
please move over,’’ when he 
needed to join a group. The other 
day he said ‘*Scoot over.”’ ‘‘It’s 
obvious,’’ said Mrs. Waldrop, 


‘that Drew is learning words and 
expressions from the 
colloquialisms of the other 
children.’’ Drew has only had the 
phonic ear about three weeks and 
already the teachers see a big im- 
provement in his communication 
and learning abilities. 

Drew Weldon has previous ex- 
perience in using a phonic ear 
when he attended Lakeview 
School in Birmingham. He can 
talk, but his speech is a little dif- 
ficult to understand. 

The battery-powered phonic 
ear is worn around Drew’s neck 
and microphones on the sides 


pick up voices of the children and 
other sounds in the classroom. 
The teacher wears a battery 
powered transmitter around her 
neck that carrys the sound of her 
voice to Drew’s phonic ear each 
time she begins speaking. 

Drew, 10, lives in Sterrett with 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
Weldon, and two sisters and one 
brother. His mother visits his 
fourth grade class every Tuesday 
to teach sign language to Drew’s 
classmates. His sister is planning 
to study education for the deaf in 
college. His family tries to help 
Drew develop his com- 


munication skills in any way they 
can. 

Last year Drew was main- 
streamed into a third grade class 
at Vincent. He is almost totally 
deaf, but has no other physical or 
mental handicaps. His teachers 
describe Drew as being a very 
bright boy. 

The phonic ear device can be 
used by any deaf child. Ad- 
ditional units are available for 
use with the master set. The 
phonic ear can open up a new 
world of sounds for many deaf 
children, it certainly has for 
Drew.

When a group of citizens tried

As a result, legislators never 
pushed a bill through the 
legislature which would have 
provided for a vote. 

At that time, an argument in 
favor of the dog track was that 
the tax collected from gambling 
could help finance the schools. 

In the current drive, the adver- 
tisement hints that tax income 


from a dog track might help

The issue generated a great 
deal of heat when it was bought 
up the last time. Backers 
presumably hope that public sen- 
timent has changed, or that fear 
of other types of new taxation 
will make the relatively easy tax 
income from gambling look more 
attractive.

An earlier personnel board was 
declared unconstitutional. The 
proposed new board would con- 
sist of five persons rather than 
the three persons in the preceding 
board. 

The board establishes policies 
for the hiring, disciplining and 
firing of the deputies in the 
Shelby County Sheriff's depar- 
tment. Any city in the county can 
become subject to the provisions 
of the personnel board if the 
municipal governing body adopts 
a resolution to that effect. 

The costs of the personnel 
boad are to be paid from the one 
cent beer tax that was voted in 
two years ago, when the previous 
personnel board was established. 
Any money left over is to go to 
the county general fund, but is 
designated for the exclusive use 
of the sheriff’s department for 
law enforcement purposes. 


High court 
hears pay 
raise appeal 


The Alabama Supreme Court 
heard arguments on Monday, 
April 9 regarding the appeal of 
the pay raise for deputies of 
Shelby County. 

Attorney Maurice Bishop repre- 
sented the County Commission 
and argued the case before the 
justices. 

If the county loses the case, it 
could be required to pay each 
deputy $2,990 per year, 
retroactive to October 1, 1977. 

The Supreme Court justices are 
studying the case, and will 
render a decision at their 
discretion.

The heavy rains which flooded 
Shelby County Thursday and 
Friday caused an estimated $2 
million of damage and claimed 
the life of an Alabaster man. 

Gov. Fob James has included 
the county for federal disaster 
aid, along with other areas of the 
state which were hit hard by the 
rains and flooding rivers. 

The $2 million dollar figure 
was estimated by Shelby County 
civil defense coordinator Bill 
Tucker. It includes damage to 
homes, small business, county 
and city roads, and two bridges. 

Tucker points out that some of 
the damage has yet to be fully 
assessed, such as the Calera 
sewage pump which was under 
water during the flood. 

Frank Hill of Alabaster was 
drowned Friday at 11 a.m. when 
his pickup truck was washed off a 
small flooded bridge on Buck 
creek. (See related article.) 

For the second time in six 
weeks, low lying areas along 
Bishop creek in Pelham were the 
hardest hit in the County. One 
hundred fifty to two hundred 
homes had flood water up to or 
inside their doors. 

Numerous mobile homes in 
Greenpark South, Southgate, 
and Bella Vista trailer parks were 
flooded by the swamping creek 
which had swollen due to the 8-11 
inches of rain which fell. 

Water inside the Chandalar 
South condominiums was as 
deep as two feet. Foundations in 


Alabaster man 


flood victim 


An Alabaster man drowned 
Friday morning when his pickup 
truck washed off a flooded 
bridge in Pelham. 

Frank Hill, 35, was crossing 
Buck Creek bridge on Keystone 
Street when his engine flooded 
out. Normally, the creek flows 12 
feet below the bridge, but due to 
the floods it was rushing swiftly 
about two or three feet over the 
top of the small bridge. 

Walter Hill, Jr. was attempting 
to pull his brother Frank and the 
pickup off the bridge with 
another vehicle and a rope when 
the rope snapped. 

According to reports, Frank 
Hill’s truck was then washed over 
the side of the bridge, rolled over 
once, and sank with the man in- 
side. Time of the accident was 11 
a.m, 

Due to the extremely swift 
current of the flooded creek, 
rescue attempts by Pelham and 
Alabaster rescue crews were 
initially limited to searching the 
banks. The truck was located 
near the bridge Saturday morning 
at 2:30 a.m. after the waters had 
subsided. 

Hill’s body was recovered at 
6:40 a.m. about 40 yards from 
the bridge. 

Funeral services for Hill were 
held Monday.

Torrential rains swamp county 


three houses in the Chandalar 
subdivision were cracked and 
washed out. 

About 100 people were 
evacuated by the National Guard 
from the Bishop Creek area. 
Pelham Mayor Burk Dunaway 
called in the guard Thursday 
evening. 

A Red Cross disaster station 
was set up Thursday in the 
Pelham United Methodist Chur- 
ch to provide food, shelter and 
clothing for the evacuees. 50-75 
people were fed and/or sheltered 
there. 

According to Roy Jowers, ac- 
ting director for the county’s Red 
Cross chapter, a number of out- 
of-town travelers stopped at the 
church because conditions were 
too extreme to drive. 

Saturday, the Red Cross 
moved to Pelham city hall and 
began writing out purchase or- 
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ders for people to receive 
emergency relief for clothing, 
food and shelter. 

Emily Rabren, executive 
secretary of the Shelby County 
Chapter of the Red Cross said as 
many as 10 volunteer workers 
were helping at the emergency 
center and going door-to-door to 
offer assistence to flood victims. 

Mayor Dunaway _ said, 
‘*Hopefully we'll be declared a 
disaster area by the president so 
we can get more relief for these 
people.’’ He added that if it had 
not been for the lakes at Oak 
Mountain, Bishop Creek would 
have probably flooded even 
more. 

CD coordinator Bill Tucker 
noted one bright spot in the wake 
of the disaster. ‘‘The only good 
thing about the flooding is that 
you see all these people helping 
each other.”’

Alabaster limits

In an effort to prevent more 
accidents on roads such as Coun- 
ty 17 where seven fatalities have 
occurred within the past three 
years, the Alabaster City Council 
Monday night moved to reduce 
the speed limit to 40 m.p.h. on 
roads in their police jurisdiction. 

The action had been urged by 
Alabaster Police Chief C. E. Car- 
ter and County Engineer Jimmy 
Ray. Both men cited speeding as 
one of the main causes of ac- 
cidents. 

Carter pointed out that the 
county was not able to enforce 
the speed limit signs they posted 
so it was up to the cities to take

action on the matter. He noted 
that Helena had already adopted 
an ordinance reducing the speed 
limit in their police jurisdiction. 

Following suit, the Alabaster 
panel agreed to amend city or- 
dinance 27 which will reduce the 
speed limit to 40 m.p.h. on all 
roads streets and highways which 
include 44, 17, 11, 26, 95, 263 
and old 31. And this will include 
all others in the police jurisdic- 
tion unless otherwise posted. 

On the two dangerous curves 
on County road 17, Chief Carter 
said that 30 m.p.h. signs may be 
posted. The present speed, he 
noted, is 55 m.p.h. 

After the accident several mon- 
ths ago which claimed the lives of 
three Montevallo nurses, Shelby 
Countians have become in- 
creasingly vocal that something 
be done to correct the dangerous 
one mile stretch of County Road 
17. 

The curve where an overweight 
truck crashed into the nurses’ car 
is % mile south of the intersec- 
tion of County 44 and 17 near the 
Griffin settlement. 

The County Engineer admits 
that the road needs to be 
straightened, but points out that 
there are no funds available for 
the project. Ray says it would 
cost $100,000 to do the job. 

‘With federal safety money 
we've been able to secure, which 
is matched by county money, 
we’ve done everything possible to 
bring the road up to national 
standards,’ he reported. 

The Sheriff's Department is 
also involved in the effort to cut 
down on accidents on county 
roads. According to Sheriff Bud- 
dy Glasgow, roads are being 
patrolled two days each week to 
watch for overweight trucks.

Writer questions hospital and life’s worth | 


““How Much is a Life worth” - 
“Your Hospital is a Life-long 
Friend"’ 

Is this the image you have of 

Shelby Memorial Hospital? Well, 
it certainly isn’t mine. The 
“slogans above were embraced by 
“the Shelby Memorial Board at its 
“July 25, 1978 meeting, when it 
pledged its ‘‘share of $1000’" to 
‘help with a local campaign 
“aimed at the elderly’’ to help 
establish a ‘‘strong public image”’ 
for the hospital industry (accor- 
ding to an article in the ‘‘Shelby 
County Reporter’’). 

How much is a life worth - to 
Shelby Memorial? You, the 
citizens of Shelby County, need 
to know. 

On June 8, 1978, my mother 
entered Shelby Memorial for tests 
to determine if she had an in- 
testinal obstruction, as was 
suspected by her personal 
physician. The tests did indeed 
reveal that she had an intestinal 
obstruction. Shortly after 
Mama’s admission, a stomach 


pump was started and in- 
travenous feeding was begun. On 
Saturday afternoon the stomach 
pump was removed, as the 
specialist said that the obstruc- 
tion seemed to have moved 
somewhat and that he would 
make further X-rays in a couple 
of days to see how it appeared. 
The next morning (Sunday, 
June 11) about 5:00 a.m., my 
mother, who had never been one 
to bother anyone unnecessarily or 
to complain, asked my oldest 
sister who had sat with her 
through the night (we never left 
our mother alone for one minute 
after she was admitted to the 
hospital), to call her other 
children to come to the hospital. 
We were all there by 5:30 a.m. 
The specialist had been called at 
the request of my sister and he 
ordered something for pain for 
Mama. When we arrived at 5:30 
we were told by the Nurse in 
charge on 11:00 to 7:00 shift, that 
we were unnecessarily upset; that 
Mama’s vital signs were all good. 


I asked if her vital signs had been 
checked, She turned to an aide 
and asked, ‘‘You did check her 
vital signs?"" **No , I checked her 
temperature.*’ Then the nurse 
told the aide, **Go check her vital 


The specialist arrived at the 
hospital around 6:15 (he had 
surgery scheduled for a patient 
from Montevallo whom we had 
known for many years). Mama 
was taken to X-ray where-it was 
determined that she had a per- 
forated colon. The doctor told us 
that she would have to have 
surgery that morning; that 
without surgery she had no chan- 
ce of living, and that with surgery 
she had a little better than a 50 
percent chance. 

She was prepared for surgery 
by an aide before 8:00 a.m. The 
charge nurse for the day, came on 
duty at 7:00 a.m., but she never 
came, nor sent anyone, to check 
on Mama’s condition, although 
as the hours dragged by with our 
going out to her desk and repor- 


ting that Mama’s hands were tur- 
ning blue, that she was having 
difficulty breathing, and that she 
seemed to be getting weaker and 
weaker - She would just say: 
“They'll be after her in a little 
while to take her to surgery.”” 


We very anxiously walked to 
her desk every few minutes repor- 
ting these things to her. She never 
one time got off her stool or sent 
anyone in to check on Mama. 
Around 10:30 we were told that 
Housekeeping was getting the 
Operating Room ready 
following another surgery; (Sin- 
ce Shelby Memorial has three or 
four operating rooms, why in an 
emergency did precious time have 
to be spent cleaning this one?) 

There was a total lack of con- 
cern of all the nurses behind that 
desk that morning - Another doc- 
tor sat in a little ante-room 
behind the nurses station, one 
nurse sat and read the Sunday 
paper, but nobody came in to 
check on our mother, About an 


hour passed, with mama getting 
worse and worse, We learned that 
the specialist had gone to the 
cafeteria to eat lunch (and Mama 
dying, but we, not being 
professional medical people, just 
stood by her bedside not really 
having any idea that she was ac- 
tually dying at that time). Two 
aides brought the cart to take 
mama to surgery (so we thought, 
at last); but they parked it 
alongside the nurses’ station and 
announced that they, too, were 
going to lunch. They would take 
mama to surgery just as soon as 
they returned. We were ab- 
solutely stunned when we heard 
this (this was 11:45). 


About that time, a member of 
the family held Mama’s arm and 
found that she had no pulse. We 
summoned a nurse coming down 
the hall and reported that we 
couldn’t find any pulse. She felt 
and could not find a pulse. She 
ran to the intercom and announ- 
ced **Code Blue to 228.’’ Well,

through which the waterway 
runs. The total impact is projec- 
ted to exceed $7 billion in 
Alabama by the year 2000. 

Although the primary impact 
of the waterway will touch 165 
counties in four states, West 
Alabama will receive more 
benefits from Tenn-Tom than 
any other region, according to 
government studies. 

Along with expanded industry 
will of course come new jobs and 
increased wages. The government 
estimates, for instance, that by 
the year 1986, more than 14,500 
new jobs will be created in the 
state by the Tenn-Tom project 
and that by the year 2000 new 
wages will have totalled $7 
billion. 

The Tenn-Tom project is not 
the only important waterway 
development now underway in 
Alabama, however. The Coosa- 
Alabama and Warrior- 
Tombigbee projects will also

believe just how many nurses 
came literally running over each 
other; The specialist came run- 
ning (from the lunchroom); The 
doctor who had been reading the 
paper came running with his 
stethoscope around his neck. I 
looked up at the specialist and 
said, ‘There is no need to run 
now, she’s gone.”’ And she was. 

Would someone please tell me 
where the **Florence 
Nightingales’ were - the ones I 
read about in the paper that took 
their oaths? Where are the 
dedicated doctors who would put 
their lunch ahead of a patient’s 
life? Why, when the specialist 
knew that mama should have 
surgery (he said himself ‘‘this 
morning’’) would he have not 
called in one of his associates if 
he could not have the time? There 
was a period of six hours that 
elapsed from the time he arrived 
at the hospital, and a period of 
three hours elapsed from the time 
he arrived at the hospital until he 
operated on the other patient. 

Granted, Mama was 82 years 
of age - she very well may have 
not withstood the surgery. We all 
accept this as fact. But what we 
can’t understand is that we stood 
there in that ‘‘First-Aid Station’’ 
and let her go without one nurse 
nor one doctor doing one thing to 
try to save her, or even make her 
more comfortable. Then, on the 
other hand, when we think about 
what a strong person our mother 
was through the years, who 
knows - she just might have made 
it with a little medical attention. 

Of course, almost every week, 
I read in the papers letters com- 
mending the doctors and nurses 
at Shelby Memorial for the good 
treatment received. Mama was 
not a superintendent of 
education, mayor, reporter, civic 
leader, or politician - but to her 
children she was an “‘institution’’ 
that none of us could equal. We 
thank God that we did get to keep 
her as long as we did (some do 
not, we know). But we don’t 
thank Shelby Memorial for 
anything. We just pay our taxes, 
like every other citizen of this 
country. 

We met with the administrator 
on Friday, June 16, 1978 to voice 
our disapproval of the medical 
attention our mother received (or 
did not receive). and his main 
concern seemed to be that we 
were just trying to hurt the image 
of Shelby Memorial. We assured 
him that this was not the case. 
But we feel that the people of 
Shelby County do not need 
nearly as bad a multi-million 
dollar complex (call it Phase I, Il 
or no telling how many other 
Phases) as badly as we need a 
hospital with adequate staff - 
professional quality as well as 
quantity. Maybe they do need 
‘*birthing rooms’’ (they are fully 
equipped to handle the dying), a 
new kitchen, 58 more beds, etc. 
In my opinion, Shelby Memorial 
Hospital is equal to just a big, 
beautiful physical plant at which 
we can all stand back and look - 
not utilize as a life-supporting 
element for Shelby County. 

I am sure that there are some 


dedicated nurses at Shelby' 


Memorial - but I am also just as 
sure that there are some who 
should not be allowed to remain 
there (and I can name them). 

For too long now the people 
who have gotten less than 
humane treatment at Shelby 
Memorial have kept quiet.... 


I believe it is past time for the 


people of Shelby County to hear 
some of the things that are really 
going on, instead of being 
deceived into believing that they 
need 58 additional beds (when 
they are not equipped to handle 
the ones they already have, in my 
opinion), a new kitchen, birthing 
room, etc. What we need in 
Shelby County is a medical 
facility equipped with around- 
the-clock qualified doctors and 
nurses. Doctors and nurses who 
are dedicated to doing everything 
possible to save a life - not just 
‘say...‘‘well your’: mother was 82 
years of age.”” 

Over the past few months, we 
have been in touch with the 
Alabama Public Health Depar- 
tment, met with the SMH Ad- 
ministrator, the Director of Nur- 
ses and the doctors involved. 

are all aware of how my 
family and I feel, so the above 
will come as no surprise to them. 
(and I’m sure it will be no sur- 
prise to a number of Shelby 
Countians).

“I work like I feel,’ is Mary 
Green’s philosophy. 

One day that might mean shor- 
tening shirt sleeves. Another day 
she might get out a hammer and 
saw to rebuild an old screen door. 


A certified homemaker with 
Children’s Aid Society, Mrs. 
Green is assigned to help families 
who couldn’t stay together 
without some outside assistance. 

Funding for the program 
comes through the Department 
of Pensions and Securities under 
Title 20. 


Founded in 1912, the 
Childrens’ Aid Society also 
provides a foster care program 
and an adoption service. The 
program which sends out 
homemakers was begun in 1974. 

Although the homemaker’s 
responsibility is mainly to show 
mothers the best way to manage 
their homes and care for their 
children, Mrs. Green will tackle 
anything she sees that needs 
doing. 

Wanting to help people have a 
better way of life is the way Mrs. 
Green explains the extra ounce of 
effort she puts into everything 
she does. 

One of her clients is Mrs. 


Eloise Joiner who lives near 
Columbiana. Because of her 
health, Mrs. Joiner needs some 
extra help in order to keep her 
eight year old son Jerry with her. 

The small cottage which 
belonged to Mrs. Joiner’s mother 
is kept neat as a pin and Mrs. 
Green takes care of whatever 
needs fixing. 

Since she started helping out in 
the Joiner home, Mrs. Green has 
performed such chores as fixing a 
faucet, puttying windows, put- 
ting up insulation and painting 
rooms. 

With her carpentry skills, she 

has rebuilt a door and fixed some 
rickety steps. And since Jerry en- 
joys helping her, she uses the op- 
portunity to give him some basic 
know-how. 
, Making new dishes and fixing 
the standard fare in different 
ways is another way the 
homemaker helps her clients. At 
the Joiner home, she mixes up the 
hotcake batter both mother and 
son enjoy and young Jerry often 
makes a batch when he comes in 
from school. 

Because of a chronic con- 
dition, Jerry often has to miss 
school, but Mrs. Green picks up 
his assignments and sees to it that 


_Baptistry used first time 


by Shelba Nivers 


Easter Sunday evening marked 
a milestone for the K Springs 
Church of God, when it held its 
first inside baptismal service in 
the history of the congregation. 
For some seventy-odd years, the 
group had baptised Believers in 
area creeks and lakes. 

‘It was around 1917--I must’a 
been about 15 years old--when I 
was baptised in Yellow Leaf 
Creek,’’ says Mrs. Eunice 
Kendrick Minor, one of the older 
members of the K Springs 
congregation. “‘It was right over 
yonder--you know where Jack 


’ Lee lives?--well, right on down 


Oo 


there on the creek. We called it 
the Wash Hole. That’s ‘where 
everybody went to swim. Papa 
(Tom Kendrick) would always go 
at noontime when it was real hot. 
That was our treat. We’d get 
about an hour off from working in 
the fields and we’d go to cool 
off....He taught us kids to swim 
right there, and that’s where I 
was baptised by Brother W. A. 
Hand.”’ 

Mrs. Minor recalls that before 
this time--‘‘when I was a little 


kid--Willis Moore (now deceas- 
ed) and some others were 
baptised in Boliver Creek, down 
at Farrell’s Bottoms, below 
where the pavement ends now 
(County Road #39).”’ 

Forrest Moore of Lipscomb, 
recalls that his brother, Willis, 
was baptised “‘from the very first 
Church of God”’ right after it was 
organized at old East Saginaw. 
Forrest, himself, was baptised in 
July of 1918 in Yellow Leaf 
Creek. 

“It was in the Payne Swimming 
Hole in a field of the John Payne 
farm.,..there to the left, I think, 
of the road (#69) to New 
Bethesda Church.” He was in his 
early twenties, he recalls, when 
he was baptised by Rev. W. S. 
Best. 

Another popular place for 
baptismals by the early Church 
of God congregation was at the 
“Cat Hole’’ behind the present 
home of Harold Moore. ‘‘It was 
called the Cat Hole because folks 
caught a lot of catfish there,’’ 
laughs Mrs. Minor. There were 
identifying names for all the 
water holes around the area, she

says. ‘‘The Close-up Hole was up 
there above the Cat Hole, and 
one of them was the Turtle 
Hole....When anybody asked you 
where you were going fishing, 
you could tell them and they'd 
know.”

engaged in the profession of

Section 4. All employees covered 
under this act shall be governed by 
such rules and regulations as may 
be prescribed or promulgated 
pursuant to this act by the board 
created in Section 5 hereof.

vote shall be weighed in accordance 
with the total percentage of the 
Shelby County population that 
resides in the district the legisiative 
member represents.

Herman Smith, chancellor, 
University of Arkansas at Pine 
Bluff; and Birmingham Mayor 
David Vann, who was a clerk for 


Heflin opposes two 


federal judge bills 


U. S. Senator Howell Heflin has 

opposed two Kennedy and 
Administration-backed Federal 
court bills and has effectively 
caused the Senate Judiciary 
Committee to reconsider them. 

Heflin said both bills were 
designed to give Federal judges 
more power. 

Drawing on his experience in 
modernizing Alabama’s courts as 
Chief Justice of the State 
Supreme Court, Heflin raised 
enough objections to convince a 
majority of the Judiciary 
Committee members to effective- 
ly kill the proposed Court 
Annexed Arbitration bill and 
substantially change the Federal 
Magistrates bill. 

Both bills passed the Commit- 
tee and the full Senate last year 
without major opposition and this 
year have the backing of 
Judiciary Chairman Ted Kenne- 
dy, President Carter, and 
Attorney General Griffin Bell. 

“I am opposed to the court 
arbitration bill which would force 
parties in personal injury, 
property and contract cases 
under $100,000 to submit to 
mandatory arbitration in Federal 
court,’ Heflin said. 

“I believe this bill is 
unconstitutional because it would 
deny the average man his 


Department for law enforcement

UM saves energy costs 


by cutting out 


Campus water coolers do not 
have ice water anymore and 
there is no hot water in some 
buildings, but University of 
Montevallo faculty, staff and 
students helped push down 
campus electrical consumption 
more than 11 per cent in March 
compared to March, 1978, saving 
more than $2,100. 

UM saved the money even with 
a 9.5 per cent rate increase 
comparing the two months. 

Jeanetta Keller, director of 
UM’s Environmental and Energy 
Education Center, said electrical 
consumption fell approximately 
60,000 kilowatt hours (KWH) 
comparing the two months--from 
525,600 kwh to 465,600 kwh. 

University officials, on the 
recommendation of the campus 
faculty-student Environmental 
and Energy Committee, shut off 
the compressors in water coolers, 
shut off hot water heaters in most 
classroom and administrative 


ice water 


buildings and did not turn on air 
conditioning although buildings 
would have been more comfort- 
able a few muggy days late in the 
month, Mrs. Keller said. 


The physical plant was 
completely shut down over 
spring holidays, too, she added. 

University officials started the 
new energy savings measures 
after a six per cent reduction is 
state funds was ordered by Gov. 
Fob James in February. 

UM had already started an 
energy savings program last 
year--complete with campus 
police writing warning tickets to 
teachers and administrators who 
left windows open or lights on at 
night. UM employees had also 
already installed lower wattage 
light bulbs in most halls and new 
weather stripping to doors and 
windows of campus buildings, 
most of which are more than 50 
years old.

Scenic river possibility 


Canoe trip shows Cahaba 
River diversity to Cutler 


by David Moore 

“This trip has shown me the 
great diversity of the river in a 
short length of time. It’s a nice 
river, and it should be protected 
one way or another,’’ Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture Dr. 
Rupert Cutler said last Wed- 
nesday afternoon, standing on 
the bank of Cahaba after com- 
pleting his canoe tour with the 
Alabama Conservancy. 

He added, however, ‘‘In terms 
of economy in government, it 
would be less expensive to protect 
the river with local or state 
zoning.”’ 

John Randolph, Executive 
Director of the Conservancy 
organized the 10 canoe flotilla 
which included an archeologist, 
geologist, botanist, ornithologist, 
a member of the Forest Service, a 
state forester, reporters from The 
Shelby County Reporter, and 
others from around the state. 

The trip was led by Alabama 
canoe author John Foshee. A 6.6 
mile segment of the Cahaba was 
canoed from the Piper Bridge on 
Bibb County 65 to the River Bend 
Bridge on County 27. 

Though heavy rains had left 


the Cahaba muddy and flood 
trash could be seen hanging in the 
trees along the banks, the high 
often fast, water did show Cutler 
the river’s wilder side. Several 
canoes capsized in the rapids, and 
only nine finished the four hour 
trip. (See related article.) 


Referring to the scars of 
several strip-mined areas, Cutler 
said restoration was ‘‘a matter of 
permitting nature a chance to 
recover. We have to start 
sometime.”’ 


Cutler said that even though 
the Cahaba is not spectacular, it 
has tremendous educational and 
recreational properties. Unusual 
rock formation, several bird 
species and archaic arrowheads 
dated as early as 300 B.C. were 
pointed out to Cutler during the 
trip. 


From the standpoint of federal 
protection, Cutler explained that 
the Cahaba had two strikes 
against it: the lack of public lands 
along the river corridor, and the 
lack of ‘‘spectacular’’ scenery. 

“If the land on the river was

public land, it’s clear to me that 
federal protection would be ideal.

He 
said he hoped that a local or state 
action could be initiated to 
protect the river.

BRPC delivers federal 


study on water quality 


by Marcia M. Sears 
The long-awaited 208 study on 
the water situation in Shelby and 
three other counties was delivered 
to the County Commission Mon- 
day. 


Bill Bondarenko and Ken 
Layton of the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission 
presented Commissioners with 
the study, If the practices 
suggested are carried out, the 
long term result could be that the 
natural streams will be of such 
good quality they will have no 
odors, no toxic chemicals and 
will support fish and wildlife, 
Layton said. 

The study was three years in 
the making and cost about $1% 
million, Bondarenko said, It ap- 
plies to Shelby, Walker, Jeffer- 
son and St. Clair Counties. 

It addressed itself to eight 
major types of water runoff, and 
made recommendations for han- 
dling most of them. 

In the matter of waste from 
public treatment works, the study 
suggests that every governing 
body complete the ‘‘201 plans’ 
now in process. 

On industrial waste control, 
the study failed to come up with 
recommendations because of a 
lack of money, Layton said. 

Agricultural runoff is a 
problem in the Buxahatchee and 
Waxahatchee Creek areas only, 
he said. Other areas of Shelby 


County are not seriously affected 
by the problem.

Silvicultural runoff (from tim- 
bered-off forestlands) is not a 
problem here, the study notes. 

Runoff from strip mining is 
taken care of by the Surface 
Mining Act, and the study 
recommends it be enforced. 

Runoff from construction sites 
is minor in the Cahaba River 
area, Layton said. But he 
recommended that the Soil Con- 
servation Service make regular 
checks to see if voluntary prac- 
tices are adopted. He suggested 
that real estate developers are 
using ‘ideal management prac- 
tices’’ to avoid construction 
runoff. He said Riverchase is one 
of the few who do it, and there it 
is on a completely volunteer 
basis. 

On the subject of litter and 
general trash, the study suggests 
an area-wide program to handle 
it. 

The last point in the study, ur- 
ban runoff, was called the most 
significant problem in the area. 
Urban runoff includes oils and 
other chemicals that wash into 
streams from paved parking lots 
and streets. 

Several suggestions were made 
for dealing with the problem. 
One of them was sedimentation 
basins for every large parking lot 
or paved area. 

Layton suggested the County 
Commission adopt a. resolution 
accepting the study so the 
Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission will see that water 
planning should be done locally.

The only two words you are 
authorized to speak when state 
trooper pulls you over are, ‘‘Yes, 
Sir!’’ At least those are the only 
two I used the other day as I sat 
in his car talking with him and 
discussing the rate of speed that 
kept flashing on his little radar 
screen. 

Although he was not nearly my 
age, it seemed rather important 
to call him ‘Trooper’ and ‘Sir’. 

It is amazing to me how com- 
fortable you can feel one moment 
as you are cruising down the 
highway with the tires singing 
against the black top and the high 
pitched whine of the engine as it 
reaches a decent cruising speed.

Very 
polite and very kind. They have 
calm voices as they explain why 
they have stopped you and while 
they are writing out the ticket, 
Fortunately, | was warned.

I have constantly been wat- 
ching my speed since several 
weeks ago when I last sat with a 
trooper, face to face, in his car, 

Having been in this newspaper 
business a long time, I have had

Says Justice Shores 


Women discrimination inroads made 


Only in recent years has 
discrimination against women in 
America been considered wrong, 
said Alabama Supreme Court 
Justice Janie Shores. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
upheld discrimination against 
women, ‘‘over and over again,”’ 
Justice Shores said during the 
University of Montevallo’s 
Women’s Week activities. 

As late as 1961, women could 
be excluded from juries, she ad- 
ded. 

Although inroads have been 
made, and some state and federal 
laws discriminating against 
women have been struck down. 
Justice Shores said that women 
have not yet had a clear cut 
decision on par with the Brown 
Decision, the Supreme Court’s 
1954 decision that began the end 
of discrimination by law against 
blacks. 

Statistics show that although 
more women are in the work for- 
ce, they still tend not to fill high- 
ranking jobs. 

Justice Shores said that while 
few men would object to women 
in a high-ranking job, ‘‘the old 


boys club don’t think about it 
one way or the other.”’ 

What the justice called ‘“‘the 
real push”’ in women’s rights is to 
make society aware that women 
can do a job. 

“And women should seek to be 
part of the decision-making 
process simply to make it bet- 
ter,’’ she said, and they should 
try for the jobs just for 
recognition. 

**It is much easier to criticize 
from the outside and feel comfort 
from being excluded and not 
work within and offer solutions 
and be responsible for making 
things change,”’ she said. 

While the justice said she felt 
women should be on corporate 
boards and in other power 
positions, she said that women 
should not apoligize because they 
have decided to be a wife and 
mother. ‘It is an awesome 
responsibility,’’ Justice Shores 
said. ‘‘I get mad everytime I hear 
someone say, ‘I’m just a 
housewife,’ ’’ 

Of her many responsibilities in 
life, she said that her greatest 
challenge is being a mother. “‘If

‘The Conversion of the Etheopian’”’ 

One of the finest ways to convert 
people to the truth of God is to recite 
examples of conversion in the book 
of Acts. First, the examples make 
clear what one must do to become a 
Christian. Second, sinners are 
stirred within to imitate those early 
converts. Two types of conversions 
are imitated today -- those of the 
New Testament, and those of 
religious people today. Personally, I 
have chosen to imitate the examples 
found in the book of Acts, since they 
took place under the oversight of 
inspired gospel preachers. One such 
conversion is that of the Etheopian 
eunuch. (Acts 8) 

Who was the Etheopian before his 

conversion? -He. was treasurer of 
opia. He was also either a Jew 
4 Jewish proselyte. He was very 
ligious, and this man had travelled 
about a thousand miles to worship in 
Jerusalem. Yet, he was lost -- a 
sinner. He desperately needed to be 
saved. He was a Bible reader. A 
blessing is always in store for those 
who read God’s word. 

Philip, an inspired gospel 
preacher, had found great success in 
Gamaria. (Acts 8:12) However, an 
angel told him to leave and go south 
to the road that goes from Jerusalem 
unto Gaza. One can see God's 
providence, as Philip must have left 
two or three days before the Eunuch 
would leave Jerusalem. When Philip 
arrived at the road, the Holy Spirit 
told him to join himself to the Chariot 
of the Eunuch, 

The Eunuch, when asked if he 
understood Isaiah 53, which he was 
reading, asked Philip to teach him. 
He began at the same scripture and 
taught the Eunuch, Jesus. He would 
have taught the Eunuch, no doubt, 
concerning the virgin birth, the 
miracles of Jesus, the death, burial, 
and resurrection of Jesus, and the 
ascension of Jesus. Preaching Jesus 
must also have included water 
baptism for remission of sins. For, 
when they came to a certain water, 
the Eunuch asked to be baptized. 
He, upon a confession with the 
mouth that Christ is the Son of God, 
was baptized -- he was then able to 
go on his way rejoicing. 

Notably absent in the Eunuch’s 

nversion was a direct operation on 

€. heart of the Eunuch by the Holy 
Spirit, the reciting of an ‘‘experience 
of grace,’’ voting on whether or not 
the Eunuch would be accepted, 
sprinkling for baptisims salvation by 
‘faith only,’’ and other such false 
teachings. 

Let us be guided by the examples 
in God’s Word, without addition or 
subtraction or substitution!

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Cahaba mishap hurts canoeist

Recent flooding marred some 
of the Cahaba’s aesthetic at- 
tributes, but the high, swift water 
added an emphasis to the river’s 
claim to ‘‘wild’’, A man was 
taken to the hospital last Wed- 
nesday when his canoe capsized 
and the rapids hurled him against 
a rock, The incident happened 
during Secretary Cutler’s canoe 
review of the Forest Service 
which found the river lacking in 
‘*wild and scenic’’ qualities. 


John McCullough, Deputy 


State Forester, was taken to Bibb 
County Hospital in Centreville 
for X-rays. The Montgomery 
man was put in a neck brace and 
released the same day. 


The accident happened about 
11 a.m, as the flotilla of ten 
canoes attempted to shoot a 
series of rapids. McCullough’s 
canoe partner, Mike Kageorge of 
the Forest Service managed to 
swim and wade ashore. Mc- 
Cullough, who nearly blacked 
out from the impact with the 
rock, had to be dragged ashore. 
He was unable to move for 45 
minutes. 

Jim Hull, who was a member 
of the party, ran a mile and a half 
back to the vehicles and radioed 
for help. Using a chainsaw to 
clear a path, a four-wheel drive 
pickup managed to reach the 
river bank and carried Mc- 
Cullough to an ambulance 
waiting on Bibb County 65. 

Earlier that morning, Mc- 
Cullough was heard to remark, 
“I’ve never been in a canoe when 
it didn’t capsize. ””

employees as provided by law. 

Section 3. The provisions of this 
act shall apply to all law 
enforcement employees of Shelby 
County but shall not apply to the 
following persons: (a) elective 
officers of the county or any 
municipality therein; (6) members 
of county or municipal appointive 
boards, commissions and commit- 
tees; (c) all employees of county or 
municipal boards of educetion 
engaged in the profession of 
teaching or in supervising teaching 
in the public schools; (d) the judge 
of any court; (e) any employee of 
the United States government or 
any agency thereof; (f) any 
employee of the State of Alabama 
or any departments therein; and (g) 
the chief deputy in the sheriff's 
department. 

Section 4. All employees covered 
under this act shall be governed by 
such rules and regulations as may 
be prescribed of promuigated 
pursuant to this act by the board 
created in Section 5 hereof. Present 
employees shall remain in their 
respective employments; however, 
nothing herein shall be construed to 
prevent or preciude the removal of 
an employee for cause in the 
manner hereinafter provided; and 
such employees, except for 
appointment, shall be subject fully 
to the provisions of this act. 

Section 5. There is hereby 
created the Shelby County Law 
Enforcement Personnel Board 
which shall be composed of five 
members appointed by members 
representing Shelby County, or any 
portion thereof, as herein provided. 
Each shall make appointments as 
follows: 

1, The Shelby County Commis- 
sion shall name one member . 

2. The Shelby County Legislative 
Delegation shall jointly name two 
members. 

3. The sheriff of Sheiby County 
shall name one member . 

4. The deputy sheriff shail name 
one member. 

if one or more municipalities 
elect to come under the provisions 
of this act then the city or the cities 
jointly will name one of the 
members now herein allocated to 
the Shelby County Legislative 
Delegation and the said delegation 
then will be limited to naming one 
member. Provided, however, in the 
event the municipalities cannot 
agree on the persons representing 
the municipalities, the Shelby 
County Legistative Delegation shal! 
name such member.

on the appointment of any board 
member or members, then a vote 
by the delegation shall be made and 
each member of the legisiative 
delegation shall cast his vote. Each

person is named shail be

nominees have been appointed. All 
appointees to the board shali be a 
residents and qualified electors of 
Sheiby County and over the age of 
twenty-five years. 

Members of the board shall take 
the constitutional oath of office, 
which shail be flied in the office of 
the Probate Judge Vacancies on 
, the board shall be filled in the same 
manner as original appointments. 
The members of the board shail 
elect a chairman and secretary 
annually from among their number. 
Any member of the board who 
becomes a candidate for, or is 
elect&d or appointed to another 
Public office vacates his office as a 
member of the board. 

Section 6. The board shall have 
the power to hire such clerical 
assistance and engage such legal 
counsel of its own choice, as may be 
necessary to adequately perform its 
functions. 

For regular meetings of the 
board, each member shall receive

$120.00 per month, pilus such 
mileage as is provided by law to the 
county commission. For special 
hearings or meetings of the board 
relating to a pending disciplinary 
action, each member shall receive 
$30.00 per day, not to exceed 
$120.00 per month, plus mileage as 
is provided by law to the county 
commission. 

Section 7. The board shal! hold 
such regular meetings as it may by 
rule and regulation prescribe. 
Special meetings shall be held at 
Such times and places determined 
by the board upon the call of its 
chairman, or as are otherwise 
required to hold hearings upon 
complaint as hereinatier provided 
A majority of the board members 
shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business 

Section 8. The board shall keep 
minutes of its meetings and a 
record or all business transacted by 
it. All board records, except those 
required by board rules to be held 
confidential for reasons of public 
policy shall be open for inspection 
by any resident of the city or county 
al al! reasonable times 

Section 9. The board shall be 
empowered to and shal! promulgate 
Such 6orules)=6 and~—s regulations 
governing examinations, eligible 
registers, appointments, transfers, 
Salaries, promotions, demotions, 
annual and sick leave and such 
olher matters as may be necessary 
to accomplish the purposes of this 
act Any proposed rule or 
regulation shail become effective 
only after it is adopted at a meeting 
of the board which meeting is open 
to the public, and after a certified 

copy thereof nas been filed with the 
county clerk and the municipal 
clerk of each municipality electing 
to come under this act. All 
employees shall be appointed upon 
@ non-partisan merit basis, 
however, the board shall not 
examine nor appoint any person 
who is not @ United States citizen, 
Provided further, however, that 
nothing in this act shall be deemed 
to apply to the chief deputy, who 
shall serve at the pleasure of the 
sheriff 

Section 10. The board shall 
perform, but shall not be limited to, 
the foliowing specific functions: 

(a) To classify the various types 
of service under its jurisdiction; 

(0) To prascribe minimum 
qualifications, including those of 
education, training and experience 
for each such classification of 
service: 

(c) To provide a salary range, 
from minimum to maximum salary 

authorized, for each class of 
service; however, for a period of 
five years following enactment of 
this act {he minimum salary for any 
class shall not be less than any 
existing pay pian for such class of 
service, provided further that after 
the said five-year period has 
elapsed, the salary ranges 
prescribed by the board shall be 
used exclusively, regardiess of any 
conflicting pay plans;

Section 16. (a) The governing 
body of any municipality electing to 
come under this act, or any member 
thereof acting individually, or the 
head of any department of such 
municipality may remove, dis- 
charge, suspend or demote any 
subordinate employee of the 
municipality subject to this act, 
provided such municipal authority 
possesses, by law or regulation of 
the board, such disciplinary 
powers. The county sheriff or any 
supervisory employee to whom the 
sheriff has delegated such 
disciplinary powers may remove, 
discharge, suspend or demote any 
subordinate employee of the 
sheriff's office, provided that 
within five days thereof, a written 
report of such action is made to the 
board, giving the reason or 
circumstances surrounding such 
disciplinary action. 

if any aggrieved employes is 
suspended for more than one day, 
removed, discharged, or demoted, 
he shall be entitied to a board 
hearing on such disciplinary action, 
upon written demand thereon 
within ten days of such action. A 
hearing shall be held within 10 days 
of the receipt of the written request 
therefor. All meetings of the board 
on disciplinary matters shall be 
open to the public, and shall 
observe the aggrieved employee's 
right to face his accusers and be 
heard in his own defense. A 
permanent employee who has 
completed the said six-month 
probationary period shail not have 
disciplinary action taken against 
him except for personal misconduct 
rendering his further tenure 
harmful to the public interest, or for 
any cause affecting or concerning 
his fitness or ability to perform his 
duties. 

(b) Pending a hearing on any 
disciplinary action, the aggrieved 


board may order sald employes 
reinstated with back pay from the 
time of such action to the date of 
reinstatement, or take or approve 
such disciplinary action as, in their 
judgment, is warranted by the 
evidence and under the law. Any 
aggrieved employee shall, after an 
adverse hearing, have the right to 
rehearing and appeal as hereinafter 
provided. 

Section 17. Written charges or 
complaints of wrongdoing or any 
other grievance may be filed with 
the board by any employee, officer, 
supervisor, chief, or other 
employee of any county or 
municipal law-enforcement office to 
which this act applies as herein 
provided. The charge, complaint or 
grievance must be specifically 
Stated, and sworn to before any 
member of the board or before any 
person authorized to administer 
oaths. 

Upon the receipt of such charges, 
the board, after due consideration 
shail determine whether in its 
opinions, sufficient grounds exist to 
warrant @ hearing thereon, and if 
not, such charges may be dismissed 
by the board. If in the judgment of 
the board such charges are of a 
minor nature, such charges may be 
referred by the board to the proper 
department head who shall make 
an investigation of the charges and 
make his recommendation to the 
board within such time as the board 
Tay prescribe, a8 to what 
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prosecute al! charges instituted by 
the governing body of the county or 
of any municipality electing to come 
under this act, either individually or 
as a body, or the sheriff or his 
supervisors, or by any department 
head, when requested or directed 
to do so by such city governing 
body, or the eheriff or his 
supervisors. It shall not be the duty 
of the city attorney or the county 
attorney to prosecute any charges 
brought by a private citizen. in all 
proceedings before the board, the 
city attorney or county attorney 
may appear and represent the 
interests of the city or sheriff's 
department and they shall also give 
such legal advice and legal 
assistance to the board as may be 
requested by it. 

Section 18. The board or Its 
specially authorized representa 
tives shall have the power to 
administer oaths, take depositions, 
certify official acts, and issue 
subpoenas to compel the atten- 
dance of witnesses and production 
of papers necessary as evidence in 
connection with any hearing, 
Investigation or proceeding within 
the purview of this act. The sherift 
or some other person so designated 
by him, shall serve al! processes of 
the board, and shall attend upon 
and preserve order at all public 
hearings conducted by the board. 
in case @ person refuses to obey 
such subpoena, the board or its 
authorized representative may 
invoke the aid of any circult court In 
order that the testimony or 
evidence be produced. Upon proper 
showing, such court may, in its 
discretion, issue a subpoena or 
order requiring the person to 
appear before the board or its 
representative and produce ail 
evidence and give ali testimony 
relating to the matter in issue. A 
person who falls to obey such 
subpoena order may be punished 
by the court for contempt. The fees 
of witnesses for attendance and 
travel shal! be the same as fees for 
witnesses in the circult courts of 
this state, which fees shall be paid 
from the treasury of the city or 
county. 

Section 19. Any employes 
aggrieved by @ decision of the 
board on the original hearing shall 
be entitied to a re-hearing of the 
issue before the board es provided 
herein. The aggrieved employee 
Shall make written request upon the 
board within five days of an adverse 
decision at the original hearing and 
the board shail, within 10 days of

Section 20. No employee shall 
make, solicit or receive any 
assessment, donation, subscription 
or contribution for any political 
Purpose whatsoever, or be a 
member of a committee or an 
officer of @ political party, or take 
any part in its management or 
affairs except to exercise his right 
as a citizen to express his opinion 
and cast his vote; no employee shal! 
assist any candidate for nomination 
or election to public office; or make 
any public statement in support of 
or against any such candidate, or 
participate in any manner whatever 
in the campaign of any candidate in 
any general or primary election; 
and no employee shall receive any 
appointment or advancement as 6 
reward for his support of «a 
candidate for office or a political 
party; nor shall he be dismissed, 
suspended or reduced in rank or 
pay as punishment for his failure to 
Support any candidate for political 
office. 

Section 21. The county commis- 
sion shall provide the board an 
office in the county courthouse 
which shall be suitably equipped 
and furnished for the operation of 
the board's business, including, 
but not iimited to telephone 
service, postage supplies, station- 
ery, and other supplies necessary 
for the board's operations. 

Section 22. Any person who

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Why is it that many contractors 
in Alabama refuse to bid on 
hundreds of millions of dollars of 
state-funded construction work? 

John Wood, President of the 
Associated Builders and Contrac- 
tors of Alabama, Inc., believes it 
is because the construction 
industry in Alabama is the only 
industry in Alabama which has to 
pay wages set by the state 
(through the Alabama Wage 
Commission) on _ construction 
jobs where state money is 
involved. 

Wood declared that a construc- 
tion job which would cost the 
state $1 million can be carried 
out by a private contractor for 
$900,000 or less, where the work 
is privately financed, not 


involving state money. He said 
evidence is heavy that savings of 


10 percent and more can be 
obtained by private industry 
compared to what the state must 
pay for construction work under 
the present ‘prevailing wage’’ 
system enforced on state-funded 
building jobs. 

Bills to sbolish this system 
through elimination of the 
Alabama Wage Commission, 
have been introduced in the 
Alabama Legislature. The House 
bill, introduced by Rep. James 
Sasser, of Ozark, has already 
been reported out of the House 
Ways and Means Committee and 
now goes on the House calendar 
for action. 

The companion Senate bill, 
introduced by Sen. Dewey 
White, of Birmingham, is 
pending in the Senate Commer- 
ce, Transportation and Utilities 


Committee, which will hold 
public hearings on the controver- 


sial measure May 2 in 
Montgomery. 
Wood pointed out cases where a 


skilled building trade worker on 
private construction work in 
Alabama “is happy to make 
$8.50 an hour, but if he works on 
a state-funded project, it is 
required that he be paid $12 an 
hour. 

“The average taxpayer in 
Alabama makes less than $8.50 
an hour,’’ Wood declared. ‘‘So 
the average taxpayer is this state 
is, in effect, subsidizing a 
construction worker who already 
makes more than he does. 

*‘No other industry in Alabama 
is hamstrung in this way. 

**Some contractors won’t bid on 
state work for this reason--it 


causes disruptions for their 
employees and there is a flood of 
required paperwork. Therefore, 
the state is not getting the most 
competitive price for state 
construction work and is not 
getting the most for its money.”’ 


Wood says the present system 
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Builder says state policies waste 10% 


requires contractors to pay 
artificially high wage scales, 
sometimes as much as 100 
percent higher than wages being 
paid by private industry in the 
same area of the state. 


“*We recognize that this effort 
to repeal the present system is 


highly controversial, but if it is 
successful, it will save the state 
at least 10 percent in its building 
program, which means there will 
be that much more money 
available to accomplish things for 
the taxpayers who actually pay 
for construction projects by the 
state.’ Wood stated.

New firm sought for Siluria

People in far distant places are 
deciding the future that lies ahead 
for hundreds of Alabaster 
residents this week. The new 
owners of Siluria Textiles are 
engaged in a world-wide search 
for a company that will operate 
an industry in the facility. 

The announcement that Siluria 
Textiles had been sold did not 
come as a complete shock to the 
community, but the fact that it 
can probably no longer survive as 
a textile mill was unsettling news 
to everyone. Production had 
been down for the last year and a 
half, partly because of compe- 


tition from foreign textile mills. 
At its peak the mill employed 585 
persons and was the largest em- 
ployer in Shelby County. 

One of the county’s oldest in- 
dustries, dating back 77 years, 
the mill and 16 acres of land 
surrounding it will be owned by 
the Frank G.W. McKittrick Co. 
of Charlotte, N. C. effective May 
15. It was sold by Canton Mills of 
Canton, Ga. to McKittrick, 
which is a firm of liquidators. 

Barnard McKittrick told the 
Reporter in a telephone inter- 
view, his company has attempted 
to sell the mill as an entirety. But, 


he said, those a's are not 


proving successful. The textile 
producing machinery will 
probably be sold, including the 
valuable indigo dye range, and 
the interior of the building will be 
cleared. 

McKittrick said he had one 
inquiry from outside the country 
but he does not expect anything 
to materialize from it. 

After the machinery is moved 
he said the building will be of- 
fered either for lease or for sale. 

He said that possible uses for 
the building other than a textile 
mill might include a cutting- 
sewing shop, a small machine 
shop or a distribution center or 


‘Maintenance technician’ 


called for in every school 


by Reporter Staff 
A radical change in school 
maintenance was proposed to the 
Shelby County School Board last 
week when it held its monthly 
meeting at Pelham High School. 


Superintendent-elect Charles 
Knowles asked for and received 
support to go ahead with detailed 
plans for a new system. 

Knowles wants to put a ‘‘main- 
tenance technician’’ in each 
school under the direction of the 


principal and call in specialists 
such as electricians for 
specialized needs. A ‘‘main- 
tenance supervisor’’ would work 
in the central office. 


His plan would put more ad- 
ministrative responsibility on the 
principal than he or she now has, 
but Knowles thinks it would 
reduce the distrust that exists 
between local administrators and 
the central office. 

‘*What we have is a long delay. 


between the time a principal calls 
in a problem and the time help 
arrives,’’ Knowles said. 

Board member Paul Sumners 
argued that ‘This will cause a lot 
of good maintenance men we 
have to quit. | can name four 
who would kiss the county good- 
bye.”’ 

After considerable further 
discussion, board members Doug 
Kent and Ben Howell made the 
motion to let Knowles proceed 
and no dissenting vote was cast. 


“It could be anybody.’’ He noted 
there is good transportation to 
and from the mill with I-65 near- 
by and a railroad at its door. 

The mill will continue to 
operate until May 11, when it is 
expected to complete its last or- 
der for blue denim. Several of the 
laid-off employees have been 
receiving assistance under the 
special Trade Readjustment Act, 
which is designed to help 
American workers whose jobs are 
lost because of foreign com- 
petition. 

About 40 former employees 
are taking re-training classes at 
Bessemer Technical College to 
learn new skills. 

Efforts are being launched 
locally and statewide to help find 
an industry for the mill. Local 
Chambers of Commerce are con- 
tacting political and industrial 
leaders in the search. 

When the Reporter contacted 
the State’s Industrial Develop- 
ment Director, Fred Denton, he 
said he is optimistic. But, he ad- 
ded, ‘‘We don’t have prospects 
sitting in our pockets.”’ 

He said the state is in a dilem- 
ma about the problems of textile 
manufacturing, because three 
other mills have closed in the 
state recently. 


He said his office regularly cir- 
culates listings of available plant 
locations to the top 500 cor- 
porations in the U.S.

Alabaster man dies

An Alabaster man was woun- 
ded by a gunshot at his home 
Wednesday, and died early the 
next morning at University 
Hospital. 

Kenneth Myron Davis, 37, of 
206 Ball Park Road, was shot 
above the right eye with a .22 
caliber handgun at 11 a.m. Ac- 
cording to County Coroner Billy 
Thompson, the wound was self- 
inflicted. 


The incident is under in- 


vestigation by the Alabaster 
Police and the County Sheriff's 
Department. They will issue no 
statement on Davis’ death until 
the results of the ballistics tests 
and fingerprints can be deter- 
mined. 

Davis’ wife and two children 
were at home at the time of the 
shooting, as were two Mormon 
missionaries who were visiting 
the residence. 

Davis was buried Monday in 
Richmond, Indiana. 


Stolen dynamite found 


A cache of dynamite stolen 
from Harbert Construction 
Company was recovered Friday 
afternoon in Pelham. Burglary 
charges were filed in juvenile 
court against three Pelham 
teenaged boys whose names were 
not disclosed. 

The dynamite was reported 

en April 19 from a storage site 
or U.S. 280 near County 43. 

Pelham investigator Allan 

Wade, acting on a tip from 


Sheriff’s investigator Reed 
Smith, and several tips of his 
own, found 174 sticks of 
dynamite buried in the woods 
near one of the boys’ houses. 100 
feet of E-chord primer fuse was 
also recovered. 

The boys are reported to have 
discharged one stick of the 
dynamite with a blasting cap fur- 
nished by one of the three boys 
who is described as an ‘‘ex- 
Perimenter with) explosives” 


Most of them were from the 
Pelham area, where flood 
damage was the worst in the 
county.. Others were from the 
Harpersville area, and some were 
from Talladega County. 

Over $7,000 was distributed on 
the spot in cash and food stamps 
to families who needed im- 
mediate assistance. 

Representatives from 11 public 
and private agencies were on 
hand to describe the types of ser- 
vices that were available to 
families who had suffered severe 
losses in the storms of two weeks 
ago. 

In charge of the center were 
Don Hanks and Col. Jim 
Pellegrino with the Defense Civil 
Preparedness Agency in 
Thomasville, Ga. They were on 
loan to the Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration, 
which was so overloaded with 
work in the Mississippi disaster 
area that they could not provide 
people for Shelby County. 

The two-day special program 
was held from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
in Columbiana. 

The Red Cross distributed a 
total of $1,935 during the two 
days. Immediately after the 
storm, the Red Cross had 
provided direct aid and funds 
amounting to much more than 
that. 

The Salvation Army 
distributed $140 in cash during 
the two days, but also provided 
furniture, utenst) nd other 


materials for those whose homes 
were destroyed. 

The Small Business Ad- 
ministration conducted 47 inter- 
views, and accepted one ap- 
plication for a loan for home 
repair and two loans for personal 
property. The SBA may send a 
worker into the county again to 
take applications. 

Farmers Home Administration 
conducted two interviews. Farm 
damage during the storm was ap- 
parently light, because the ASCS 
people had no one to ask for 
assistance. 

Three persons were interviewed 
about jobs lost because of the 
storm.

67 persons in them, received a 
total of $3,426 in food stamps 
during the two-days. Under the 
disaster program, it is not 
necessary for food stamp ap- 
plicants to be certified before 
receiving the emergency aid, 
Hanks told the Reporter. 

The Department of Pensions 
and Securities took applications 
from six Talladega County 
families and from nine Shelby 
County families for individual 
and family grants. They conduc- 
ted 34 interviews. These special 
grants are available only in times 
of disaster, and the local depar- 
tment has not granted any for 
four or five years, according to 
Susan Treadwell, director of the 
department. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
sent a representative to show how 
flood losses might affect tax 
returns, and interviewed 44 per- 
sons. 

The Community Services Ad- 
ministration, which is called ‘‘the 
last stop’’ gave out vouchers in 
the amount of $2,476. According 
to Gladys Ross, who was working 
with that program, the CSA can 
provide a few things that no other 
agency is authorized to provide, 
such as lost eye glasses and floor 
coverings. The aid is given on the 
spot, but outreach workers 
follow up to see that the need was 
real and the money was spent for 
the items requested, she said. 

All the agencies’ workers who 
manned the center were working 
without overtime pay, according 
to Hanks.

Senator Heflin calls for plans 
to deal with nuclear accidents 


U. S. Senator Howell Heflin 
(D-Ala.) has called for ‘‘im- 
mediate action’’ to establish 
emergency plans to deal with a 
potential nuclear disaster in- 
volving accidents in the transpor- 
tation of nuclear wastes and 
other radioactive materials. 

Heflin charged the Department 
of Transportation with having 
inadequate plans to deal with 
transportation accidents which 
could result in a major deadly 
spillage of nuclear waste or other 
radioactive substances. 

‘*] hope we don’t have to wait 
until a major nuclear disaster oc- 
curs before we begin to formulate 
a policy to deal with a potential 
catastrophe should a carrier of 
nuclear waste wreck in Alabama 
or in any other state,’’ Heflin 
said.

Commerce Committee hearings 
on transportation of hazardous 
materials, said large amounts of 
nuclear waste are transported 
through Alabama and 
throughout America without 
adequate safety precautions. 

The Alabama Senator cited a 
recent study showing that high

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Wild progress or wild river? 


Cahaba question stirs two sides 


by David Moore 

There are two sides to every 
river, and the Cahaba is no ex- 
ception--especially on the 
question of federal protection 
under the National Wild and 
Scenic Rivers Act. 

On one side of the river stand 
the developers, (the Environmen- 
tal Economics committee of the 
Birmingham Chamber of Com- 
merce, several home builders 
associations and labor represen- 
tatives) who strongly back the 
Forest Service report which 
found the river lacking in ‘‘out- 
standingly remarkable’’ features. 

On the other side of the river 
stand the environmentalists, (The 
Alabama Conservancy, its 


Citizen’s Study Team, professors 
and naturalists from around the 
state) who maintain that ‘‘the 
Cahaba remains remarkably wild 
and clean despite all of man’s at- 


tempts to abuse it.”’ 

Both groups fall under the 
category of special interest 
groups, and by nature are 
strongly biased toward their per- 
sonal projects and goals. 

Due to the lobbying and noise 
making on both sides of the 
Cahaba, it is not surprising the 
question of the river’s future has 
become a political one. Whether 
the Cahaba receives federal, 
state, local or no protection at 
all, will depend mostly from

which side of the river those in 
Montgomery and Washington 
hear the most racket. Both sides 
will be wanting the support of as 
many voters as they can rally. 


Which side, if any, the people 
of Shelby County choose to sup- 
port remains to be seen. But 
before taking a stand one way or 
the other, it would be wise to 
consider the bottom line 
motivations behind the 
developers and environmen- 
talists. 


The developers, of course, are 
strong proponents of 
‘*progress’’. But when you get 
down to the crux of the matter, 
they tend to equate progress with 
money. 

Protection of the Cahaba (a 
form of progress, itself) means 
saving it from the developers’ 
idea of progress. Without protec- 
tion the river stands to be defaced 
by the tendency to run away with 
the development of more roads, 
more houses, more lower quality 
sewage treatment, possibly more 
strip mining and maybe even a 
dam or two, 

The benefits to the developers 
from such progress is obvious: 
lots of money. But what about 
the benefits to the people of 
Shelby County? 

Those people who once moved 
here to ‘‘live in the country”’ 
could one day conceivably find 
the country has been pushed out 
by sprawling subdivisions and 
shopping centers. Of course one 


won't have to drive quite so far to 
the store, but if one is looking for 
something even vaguely resem- 
bling a ‘‘wild and scenic”’ 
recreation area, then they had 
better plan on filling their gas 
tank. 


The environmentalists on the 
other hand stand to gain nothing 
financially from protecting the 
Cahaba River. But we all stand to 
reap the benefits of a little quiet 
beauty tucked away and saved 
from the hustle and bustle of 
progress. 

An interesting perspective on 
the Cahaba was unintentionally 
offered by Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture, Dr. Rupert Cutler 
when he visited Birmingham and 
toured the river two weeks ago. 
On April 17 Cutler sat down with 
a group of developers for an 
$8.50 a plate businessmen’s lun- 
cheon in the Plaza South Hotel in 
Birmingham. After honeyed ham 
and pea-stuffed tomatoes were 
served in the carpeted banquet 
room, the secretary answered a 
number of canned questions 
prepared by the Chamber of 
Commerce, mostly dealing with 
money. 

The next afternoon, along the 
secluded banks of the Cahaba, 
Cutler sat in shade and ate a san- 
dwich with a group of environ- 
mentalists. The river did most of 
the talking. Get the picture? 

There are two sides to every 
river. And in the case of the 
Cahaba, two different types of 
people are standing on the two 
banks. 

If they do not reach a happy 
compromise somewhere in mid- 
stream, then the fate of the 
Cahaba will hinge on the 
opinions and/or apathy voiced 
by the voters. 

It’s simply a matter of what 
matters most to people. We can 
leave our children the heritage of 
another subdivision, or we can 
leave them a taste of the ‘‘wild 
and scenic’’ beauty which still 
graces out land.

**Meeting is defined in the bill 
as the convening of a governing 
body for which a quorum is 
required in order to reach a 
decision. The bill also states that 
any subcommittee meeting as 
part of a governing body must 
meet in accordance with the 
provisions of the act. ‘‘Meeting"’ 
does not include any on-site in- 
spection of any project or 
program. 

A chance meeting of two or 
more members of a public body is 
not defined as a public meeting. 
However, the bill makes clear 
that any such informal meetings 
or electronic communication 
cannot be used to decide public 
business that would normally 
require a public meeting. 

The bill requires reasonable 
advance public notice of all 
regular or special meetings and 
required that the proceedings of 
any public meeting be recorded 
and open to the public. 

Any action taken at any 
meeting in violation of any sec- 
tion of the bill would be void and 
of no effect. 

The bill allows governing 
bodies to meet in secret when the 
character or good name of a 
woman or man is exclusively in- 
volved, a provision contained in 
the present law. However, the 
proposed bill includes the 
following requirements which 
must be met when a closed 
meeting is held: 

--The meeting must first have 
been convened publicly with 


Heflin, Stewart 
sponsor aid bill 


U. S. Senators Howell Heflin 
and Donald Stewart have co- 
sponsored an amendment to in- 
crease the Small Business Ad- 
ministration federal disaster 
assistance to victims of recent 
flooding in Alabama and six 
other states. 

The Alabama Senators said the 
additional money is needed to 
assist those who have suffered 
millions of dollars in property 
damage in recent floods and tor- 
nadoes. 

The provision will add $500 
million budget authority and 
$300 million in outlays for 
federal disaster assistance to be 
administered by the SBA.

--A quorum must be preset or a 
majority voting publicly in favor 
of going into secret session; 

--The board would have to state a 
specific length of time for the 
closed meeting and the reason for 
the session; 

--Verbatim minutes of the closed 
meeting must be kept; 

--All formal action and voting 
must be conducted in a public 
meeting. 

Any citizen could petition a 
court of proper jurisdiction to 
review the verbatim minutes if 
the person felt the board had met 
in violation of the law. If the 
judge ruled the board discussed 
matters in secret that are not 
allowed under the act he could 


order the minutes be made 
public. 
Any person convicted of 


violating any provision of the 
proposed act would be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and could be fined 
up to $500. 

Under the civil remedy 
provision, circuit courts shall 
permanently enjoin any person 
adjudged by it to be in violation 
of the act from further violation 
and shall retain jurisdiction over 
the parties and subject matter for 
a period of one year.

No charges were made against 
any officials in the just-released 
audit of the Shelby County 
Commission. The audit period 
covered the year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1977. It was conducted by 
the State Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts as 
a routine matter. 

The audit was critical of some 
of the daily bookkeeping prac- 
tices and noted that some posting 
had been incorrectly done. 

It recommended that bank ac- 
counts be reconciled monthly; 
that one employee make bank 
deposits and another reconcile 
the account; that a safe place be 
designated for the key to the 
check writing machine, with only 
one employee being responsible 
for it; that claims be checked 
before payment; that a report of 
receipts and expenditures be 
oubliched on April | and October 


1 as required by law, etc. 

The audit charged that some 
county employees were paid fees 
for counting ballots and for ser- 
ving as jurors in sanity hearings 
during normal working hours. 

The fees paid were not retur- 
ned to the county in some instan- 
ces, and the salaries were not 
reduced for the time spent away 
from their jobs. 

However, no one was ordered 
to refund money, and no names 
were given by the auditors. 

The audit questioned a sale of 
county surplus property six mon- 
ths after its purchase to a private 
company, but no correction was 
asked. 

During the period covered by 
the audit Conrad Fowler was 
Chairman of the County Com- 
mission 2'4 months and Tommy 
Snowden was chairman for 92 
months

now available in Shelby County’s 
Health Department to assist in 
this process. 

The team consists of a health 
educator, Sherry Walker; a 
registered nurse, Kathy Red- 
wood; and a nutritionist, Bonnie 
Spear. 

They help with the pre-natal 
couseling and they help with child 
care and family planning. 

One reason for the high infant 
mortality rate in Alabama, ac- 
cording to Maxime Smith, ad- 
ministrator of the Health Depar- 
tment, is that pregnant women do 
not get pre-natal care, or it is not 
started soon enough. 

The Health Department has 
long had a well-baby clinic, but 
now with the new team available, 
it means better services to young 
mothers in the county. 

The clinic is regularly held on 
Tuesdays in the Columbiana of- 
fice of the Health Department 
with a physician on hand to do 
the first examination and to work 
with those women who have 
special problems. R. N. Rhonda 
Johnson is in charge of the clinic 
and provides pre-natal care on a 
monthly or weekly basis, as the 
needs dictate. 

Among the things the team can 
do is tell the young mother why 
she should take care of her 
health, what medical help she 
needs, and what kind of food she

needs in order to stay healthy.

appeal to the circuit court for 
adverse decisions of the board; to 
prohibit employees under contro! of 
the board from participating in 
certain political activities; to 
provide that the board's expenses 
of operation shail be financed from 
the proceeds of an additional tax on 
county sales of beer and brewed 
beverages enacted at the 1977 
legisiative session; to provide a 
procedure whereby municipalities 
may come under the provisions 
hereof; to provide penalties for 
violations of any provisions of the 
act; to repeal conflicting laws; and 
to provide for its effective date. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The provisions of this 
act shall apply only in Shelby 
County, Alabama. 

Section 2. As used in this act, 
unless the context clearly requires & 
different meaning: ‘‘city’’ means 
any municipality employing law 
enforcement officers in Shelby 
County; ‘‘employee"’ means any 
person, not excepted by Section 3 of 
this act who Is employed in the 
service of any city or the county in 
Shelby County within the various 
law enforcement departments; 
‘“*board'' means the Shelby County 
Law Enforcement Personnel Board 
created by this act; ‘appointing 
authority’’ in the case of municipal

All employees covered 
under this act shall be governed by 
such rules and regulations as may 
be prescribed or promulgated 
pursuant to this act by the board 
created in Section 5 hereof, Present 
employees shall remain in their 
respective employments; however, 
nothing herein shall be construed to 
prevent or preciude the removal of 
an employee for cause in the 
manner hereinafter provided; and 
such employees, except for 
appointment, shall be subject fully 
to the provisions of this act. 

Section 5, There is hereby 
created the Shelby County Law 
Enforcement Personnel Board 
which shall be composed of five 
members appointed by members 
representing Shelby County, or any 
portion thereof, as herein provided.

1. The Shelby County Commis- 
sion shall name one member. 

2. The Shelby County Legislative 
Delegation shal! jointly name two 
members.

'f one or more municipalities 
elect to come under the provisions 
of this act then the city or the cities 
jointly will name one of the 
members now herein allocated to 
the Shelby County Legisiative 
Delegation and the said delegation 
then will be limited to naming one 
member. Provided, however, in the 
event the municipalities cannot 
agree on the persons representing 
the municipalities, the Shelby 
County Legislative Delegation shall 
name such member. 

if the Shelby County Legislative 
Delegation cannot mutually agree 
on the appointment of any board 
member or members, then a vote 
by the delegation shall be made and 
each member of the legisiative 
delegation shal! cast his vote. Each 
vote shal! be weighed in accordance 
with the total percentage of the 
Shelby County population that 
resides in the district the legislative 
member represents 

The first five appointees shail 
serve terms of office as follows: The 
from Sheiby County 
Commission shall serve two (2) 
years; the appointee or appointees 
from the legislative delegation and 
the municipality shall serve four (4) 
years; and the appointees from the 
sheriff department shali serve three 
(3) years. Thereafter, all appointees 
shall serve four (4) years. Initial 
terms of office where more than one 
person is named shall be 
determined by drawing names after 
nominees have been appointed. All 
appointees to the board shali be a 
residents and qualified electors of 
Sheiby County and over the age of 
twenty-five years. 

Members of the board shal! take 
the constitutional oath of office, 
which shall be filed in the office of 
the Probate Judge. Vacancies on 
the board shail be filled in the samme 
manner as original appointments. 
The members of the board shali 
elect a chairman and secretary 
annually from among their number. 
Any member of the board who 
becomes a candidate for, or is 
elected or appointed to another 
public office vacates his office as a 
member of the board. 

Section 6, The board shail have 
the power to hire such clerical 
assistance and engage such legal 
counsel of its own choice, as may be 
necessary to adequately perform its 
functions 

For regular meetings of the 
board, each member shall receive 
$30.00 per day, not to exceed 
$120.00 per month, plus such 
mileage as is provided by law to the 
county commission. For special 
hearings or meetings of the board 
relating to a pending disciplinary 
action, each member shall receive 
$30.00 per day, not to exceed 
$120.00 per month, plus mileage as 
is provided by law to the county 
commission. 

Section 7. The board shall hold 
such regular meetings as it may by 
rule and regulation prescribe. 
Special meetings shal! be neid at 
such times and places determined 
by the board upon the call of its 
chairman, or as are otherwise 
required to hold hearings upon 
complaint as hereinafter provided. 
A majority of the board members 
shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 

Section 8. The board shall keep 
minutes of its meetings and 6 
record or all business transacted by 
it. All board records, except those 
required by board rules to be held 
confidential for reasons of public 
policy shal! be open for inspection 
by any resident of the city or county 
at all reasonable times. 

Section 9. The board shall be 
empowered to and shall promulgate 
such rules and regulations 
governing examinations, eligible 
registers, appointments, transfers, 
salaries, promotions, demotions, 
annual and sick leave and such 
other matters as may be necessary 
to accomplish the purposes of this 
act. Any proposed rule or 
regulation shali become effective 
only after it is adopted at a meeting 
of the board which meeting is open 
to the public, and after a certified 
copy thereof has been filed with the 
county clerk and the municipal 
clerk of each municipality electing 
to come under this act. All 
employees shail be appointed upon 
basis, 
however, not 
examine nor appoint any person 
who is not a United States citizen. 
Provided further, however, that 
nothing in this ect shall be deemed 
to apply to the chief deputy, who 
shall serve at the pleasure of the 
sheriff. 

Section 10. The board shal) 
perform, but shall not be limited to, 
the following specific functions: 

(a) To classify the various types 
of service under its jurisdiction; 

(ob) To prescribe minimum 
qualifications, including those of 
education, training and experience 
for each such classification of 
service; 

(cs) To provide a salary range, 


trom minimum to maximum salary 
authorized, for each class of 
service; however, for a period of

The salary to be paid 
each employee shall be determined 
by his or her appointing authority 
or as otherwise provided by law; 
provided further that in each case 
the salary paid shal! be within the 
limitations prescribed by the board.

@s hereinalter provided, for any 
official or employee to draw or issue 
any warrant on any municipal 
treasury or on the county treasury 
for the payment of salary to any 
employee covered by the provisions 
of this act unless the warrant is in 
an amount authorized by the board 
to be paid such employee. A sum 
paid as excessive salary contrary to 
the provisions of this section may 
be recovered in an action brought 
by any resident of the city or county 
against theofficial or employee who 
draws or issues the warrant, or 
against the sureties on his bond.

manner as may be provided for in 
the board's rules and regulations. 

Section 13. Persons seeking 
employment in any position must 
file applications with the board, and 
the board shall, from time to time, 
conduct examinations to test the 
ability of such applicants. All 
qualified applicants shall be 
examined, and examinations shal! 
be public, competitive, and subject 
to limitations specified by the board 
as to age, residence, health, height, 
weight, moral character, and other 
factors pertinent to ability to 
discharge the duties of the position, 
provided further, that only United 
State citizens may apply for any 
such position, Examinations shall 
be practical in character and shail 
relate to those matters which test 
the ability of the person examined 
to discharge intelligently the duties 
of the position for which he applies. 
Any application which is more than 
two years old shall not be 
considered for filling any vacancy 
and in no case shall the board 
appoint or approve an appointment 
from an application which is over 
two years old. Any person whose 
application has lapsed may make 
re-application tor any position. An 
applicant may apply for more than 
one position, however, any such 
applicant shall be entitled to be 
examined only once each two-year 
period for each position sought, 
unless otherwise provided by the 
board. 

Section 14, Whenever 4 vacancy 
exists in any position, it shall be 
filled by appointment of one of the 
appropriate eligible registrants of 
the board, or by transfer within the 
service trom another position of the 
same class. However, any eligible 
person of the same class who has 
been laid off, as provided in Section 
12 hereot, shall receive preference 
in hiring in every instance. 
Whenever It is impossible for the 
board to certify eligible persons to a 
vacancy, the board may authorize 
the appointing authority to fill the 
vacancy temporarily pending the 
establishment of an eligible 
registrant. No such temporary 
appointment shall be effective 
longer than four months, and no 
such employee shall have protected 
status under this act. All 
appointments other than temporary 
appointments, shall be probation- 
ary tor six months from the date of 
appointment. A probationary sub- 
ordinate employee may be 
discharged by his appointing 
authority for unsatisfactory service 
at any time before the expiration of 
that period. A probationary 
department head employee may be 
discharged or demoted similarly by 
his appointing authority upon 
approval by the board. After the 
expiration of the probationary 
period, an appointment shall 
become permanent, subject to 
discharge thereafter only for cause. 

An appointing 
authority shall have authority to 
suspend an employee for any 
personal misconduct affecting or 
concerning his fitness or ability to 
perform his duties In the pubilc 
interest.

Saltwater stripe 
spawning done 


for first time 


Through a cooperative effort, 
the Game and Fish Division and 
the Marine Resources Division of 
the Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources have ac- 
complished the first successful 
spawning of saltwater striped 
bass in Alabama. 

Game and Fish Director 
Charles Kelley and Marine 
Resources Director Hugh A. 
Swingle announced the milestone 
in fish culture in a joint 
statement. 

Some 900,000 eggs were strip- 
ped and fertilized from wild 
brood stock collected below 
Jones Bluff Reservoir on the 
Alabama River east of Selma. 
Subsequent spawns have resulted 
in the collection of more than 10 
million striped bass eggs. 

The eggs were hatched at the 
Game and Fish hatchery at 
Marion and at the Marine 
Resources hatchery at Gulf 
Shores where they will be stocked 

@re rearing ponds. The stripes 
will be raised to a 2-to-3 inch size 
and then stocked into the public 
waters of Alabama. 

These saltwater ‘‘stripes’’ are 
completely adaptable to fresh- 
water.

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Gardener takes in plant boarders :

Ever wish you could send your 
plants to a better climate for the 
winter? Well, you can, and you 
won't have to transport them 
very far either. 

A plant farm just over the line 
in Bibb County boards plants 
during the winter months and 
while their owners have to be 
away from home for one reason 
or another. 

The boarders started coming, 
Tom Potts explained, after one 
person brought her plants to him, 
complaining they had started to 
die when the indoor heating came 
on. 
After that, the news that he 
would ‘‘take in’ plants just 
spread by work of mouth, Potts 
said, and other families started 
bringing their treasured plants. 


Some of them have sentimental 
value, Potts noted. Pointing to 
one huge fern, he related that it 
was over 15 years old and had 
belonged to the late mother of the 
family who brought it in. 


Potts, with the help of his 
brother Frank, put up a 
greenhouse three years ago so he 
could raise tomatoes for the 
commercial market. But that 
project was abandoned when the 
bottom fell out on the price of 
vegetables. 

Recounting that he had started 
the venture to give him something 
to do after retiring from An- 
niston Production Corporation, 
Potts said he then decided to 
switch over to raising plants. 

Since he had always enjoyed 
working with flowers, Potts 
related that he had been growing 


a few varieties along with the 
tomatoes. ‘‘So I just expanded,”’ 
he said. 

All of the plants are grown 
from seed or cuttings, Potts 
reported. And even though the 
farm is off the beaten track, he 
draws customers from Jefferson, 
Shelby and Bibb Counties. 


Scattered among the coleus, 
petunias, mums and other plants 
he has for sale, are the plants that 
Potts boards. They include a five 
foot tall angel wing begonia, a 
planter of geraniums, and several 
hanging baskets. 

Asked about how much time 
he spends in the greenhouse, Potts 
replied that sometimes only 
two or three hours a day are 
required. ‘‘But right now,” he 
laughed, ‘‘it takes all the time I 
can find.”’ 


Potts and his brother Frank are 
the only two members of the 
family still living on the farm 
where they grew up. The place is 
called Muskhogea, which Potts 
says is the name of the Indian 
tribe generally referred to as 
Creeks. 

Along with his four brothers, 
Potts helped his father William 
farm the land. Frank now raises 
cattle on the 225 acre farm which 
is located off Hwy 25 on County 
Road 10. 


While Potts can generally be 
found in his greenhouse anytime 
during the week, anyone looking 
for him on Sunday morning can 
be sure of finding him at the 
United Methodist Church in 
Montevallo.

Among the at- 
tractive handmade items for sale were crocheted 


place mats with matching napkin rings, at the 


Chelsea school 


problems aired

Both praise and criticism were 
laid at the doorstep of Chelsea 
principal Brad Stephens when a 
group of concerned parents met 
last Tuesday evening. 

After airing their feelings for 
nearly an hour, the group agreed 
to send a committee to talk with 
Stephens to see if problems could 
be worked out. 

A crowd of approximately 100 
people, some of them students, 
attended the meeting § at 
Yellowleaf Game Preserve. It was 
called the day after Stephens 
failed to evacuate the school 
following a phoned bomb threat. 

The principal’s wife, who was 
taping the proceedings, pointed 
out that a school administrator is 
allowed to use his own discretion 
about a threat being serious if no 
time is given for the bomb to go 
off 

Reportedly, the person who 
answered the phone when the 
threat was called in around 12:15 
p.m. Monday, had thought they 
recognized the caller’s voice. 

Problems that have been sim- 


mering at Chelsea since Stephens 
took over leadership of the 
school came to a boil two weeks 
ago when the principal suspended 
two girls for dancing during an 
Air Force Band concert. 

Feeling that the decision was 
unfair, a number of students 
staged a walkout and some of the 


parents backed them ups 
ieraca 
at he had 


Parents who 
Stephens pointed out 

tightened up discipline at the 
school. But some of the students 
have been vocal in their insistence 


“that they have norights . 


‘I’m not against discipline,’’ 
declared one of the students, 
‘‘but he’s going about it the 
wrong way.’’ She also claimed 
that Stephens wouldn’t listen to 
what students had to say. 

Echoing the same sentiments, 
another student related that 
Stephens had some good ideas on 
handling disciplinary problems 
when he came to the school, ‘‘but 
he hasn’t followed those ideas,”’ 
she said.

Court issues restraining order 


Picketing remains peaceful at 
the strike bound Brown 
Moulding Company plant in 
Montevallo. 

The company sought and 
received a temporary restraining 
order Monday afternoon. The 
order, signed by Circuit Court 
Judge Kenneth Ingram, restrains 
and enjoins the International 
Moulders and Allied Workers

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Wage bills 


By a vote of 5 to 3, the Senate 
Business and Labor Committee 
Wednesday reported out the con- 
troversial Senate Bill 52, which 
would abolish the Alabama Wage 
Commission. One member of the 
committee was absent. 

The Commission sets wages on 
all state-funded building projec- 
ts, a practice which contractors 
over the state contend is highly 
inflationary. 

The bill now goes on the Senate 
calendar for action, expected in 
the next several days. A close 
vote is expected, according to 
Ben Mitee, Chairman of the 
Legislative Committee of the 
Associated Builders and Contrac- 
tors, the coniractors organization 
which is supporting the bill. 

The House bill was introduced 
by Rep. James Sasser, of Ozark, 
and the Senate bill by Sen. Dewey 
White, of Birmingham, 

Miree said a filibuster against 
the bill is anticipated in the 
Senate. ‘‘I only hope we can get 
the bill to the floor of the Senate 
for a vote,’’ Miree said, ‘‘This 
bill will save the taxpayers of 
Alabama millions of dollars in 
building costs if it is enacted into 
law.” 

Miree said the Alabama Wage 
Commission usually has 
established union-scale wages as 
the “prevailing wage’’ to be ob- 
served on all state building 
projects. This practice, he said, 
eliminated the competitive 
feature of bidding by private con- 
tractors to a degree that pushes 
the cost of state building projects 
higher than the cost would be if 
there were no compulsion to 
establish such wage levels. 


Boards of education 
throughout Alabama are suppor- 
ting the bill, Education officials 


have openly declared the present 
system has prevented the con- 
struction of many school projects 
and those that have been built are 
smaller than they would have 
been without the prevailing-wage 
structure mandated by the 
Alabama Wage Commission. 


A number of union represen- 
tatives, who are fighting the 
proposed legislation, were 
present at the public hearing on 
the issue held Wednesday before 
the Senate Business and Labor 
Committee.

Stewart bill clears Senate 


Legislation that sponsor

New law on voting proposed 


to lengthen hours at polls 


New legislation was introduced 
last week, focusing on two major 
areas: voting hours and absentee 
voting. 

Secretary of State Don 
Siegelman and the sponsors said 
that the voting hours bill is ‘‘to

A Shelby County jury was out 
for several hours Tuesday

Cleveland, Montevallo, Jerald 
Snider, Harpersville; Barbara 
Edwards McEwen, Wilsonville, 
Bennie B. Hall, Montevallo, Bet- 
ty Higgins, Virginia Bentley and 
wong Lee Headley, all of 


make voting more accessible by 
permitting the polls to stay open 
longer on election day.’’ Accor- 
ding to a special report submitted 
to the Legislature by Siegleman 
‘‘no state has shorter voting 
hours than the state of 
Alabama’’. 

Siegelman added that this fact 
is one of the reasons why 
Alabama ranks 48th in voter tur- 
nout. The new legislation would 
allow polls to open at any hour of 
the morning but must open no 
later than 8 a.m. and close no 
earlier than 6 p.m. Polls would 
also be permitted to stay open as 
late as 8 p.m. The polls in Shelby 
and Jefferson county now stay 
open to 7 p.m, ; 

The new absentee voting 
legislation is aimed at three major 
problems: First, it would allow 
disabled voters to obtain an ab- 
sentee ballot in the same manner 
as an able-bodied voter. Under 
Alabama law physically disabled 
persons must obtain a doctor’s 
certificate whereas an able- 
bodied person such as a student 
or businessman does not; 

Secondly, the legislation would 
establish a more secure accoun- 
ting system and would ‘“‘tighten 
the procedure for obtaining an 
absentee voter fraud’’, according 
to Siegelman; the third major 
change would establish a 
procedure for preserving the right 
to vote a “‘secret ballot’’. At the 
present time Alabama is the only 
state in the nation which requires 
a voter to sign on the ballot itself. 


dependence and economic well- 
being’’ of the American small 
business community cleared the 
Senate unanimously on May 2 
and headed toward the House. 
The bill, Stewart’s first major 
piece of legislation, had also ear- 
ned unanimous approval from 
the Select Committee on Small 
Business and is scheduled for 


House hearings May 8. 
It mandates that loan guaran- 
tees provided by certain 


programs of the Small Business 
Administration (SBA) be made 
available to employee-owned 
firms, companies with employee 
stock ownership plans (ESOPs) 
and employee organizations that 
are seeking to buy their 
businesses when those firms 
might otherwise close, relocate or 
be sold to an outside interest. 

The bill, whie* * ad 21 cospon- 
sors and suppor that cut across 
party and ideological lines, coun- 
teracts what Stewart termed a 
“decidedly negative stance’’ on 
employee ownership that he said 
SBA had taken, 

Under the bill, all assistance 
that SBA generally makes 
available in its business loan and 
its minority procurement 
assistance programs would also 
be made available to employee- 
owned companies, companies 
with ESOPs or employee 
organizations seeking to buy their 
firms. 

Stewart added that his criticism 
of SBA was fueled in part 
because the agency had main- 
tained a negative posture toward 
employee ownership despite the 
‘‘simple fact that employee 
ownership works,"’ 

““Employee-owned businesses 
are more profitable, more 
productive and more likely to 
stay in the community than non- 
employee-owned businesses,"’ 
Stewart said.

‘*Where Does the Soul Go 
After Death?” 

Inasmuch as the ratio is the same 
as it has always been--one death for 
one life, each of us is vitally 
interested in where the soul goes 
after death. In last week's article, we 
observed that the dead have not 
ceased to exist. 

We can know that the spirit of man 
comes from God. Zechariah stated, 
‘Jehovah. . . formeth the spirit of 
man within him.”’ (Zechariah 12:1) 

We can also know that the soul, or 

pirit, does not go immediately to 
heaven or to hell. The spirit goes to 
an intermediate state and remains 
there until the judgment. Matthew 
teaches that the judgment shall take 
place when Christ, the bridegroom, 
returns to receive His own unto 
Himself. (Matthew 25; Hebrews 
9:26-28) ‘‘And when He is come, He 
will reprove the world of sin, of 
righteousness, and of judgment.’’ 
(John 16:18) The dead shall appear 
in judgment. Christ stated, ‘‘Men of 
Nineveh shall rise in judgment with 
this generation and shall condemn 
it."’ (Matthew 12:41) Peter states 
that God knows how to reserve the 
unjust until the day of judgment to 
be punished. (II Peter 2:9) Christ 
told the righteous that they would 
‘*be recompensed in the resurrection 
of the just.’’ (Luke 14:14) He is 
preparing mansions for the righteous 
whom He will receive unto Himself 
at the time of His return. (John 
14:1-4) Peter observed that ‘‘David 
has not yet ascended into heaven.”’ 
(Acts 2:32) Paul stated that his crown 
would be given to him in the day of 
judgment. (II Timothy 4:8) The next 
article will discuss where the dead go 
between death and the judgment.

A fiery, four-car crash on U.S. 
31 near Riverchase Friday killed 
three young Shelby Countians 
and hospitalized two others. 

Pellum O. Moncrief, 19, of 
Alabaster and Billy Wayne 
Cashion, 16, of Pelham were 
both announced dead at the scene 
of the accident. Danny McCar- 
ter, 19, of Alabaster was 
pronounced dead on arrival at 
Brookwood hospital. 

Terrance Purser, 16, of Green 
Park South in Pelham, was listed 
in poor condition Tuesday at 
University Hospital. The same 
hospital listed Mrs. Robbie L. 
Brown, 22, of Chandalar South 
in Pelham in satisfactory con- 
dition. 

A sixth victim, Elisabeth 
Thomas of Bluff Park, was 
treated at Brookwood Hospital 
for a minor leg injury, and 
released. 

The wreck occured in heavy 
rain Friday at 10:52 a.m., one 
half mile south of the Riverchase 
entrance on U.S. 31. 

Moncrief and McCarter, who 
were close friends, were returning 
to Alabaster from classes at UAB 
when the white convertible 
Malibu, driven by Moncrief, ap- 
parently lost control and skidded 
into the northbound lane of traf- 
fic. 

According to State Trooper, 
Robert Kendrick, the Malibu 
broadsided a pickup driven by 
Purser. The pickup skidded 
sideways into a brown Pinto 
driven by Mrs. Brown. The Pinto 
was then hit in the rear by a white 
Mustang driven by Thomas. 

According to Riverchase Fire 
Chief Doug Sprouse, the Pinto 
probably caught fire upon im- 
pact. The gas tank ruptured, but 
did not explode. 

Dr. Charles Haynes, who 
works at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital, saw the accident hap- 
pen and quickly pulled over to 
help, 

Haynes managed to drag Mrs. 
Brown from the flaming Pinto. 
The cas was burning so fiercely 
he was unable to do anything 
about Billy Wayne Cashion, who 
burned to death in the passenger 
seat. 

Chief Sprouse credits Dr. 
Haynes with saving the life of 
Mrs. Brown. Dr. Haynes also of- 
fered first aid assistance to the 
other victims and was instrumen- 
tal in helping rescue workers on 
the scene. 

Riverchase Fire Department, 
Pelham fire, rescue and police, 


Hoover rescue, County Deputies, 
State troopers, and North Shelby 
Fire Chief Winston Boutwell all 
responded to the call, The wreck 
took about an hour and a half to 
untangle and clear. 

State trooper reports indicate 
16 accidents have occured in 
Shelby County this year along the 
heavily traveled section of U.S. 
31 just south of the Jefferson 
County line. 

Traffic from Friday’s accident 
backed up as much as one and a 
half miles,

School chief wants policy 
defined for good management

What is an elementary school? 
What is a high school? 

Charles Knowles, the superin- 
tendent-elect of Shelby County 
schools has his own answers to 
these questions, but he wants the 
county board of education to 
spell out a county-wide policy on 
just what it believes each type of 
school should be. 

Knowles says such a policy is 
necessary for good future plan- 
ning and for good management. 

{n speeches to the board and to 
city councils and other groups, 
Knowles points out that one 
elementary school in the county

(at Shelby) has 152 students, and 
at the same time, Thompson 
Elementary has 1,265 students. 

One of Knowles’ goals is to 
provide what he calls ‘‘com- 
parable educational oppor- 
tunities’’ for every child in the 
county system, no matter what 
school he or she attends. He says 
comparable education is not 
possible where such wide dif- 
ferences exist in enrollment. 

He told the Helena City Coun- 
cil Monday night that he believes 
an ideal size elementary school 
would be about 600 students, and 
for a high school, not more than 
1,000. He also wants the board to 
define an elementary school as 
grades kindergarten through 5, a 
middle school as grades 6 
through 8, and the high schools 
as the last four grades. 

He said the system has moved 
toward the middle school con- 
cept, but noted that Chelsea is an 
exception, having grades 1 
through 12 in the same building 
with only one principal, and 
about 1,000 students. 

Knowles told the Helena 
Councilmen that the county 
schools are still set up on the 
basis of a rural county, and 
organizational problems have 
developed because of it. 

Some of the problems he men- 
tioned were: roles and jobs of

teachers, principals, trustees, and 
employees have overlapped; new 
programs have been added, but 
there has been poor com- 
munication among staff members 
about the programs; overstaffing 
and confusion in some areas. 

Knowles thinks that a new pat- 
tern of management and a firm 
board policy can help him reduce 
costs and at the same time, 
enhance the quality of education 
for Shelby County school 
children.

Recent rains producing 
bumper crop of mosquitoes 


Because of the recent floods 
and the torrential rainfall in 
Shelby County, mosquitoes have 
become a potential threat. 


According to Grant Gober, 
Shelby County Extension Agent, 
there is little that can be done to 
get rid of these annoying insects. 
But fortunately, he recommend- 
ed several chemicals that can be 


purchased locally. 


For indoors, he suggested 
Pyrethrins spray and Vapona 
resin strips. Outside, Gober warns 
never to apply chemicals to 
fresh water. If there is stagnant 
water nearby, he recommends 
Abate. Also if the mosquitoes are 
adults, he said Dursban spray is 
an effective measure against the 
pests.

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Substandard work revealed at hospital

Deficient lead shielding was 
discovered inside the walls of 
Shelby Memorial’s X-ray room 
April 26. 

State requirements specify that 
2.44 mm of lead shielding for 
radiation protection in hospital 
X-ray rooms, but the shielding in 
the special procedures room 
(room No. 1) of SMH’s X-ray 
room was only 1 mm thick. 

The State department of public 
health calculated last week that at 
the hospital’s present work load, 
the 1 mm lead shielding was suf- 
ficient to prevent the leakage of 
any dangerous levels of 
radiation. 

No patient rooms are located 


ray room was closed. The state 
confirmed the leak that after- 
noon. 

SMH administrator Richard 
Lind held an emergency meeting 
of the hospital’s board Friday, 
April 27. The board voted to re- 
do the room immediately and 
worry about who would pick up 
the tab later. 

Robins Engineering had the 
room back in service by Tuesday, 
May 1. A 1.5 mm lead shielding 
was installed over the previous 
wall, making the shielding 2.5 


mm thick. 

A May 3 letter to SMH’s chief 
of radiology Dr. Joel Wissing, 
from the Aubrey Goodwin, direc- 


radiological health, stated that 
due to an anticipated increase in 
the work load of the X-ray room, 
‘the standard 2.44 mm should be 
used for the _ shielding 
requirements for the walls, 
doors, and operator’s barrier.’ 

‘*The maintenance crew needs 
to be complimented for being 
alert and catching this,’’ Lind 
said. he did not know who would 
be responsible for the cost of in- 
stalling the additional shielding 
but added that it would not be the 
hospital. 

“This is one of those things 
that emphasizes quality control in 
hospital construction,’’ Lind 
Stated. *‘We’re just lucky we 
found it now.”’ 


The hospital board, against 
Lind’s protest, recently voted to 
withdraw a contract with Turner 
Construction of Atlanta for the 
hospital’s new $7 million expan- 
sion program. The new phase of 
the construction will be super- 
vised by Dampier-Harris.

Historian calls conditions deplorable 


in the storing of county records

Speaking to members of the 
Shelby County Historical Society 
Sunday, the Director of the Bir- 
mingham Archives called attention 
to the unsuitable places in which 
public records are stored. 

Dr. Marvin Whiting told the 
crowd at Ebenezer United 
Methodist Church that the con- 
ditions under which Shelby 
County records have been stored 
was ‘‘deplorable’’. 

Without mentioning any 
names, Whiting said there was no 
leadership in the state to ensure 
the preservation of public 
documents. 

**You need to examine what’s 
going on in Montgomery,”’ the 
archives director advised Society 
members. 

It’s assumed that he was 
referring to Milo Howard, 
Director of the Department of 
Archives and History for the 
state. Howard reportedly has 
made no effort to help counties 
preserve documents. 

According to one source, a bill 
will soon be introduced in the 
legislature which would put 
Howard’s department under the 
Secretary of State. 

Don Seigleman was one of the 
men in state government that 
Whiting said was deeply concern- 
ed with the problem of preserv- 
ing records. 

In addition to a large number 
of county records that the Bir- 
mingham archivist said had 
**gone astray,’’ he also men- 
tioned some of the unsafe places 
in which many are kept. 

Buildings where they are stored 
are often firetraps, he noted. 

And one county in the state, he 
reported, had kept public records 
in a shed. 

Mentioning that some states 
had started a_ Regional 
Depository system for storing 
records, Whiting said this was 
something Alabama ought to 
take a look at. 

He noted that this state was the 
first in the nation to create a state 
archives in 1901. ‘‘But it’s been 
going downhill ever since,’’ he 
added. 

During his talk, Whiting ex- 
plained to Society members how 
they could preserve historic 
documents. Pointing out that en- 
capsulation (between two sheets 
of mylar plastic) is preferable to 
lamination, he mentioned that 
the state archives still follows the 
latter method. 

As he held up a newspaper that 
had been laminated, Whiting 
described the process as “‘locking 
a document into a death trap.

Ivy Swinford, now a 
resident of a Bessemer nursing 
home, described how the church 
looked when she was a girl.

Transition to solar 


energy is proposed 


The Southern coordinator for 
last year’s national Sun Day 
celebration said Alabama should 
start a state sol? commission to 
help plan the __nsition to solar 
energy over the next 40 years, 
when up to one-half the nation’s 
energy could come from solar 
power. 

Larry Shirley of the Center for 
Renewable Resources’ in 
Washington, a solar advocacy 
lobbying group, said state govern- 
ments need to become more ac- 
tive in energy planning to sup- 
plement federal efforts--efforts 
that Shirley said are not devoting 
enough money to solar research. 

Speaking during the University 
of Montevallo’s second annual 
Sun Day, he said the Gov. Fob 
James should take the lead for 
solar by recommending solar 
equipment on all new state 
buildings. Low interest loans and 
tax credits, he added, should also 
be offered by the state to 
homeowners and businesses con- 
verting to solar heating, air con- 
ditioning and water heating. 


Shirley said Presdient Carter 
has not lived up to pledges to 
support solar power as an alter- 
native energy source. Only five 
per cent of the president’s 
proposed oil company windfall 
profit tax would go to solar 
research, he said, while 75 per 
cent would be directed to oil and 


coal companies for coal 
gasification and oil shale 
development. 


The Washington lobbyist in- 
cluded water power, wind power 
and wood in the broad definition 
of solar power when he said solar 
already provides five per cent of 
the nation’s energy. ‘‘Soon it will 
become cost effective though to 
get up to half of the nation’s 
energy directly from the sun,’’ he 
said. 

With enough research funds 
allocated from government and 
private sources, he said, as much 
as 25 per cent of the nation’s 
energy requirements could be 
provided by solar power by 2000, 
and approximately one-half by 
2020.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 

To provide for a personne! board 
for employees of county law 
enforcement officers in Shelby 
County; to provide for the 
compensation, terms of office and 
compensation for members of said 
board; to authorize the board to 
regulate, by promulgation of rules 
and regulations, appointments, 
qualifications, tenures, salaries, 
Promotions and dismissals of said 
employees; to provide for the duties 
and functions of the board; to 
provide for a hearing and appeal 
procedure for employees who have 
had disciplinary action taken 
against them; to provide «4 
procedure for the board for 
accepting and filing applications for 
employment within county law 
enforcement offices and providing 
for the appointment of qualified 
applicants to such positions; to 
provide for a procedure for hearing 
complaints within the various law 
enforcement offices; to grant 
certain powers of deposition and 
subpoena to the board for the 
facilitation of the board's hearings 
and investigationa; to provide that 
all meetings of the board shall be 
open to the public; to provide 
appeal to the circult court for 
adverse decisions of the board; to 
prohibit employees under contro! of 
the board from participating in 
certain political activities; to 
Provide that the board's expenses 
of operation shall be financed from 
the proceeds of an additional tax on 
county sales of beer and brewed 
beverages enacted at the 1977 
legislative session; to provide a 
Procedure whereby municipalities 
may come under the provisions 
hereof; to provide penalties for 
violations of any provisions of the 
act; lo repeal conflicting laws; and 
to provide for its effective date 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The provisions of this 
act shall apply only in Shelby 
County, Alabama. 

Section 2. As used in this act, 
unless the context clearly requires a 
different meaning: ‘‘city’’ means 
any municipality employing law 
enforcement officers in Shelby 
County; ‘‘employee’* means any 
person, not excepted by Section 3 of 
this act who is employed in the 
service of any city or the county in 
Shelby County within the various 
law enforcement departments; 
““board'' means the Shelby County 
Law Enforcement Personne! Board 
created by this act, ‘appointing 
authority’’ in the case of municipal 
employees means elected officers, 
where applicable, otherwise the 
applicable municipal governing 
body; and in the case of county 
employees, the sheriff, or other 
elected officials vested with powers 
to appoint law enforcement 
employees as provided by law 

Section 3. The provisions of this 
act shall apply to all law 
enforcement employees of Shelby 
County but shall not apply to the 
following persons: (a) elective 
officers of the county or any 
municipality therein; (b) members 
of county or municipal appointive 
boards, commissions and commit- 
tees; (c) all employees of county or 
municipal boards of education 
engaged in the profession of 
teaching or in supervising teaching 
in the public schools; (d) the judge 
of any court; (e) any employee of 
the United States government or 
any agency thereof; (f) any 
employee of the State of Alabama 
or any departments therein; and (g) 
the chief deputy in the sheriff's 
department. 

Section 4. All employees covered 
under this act shail be governed by 
such rules and regulations as may 
be prescribed or promulgated 
Pursuant to this act by the board 
created in Section 5 hereot. Present 
employees shall remain in their 
respective employments; however, 
nothing herein shall be construed to 
prevent or preclude the removal of 
an employee for cause in the 
manner hereinafter provided; and 
such employees, except for 
appointment, shall be subject fully 
to the provisions of this act. 

Section 5. There is hereby 
created the Shelby County Law 
Enforcement Personnel Board 
which shall be composed of five 
members appointed by members 
representing Shelby County, or any 
Portion thereof, as herain provided 
Each shail make appointments as 
follows: 

1. The Sheiby County Commis- 
sion shai! name one member. 

2. The Shelby County Legisiative 
Delegation shall jointly name two 
members, 

3. The sheriff of Shelby County 
shall name one member 

4. The deputy sheriff shail name 
one member. 

if one or more municipalities 
siect to come under the provisions 
of this act then the city or the cities 
jointly will name one of the 
members now herein allocated to 
the Shelby County Legislative 

and the said delegation 
then will be limited to naming one 
member. Provided, however, in the 
event the municipalities cannot 
agree on the persons representing 
the municipalities, the Shelby 
County Legislative Delegation shal! 
name such member . 

if the Shelby County Legistative 
Delegation cannot mutually agree 
on the appointment of any board 
member or members, then a vole 
by the delegation shali be made and 
each member of the (egisiative 
Gelegation shall cast hie vote Each 
vote shail be weighed in accordance 
with the totel percentage of the 
Shelby County populatinn that 
resides in the district the logisiative 
member represents. 

The first tive appointees shalt 
Serve terms of office as follows: The 
appointee from Shelby County 
Commission shall serve two (2) 
years; the appointee or appointees 
from the legislative delegation and 
the municipality shal! serve four (4) 
years; and the appointees from the

sheriff department shall serve three 
(3) years. Thereafter, all appointees 
shall serve four (4) years. Initial 
terms of office where more than one 
person is named shall be 
determined by drawing names after 
nominees have been appointed.

twenty-five years. 

Members of the board shall take 
the constitutional oath of office,

Any member of the board who 
becomes a candidate for, or is

Section 6, The board shali have 
the power to hire such clerical 
assistance and engage such legal 
counsel of its own choice, as may be 
necessary to adequately perform its 
functions 

For regular meetings of the 
board, each member shall receive 
$30.00 per day, not to exceed 
$120.00 per month, plus such 
mileage as is provided by law to the 
county commission. For special 
hearings or meetings of the board 
relating !o & pending disciplinary 
action each member shal! receive 
$30.00 per day, not to exceed 
$120.00 per month, pius mileage as 
‘s provided by law to the county 
commission 

Section 7. The board shail hold 
such regular meetings as it may by 
rule and regulation prescribe. 
Special meetings shall be held at 
such times and places determined 
by the board upon the call of its 
chairman, orf as are otherwise 
required to hold hearings upon 
complaint as hereinafter provided 
A majority of the board members 
shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business 

Section 8. The board shai! keep 
Minutes of its meetings and a4 
record or all business transacted by 
it, All Doard records, except those 
required by board rules to be held 
confidential for reasons of public 
Policy shall be open for inspection 
by any resident of the city or county 
a! al) reasonable times 

Section 9. The board shal! be 
empowered to and shall promulgate 
such rules and regulations 
governing @xaminations, eligible 
registers, appointments, transfers, 
Salaries, promotions, demotions, 
annual and sick leave and such 
other matters as may be necessary 
to accomplish the purposes of this 
act. Any proponed rule or 
regulation shall become effective 
only alter It is adopted at a meeting 
of the board which meeting \s open 
to the public, and after a certified 
copy thereo! has been filed with the 
county clerk and the municipal 
clerk of each municipality electing 
to come under this act. Ali 
employees shal) be appointed upon

Section 10. The board shall 
perform, but shall not be limited to, 
the following specific functions 

(a) To classify the various types 
of service under its jurisdiction: 

(6) To prescribe minimum 
qualifications, including those of 
education, training and experience 
for each such classification ot 
service 

(c) To provide a salary range, 
from minimum to maximum salary 
authorized, for each class of 
service; however, for a period of 
tive years following enactment of 
this act the «ninimum salary for any 
class shall not be less than any 
existing pay plan for such class of 
service, provided further thal after 
the said five-year period fas 
elapsed, the salary ranges 
prescribed by the board shai! be 
used exclusively, regardiess of any 
conflicting pay plans; 

(d) To classify and identify each 
position existing in the present 
system to its proper class of 
service; 

(8) To periodically provide for the 
rating of employees’ performance; 

(1) To establish rules and 
feguiations governing appoint- 
ments. promotions, salary in- 
creases of decreases, as well as 
tayoffs, leaves of absence, 
suspensions, dismissals, termina- 
tions, and other disciplinary actions 
affecting employees 

Section 11. The salary to be paid 
each employee shall be determined 
by his or her appointing authority 
or as otherwise provided by law; 
Provided further that in each case 
the salary paid shall be within the 
limitations prescribed by the board. 
it shall be uniawful, and punishable 
@s hereinafter provided, for any 
official or employee to draw or issue 
any warrant on any municipal 
treasury or on the county treasury 
for the payment of salary to any 
employee covered by the provisions 
of this act uniess the warrant ts in 
an amount authorized by the board 
to be paid such employee, A sum 
Paid as excessive salary contrary to 
the provisions of this section may 
be recovered in an action brought

Section 12. The board shall keep 
8 register of all persons eligible and 
available for appointment to seach 
Class and position in the service of 
the county or of any municipality 
electing to come under this act, 
ranked according to ability; 
Provided, however, that no 
examination shall be given and no 
register kept for positions desig- 
nated by the board as common 
laborers. Employees iaid off who 
are subsequentiy available for 
reemployment ahall be placed at 
the nead of the proper list for 
eligible registrants in the inverse 
order of their terminations. 
Employees who voluntarily term- 
inate their services may be granted 
reemployment status only under 
such circumstances and in such 
manner as may be provided for in 
the board's rules and regulations. 


Section 13. Persons seeking 
employment in any position must 
tile applications with the board, and 
the board shall, trom time to time, 
conduct examinations to test the 
ability of such applicants. All 
qualified applicants shall be 
examined, and examinations shall 
be public, competitive, and subject 
to limitations specified by the board 
as (o age, residence, health, height, 
weight, moral character, and other 
factors pertinent to ability to 
discharge the duties of the position, 
provided further, that only United 
State citizens may apply for any 
such position. Examinations shail 
be practical in character and shail 
relate to those matters which test 
the ability of the person examined 
to discharge intelligently the duties 
of the position for which he applies. 
Any application which is more than 
two years old shall not be 
considered for filling any vacancy 
and in no case shall -the board 
appoint or approve an appointment 
from an application which is over 
two years old. Any person whose 
application has lapsed may make 
re-application for any position. An 
applicant may apply for more than 
ane position, however, any such 
applicant shall be entitied to be 
axamined only once each two-year 
period for each position sought, 
unless otherwise provided by the 
board 

Section 14 Whenever a vacancy 
exists in any position, it shall be 
filled by appointment of one of the 
appropriate eligible registrants of 
the board, or by transfer within the 
service from another position of the 
same class. However, any eligible 
person of the same class who has 
been laid off, as provided in Section 
12 hereo!, shall receive preference 
in hiring in every instance. 
Whenever it is impossible for the 
board to certify eligible persons to a 
vacancy, the board may authorize 
the appointing authority to fill the 
vacancy temporarily pending the 


establishment of an eligible 
registrant. No such temporary 
appointment shall be effective 


longer than four months, and no 
such employee shal! have protected 
status under this act. Aill 
appointments other than temporary 
appointments, shall be probation- 
ary tor six months from the date of 
appointment, A probationary sub- 
ordinate employee may be 
discharged by his appointing 
authority for unsatisfactory service 
at any (ime betore the expiration of 
that period A probationary 
Separtment head employee may be 
discharged or demoted similarly by 
his appointing authority upon 
approval by the board. After the 
expiration of the probationary 
period, an appoiniment shall 
become permanent, subject to 
discharge thereafter only for cause. 

Section 15 An appointing 
authority shall have authority to 
suspend an employee for any 
personal misconduct affecting or 
concerning hig fitness or ability to 
perform his duties in the public 
interest. In the event an employee 
is suspended for more than one 
Gay, he shall be entitled to a public 
hearing by the board upon written 
demand thereon filed within ten 
days from the date of the order of 
suspension. A hearing shall be held 
no later than 10 days following 
receipt of the written request 
therefor. If, after the hearing, the 
board determines that the action of 
ihe appointing authority was not 
with cause, the suspension shai! be 
revoked, and the employee shall be 
reinstated with back pay for the 
time period of discharge and 
hearing, I! after the hearing, the 
board determines that the action of 
{he appointing authority was with 
cause, the aggrieved employee 
Snail! have the right to rehearing 
and appeal as hereinafter provided, 

Section 16. (a) The governing 
bovy of any municipality electing to 
come under this act, or any member 
thereo! acting individually, or the 
head of any department of such 
municipality may remove, dis- 
charge, suspend or demote any 
subordinate employee of the 
municipality subject to this act, 
provided such municipal authority 
possesses, by law or regulation of 
the board, such disciplinary 
powers. The county sheriff or any 
Supervisory employee ta whom the 
sheriff nas delegated such 
Giaciplinary powers may remove, 
discharge, suspend or demote any 
subordinate employee of the 
sheriff's office, provided that 
within five days thereof, @ written 
report of such action is made to the 
board, giving the reason or 
circumstances surrounding such 
disciplinary action. 

if any aggrieved employes is 
suspended for more than one day, 
removed, discharged, or demoted, 
he shall be entitied to a board 
hearing on such disciplinary action, 
upon written demand thereon 
within ten days of such action. A 
hearing shall be held within 10 days 
of the receipt of the written request 
theretor All meetings of the board 
on disciplinary matters shall be 
open to the public, and shall 
observe the aggrieved employee's 
right to face his accusers and be 
heard in his own defense. A 
permanent employee who has 
completed the sald six-month 
probationary period shall not have 
disciplinary action taken against 
him except for personal misconduct 
rendering his further tenure

(ob) Pending @ hearing on any 
disciplinary action, the aggrieved 
employee may be temporarily 
suspended. Upon @ hearing, the 
board may order «id amployee 
reinstated with ba pay from the 
time of such action to the date of 
reinstatement, or take or approve 
Such disciplinary action as, in their 
judgment, is warranted by the 
evidence and under the law, Any 
aggrieved employee shall, after an 
adverse hearing, have the right to 
rehearing and appeal as hereinafter 
Provided ; 

Section 17. Written charges or 
complaints of wrongdoing or any 
other grievance may be filed with 
the board by any employes, officer, 
Supervisor, chief, of other 
employee of any county or 
municipal taw-entorcement office to 
which this act applies as herein 
Provided. The charge, complaint or

grievance must be specifically 
Stated, and sworn to before any 
member of the board or before any 
person authorized to administer 
oaths. 

Upon the receipt of such charges, 
the board, after due consideration 
shail determine whether in ite 
opinions, sufficient grounds exist to 
warrant @ hearing thereon, and if 
not, such charges may be dismissed 
by the board. If in the judgment of 
the board such charges are of a 
minor nature, such charges may be 
referred by the board to the proper 
department head who ahall make 
an investigation of the charges and 
make his recommendation to the 
board within such time as the board 
Tay prescribe, as to what 
disciplinary action, if any, should 
be taken. After such recormmmenda-

Section 21. The county commis- 
sion shall provide the board an 
offica in the county courthouse

Section 22. Any person who 
violates any provision of this act 
shail be gulity of a misdemeanor 
and, upon conviction, shall be 
punished as prescribed by law;

Section 23. All expenses incurred 
in the implementation of the 
bneeey: of this act shall be 
inanced from 4 special fund 
provided in the county treasury for 
such purposes, pursuant to the 
passage of an additional tax on the 
sales of beer, malt or brewed 
beverages in Shelby County at the 
1977 Regular Session of the 
legislature. It Is further pro’ ~ d, 
however, that expenditures by the 
board in any one year shall not 
exceed $25,000.00 derived from the 
Proceeds of any such tax. Any 
income derived from the proceeds 
of any such tax, which exceeds the 
actual expenditures of the board for 
any year shall be paid over to the 
county general fund and shall be 
used exclusively by the Sheriff's 
Department for law enforcement 
Purposes in said county. 

Section 24. Any municipality 
within the county may elect to 
becorne subject to the provisions of 
this act by resolution adopted by 
the municipal governing body.

‘It takes four jobs to net one’ 


by Marcia M. Sears 

It takes four new jobs to have a 
net gain of one. 

What is that again? It is a 
statistic quoted by Fred Denton, 
State of Alabama Industrial 
Development Director. 

When Denton was talking with 
the Shelby County Reporter 
about the prospects for a new in- 
dustry to take over Siluria Tex- 
tiles’ building, he said that so 
many industries close each year 
that it takes the creation of four 
new jobs to have a net gain of 
one. 

Denton said he had compiled 
these statistics on a statewide 
basis, and found them to be true, 
nite aeed over a five year period. 


He had originally seen a study 
done in Iowa that resulted in 
these figures, and at first, 
thought they were exaggerated, 
but his own studies proved 
otherwise. 


He was pointing out how the 
Industrial Development office 
has to be working all the time to 
bring new industries into the 
State, and to help existing in- 
dustries expand. ‘*You have to 
run to stand still,’’ he said. 


He indicated there are plant 
closings for all kinds of reasons: 
new technology, poor 
management, loss of markets, 
foreign competition, etc., and 
that there have been quite a num- 


ber of plant closings in Alabama 
recently. 

To make up for the loss, other 
industries have to be coming in 
all the time. 


He is optimistic that the 
national trend is to the Sunbelt 
states of the south. ‘‘Alabama is 
very attractive now,’’ he told the 
Reporter adding that momentum 
in industrial development picked 
up during the last quarter of 1978 
and has continued. 


He said that an optimistic way 
to look at a plant closing is that 
the next industry might attract a 
higher skill level, and pay higher 
wages than the preceding in- 
dustry.

Calera Guard needs 1l5recruits

Anyone who wonders what’s in 
it for them if they enlist in the 
National Guard will get some 
ready answers from members of 
the Calera unit. 

“It’s a change from my civilian 
job,’’ remarked one of the guar- 
dsmen during an open house at 
the armory Sunday. 

And SSG Harry Moon men- 
tioned the $1,500 enlistment 
bonus the Guard is now offering. 
He also pointed out that men and 
women joining the Guard have 
access to every school in the Ar- 
my. “‘There are now programs 
geared for the high school and 
college graduate.’’ he added. 

In addition to their goal of 
being combat ready, Moon said 
the men in his unit enjoyed get- 
ting together for monthly 
training sessions because of the 
friendships that have developed 
over the years. 

Most of the 52 men and four 
officers in Company C, Second 
Battalion, 152nd Armor, have 
been together eight years, Moon 
noted. And some of the guards- 
men come from as far away as 
Floride to train with the Calera 
based unit. 

One Jefferson County man 
related he had transferred to the 
unit because ‘‘It’s more 
professional in armor training.”’ 
And Moon says that he would 
put the unit up against any in the 
country. 

Because Guard enlistments are 
down all over the country, Moon 


reported the open house was held 
to show the public what the 
Guard is all about. 

Visitors were invited to climb 
aboard the M-60 tank which is 
based at the Calera Armory. 
Moon reported that the unit 
spends nine weekends in An- 
niston where most of the tanks 
are stored. 

The Calera Guard unit spends 
their two weeks of training 
during the summer at Camp 
Shelby, Mississippi.

Historic church 


schedules memorial 


by Shelba Nivens 


Annual memorial services will 
be held at old Calvary Missionary 
Baptist Church near Chelsea on 
Sunday, May 13. 

According to Forest Moore, 
chairman of the song service, 
dinner will be served on the 
grounds at noon, and there wil be 
singing in the afternoon, with at 
least two groups of special 
singers. They also expect to have 
a lot of good congregational 
singing and a good time, he adds. 

Founded in 1856, the church 
was once a center of activity for 
citizens of the area. Early 
editions of the Shelby County 
Reporter gave notice of singings 
at the church, and residents of 
the Calvary community were of- 
tén mentioned in the society or 
“*gossip’’ section of the paper. 
One such resident was Austin 
Niven, who operated a sawmill 
nearby. 

Also in the woods near the 
church was a brick furnace, 
owned and operated by John 
Davis of the Pleasant Valley 
community. Davis’ daughter, 
Carrie, and her husband, A. Jud- 
son Kendrick, lived for awhile 
with Davis in a cabin near the 
brick furnace while Kendrick 
helped to make brick and Carrie 
cooked for the workers. As a 
child, Carrie and her sister, Ella, 
had walked from Pleasant Valley 
to the Calvary Church to attend 
school. Carrie and A. Judson 
Kendrick are buried in the 
cemetery across the road from 
the church building. 

Many graves in the old 
cemetery are unmarked. Some 
are marked by stones bearing 
names, but no dates. A stone, 
marking the grave of John W. 
Minor gives no date, but states 
that he was in Company K of the 
31st Alabama Infantry, C.S.A. 
According to an early edition of 
the county newspaper, John W. 
Minor died in April, 1911 at the 
age of 80. 

The oldest date on a tombstone in 
the cemetery is 1858, bearing the 
family name Farrell. In July of 


Hospital wins 
two year 
accreditation 


Shelby Memorial Hospital was 
recently notified by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals that a full two-year ac- 
creditation has been awarded to 
the hospital retroactive to April 
13, 1978. 

During the JCAH survey in 
1978, the hospital received a one- 
year accreditation on the physical 
facility because the hospital’s 
northern wing avas said to not 
neet the most recent life safety 
standards. The northern wing 
was within the safety standards 
when it was built. However, after 
further investigation and another 
survey of the hospital’s physical 
plant -this past winter, JCAH 
changed its original decision and 
said Shelby Memorial did comply 
with safety standards and should 
have received a two year ac- 
creditation following the original 
survey. 

Shelby Memorial received the 
highest marks in all areas of 
patient care during the full survey 
in 1978. With two years being the 
maximum accreditation, Shelby 
Memorial will be eligible for 
another survey in 1980.

Fees at landfills approved

It’s now official. Fees will be 
charged at the three Shelby 
County landfills, and several new 
regulations will go into effect 
July 1. 

The County Commission 
Monday approved a plan that 
Solid Waste Supervisor Carlton 
Franks has been working on for 
several months. Under the plan 
gates will be installed at all the 
landfills, and they will close at 
night. 

Hours are to be 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m. Mondays through Fridays, 
and from 8 to 4 on Saturdays. 
The gates will be locked on Sun- 
days. 

Persons driving trash to the 
landfills in their autemobiles or 


pickup trucks will not have to pay 
a fee for dumping, but they will 
have to have a permit to dump, 
which may be obtained free by 
telephone or at the Columbiana 
office. 


Larger trucks will be charged 
from $7.50 to $17 depending on 
size. The fee for disposing of 
large animals is $5 and for small 
animals, $1. 

Franks’ idea on the permits, is 
to issue them in book form. At 
the landfill, everyone who dumps 
anything must present his book 
to the gatekeeper, who will tear 
out one permit. In this way, 
Franks said, the county can 
tightly control the dumping, and

But after that, a ‘‘massive 
cleanup”’ will be needed to get the 
errors out of the records, accor- 
ding to Mrs. Reynolds and a 
spokesman for the appraisal com- 
pany. Just who will do that and 
how much it will cost remains un- 
clear. 

Mrs. Reynolds also asked for a 
50% raise for Jim Sumners, who is 
employed by the county as project 
manager of the reappraisal work 
being done in the courthouse. Af- 
ter 30 minutes debate, Com- 
missioners finally raised his salary 
from $400 to $500 bi-weekly. Mrs. 
Reynolds said he had to put in 
overtime, and since the Com- 
mission stopped overtime, he 
needed more money. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
post expressed concern over where 
the county would get the money, 
since ‘*We tell the sheriff we can’t 
afford another deputy; the high- 
way department is losing 20 em- 
ployees when CETA money runs 
out, dirt roads need paving and the 
highway department’s equipment 
is worn out.”” 

Adding to the gloom of the 
situation, was the knowledge that 
when reappraisal finally gets on the 
books, the county may not realize 
more money than last year, but 
may even get less, because of the 
*‘lid’’ bill or Amendment One that 
was passed last year, limiting tax 
increases. 

When tax reappraisal was 
originally ordered, it was assumed 
Shelby County would get a big 
boost in income and for three years 
the County Commission’s budgets 
have been built with that in mind. 
But year after year has passed 
without getting the program on the 
books, and the county is now in a 
serious financial squeeze. 


Board discusses future 


behind closed doors 


Officers of Shelby Memorial 
Hospital’s board met in a closed 
session Tuesday night to discuss 
the future direction of the 
hospital. 

The meeting was held as a 
result of the resignation last 
week of Administrator Richard 
Lind. 

After the closed discussions, 
the board opened the meeting 

and passed five resolutions. The 
first was to accept Lind’s 
resignation immediately and to 
give him a month’s pay. 

The second was to name Ralph 
Underwood as Acting Chief 
Executive Officer. Underwood 
has been at the hospital for 
several years in_ business 
management. 

In the third action, the chair- 
man was asked to appoint a 3- 
man committee to screen new ap- 
plicants for administrator as soon 
as possible. By taking this action, 
the board ruled out the option of 
hiring a mnagement firm. 

The group decided to meet as 
quickly as possible with depar- 
tment heads and the medical staff 
to state board policies during the 
transition stage. 

The fifth action was a strong 
policy statement that the hospital 
is not to be sold. 


Board Chairman Ben Grubbs 
told the Reporter in advance of 


the meeting that the officers 
would have to decide between 
bringing in a _ hospital 
management group to run the 
hospital or hiring another ad- 
ministrator. Grubbs said he per- 
sonally favored an administrator. 
He also said, that although there 
are many rumors going around, 
“‘We are not in the market to sell 
the hospital.’’ 

Grubbs said about Lind, ‘‘I 
was Satisfied with his work as a 
whole. He is certainly qualified 
and capable and is a very in- 
telligent person. His resignation 
came as quite a surprise in some 
respects and in some it didn’t.”’

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City clerks make communities hum

The position of city clerk has 
been called the hub of local 
government. It provides a direct 
link between a town’s citizens 
and its mayor, council and com- 
missions. 

The city clerk (along with the 
tax collector) is the oldest of 
public servants. Their work is not 
glamorous and they often come 
under irate criticism. Without 
their services, however, city 
governments would be in a state 
of confused jumble. 

Though responsibilities vary 
from town to town, the general 
duties of the city clerk are to act 
as secretary to the mayor and city 
council. This includes preparing 
agendas, taking minutes, and 
maintaining the ordinance and 
resolutions file. The clerk keeps 
the records of the various com- 
mittees and commissions appoin- 
ted by the council, and serves as a 
clearing house for information 
concerning the town and its 
government. In short, they keep 
the city running in an orderly 
manner. 

According to professor of 
political science Wiliam Bennett 
Munro, ‘‘No other office in 
municipal service has so many 
contacts. It serves the mayor, the 
city council, the city manager 
(when there is one), and all ad- 
ministrative departments without 
exception. All of them call upon 
it, almost daily, for some service 
or information. Its work is not 
spectacular, but it demands ver- 
satility, alertness, accuracy, and 
no end of patience. The public 
does not realize how many ends 
of city administration this office 
pulls together.”’ 

In appreciation of their work, 
May 13-19 has been proclaimed 
state-wide Municipal Clerk’s 
Week. The Reporter proudly 
recognizes the dedicated city 
clerks of Shelby County. 


ALABASTER 


DOT HENRY 


**It’s versatile,’’ says Dot 
Henry who has worked at the 
Alabaster city hall for 13 years. 
**You just about have to know a 
little of everything to be a city 


clerk. You have to be an 
engineer, lawyer and referee 
combined.’’ 


She notes that the job is an 
exercise in continuing education. 
‘You never stop growing,’’ she 
explains. You learn something 
every day. I feel that’s true about 
all the city clerks.”’ 

Mrs. Henry has no doubt learn- 
ed a good deal from her job, for 
she has served as city clerk under 
four administrations. She adds 
that each one gets a little better. 

Mrs. Henry looks forward to 
the day Alabaster will have a full 
time mayor to look after the 
city’s growing needs. Whether a

full time mayor would mean 
twice as much work for the city 
clerk or half as much remains to 
be seen. 

As for Alabaster’s booming 
growth, Mrs. Henry calls it 
‘unreal’? and points out that it 
has tripled the amount of work in 
her office. ‘‘I can’t believe the 
growth. It’s been more than we 
ever expected.”’ 

Working as she does with 
people, the mayor, city council 
and various city commissions, 
Mrs. Henry finds the office of 
city clerk quite challenging. But 
working with people is rewarding 
to her, especially, she says, when 
she is actually able to help them. 

“I really like this,’’ declares 
Dot Henry. ‘‘When you work 
with people and a town, they 
become close to you. I just can’t 
think of anything else I’d rather 
do.”’ 


CALERA 
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LEMOYNE PAYTON 


After nine years as city clerk of 
Calera, Lemoyne Payton says 
that she serves as a ‘‘go-between”’ 
from the citizens of Calera to the 
city council. 

‘*In small towns such as 
Calera, where the mayor and the 
councilmen are employed 
elsewhere, my job is important in 
that I am the communication link 
between the citizens and the 
council,’’ Mrs. Payton explains. 

In her nine years as clerk, Mrs, 
Payton has seen many im- 
provements within Calera. 

“I’ve seen our water system 
more than double since I’ve been 
here. I’ve seen the development 
of Oliver Park, which I feel is one 
of the nicer stadiums in Shelby 
County. We have a new fire truck 
which was needed. We have had a 
large sewage extension which 
opened up the development in the 
Brentwood Hills area. And of 
course we are all very proud of 


our new school,’’ Mrs. Payton 
reflected. 
Also, Mrs. Payton added, 


“Since there has been a new 
council chamber built, more 
citizens come and voice their 
opinions to the council than did 
before.”’

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“I love my job.’’ That’s the 
way Mary Largin talks about her 
duties as Columbiana’s city clerk. 
Although she’s only worked for 
the city for five years, Mrs. 
Largin has seen much progress in 
Columbiana. 

“I’ve seen Columbiana grow in 
many ways. We have this lovely 
new city hall. We now have a fully 
computerized accounting system, 
and all four utilities are on one 
bill which I feel is more con- 
venient for our citizens.”’ 

Mrs. Largin also said that the 
city now has its own garbage 
collection service. An active 
beautification committee has 
been started, and the city has 
recently purchased additional 
park property, Mrs. Largin ad- 
ded. 

Among her other duties as city 
clerk, Mrs. Largin says that she 
handles complaints or com- 
pliments from citizens...“‘ranging 
anywhere from stray dogs in the 
yard to houses on fire to a 
runaway child to a hole in the 
street.’’ 

‘I’m proud of Columbiana 
and of the job I do,”’ Mrs. Largin 
says. 


HARPERSVILLE 


WILMA FINN 


**They need someone to keep 
the books, so I do it,’’ says 
Wilma Finn, Harpersville’s’ part 
time city clerk. 

She explains that she does 
most of the work from the office 
in her home where she and her 
husband operate an accounting 
firm. 

Of the town in which she was 
born, Mrs. Finn says, ‘‘Harpers- 
ville is a sleepy little old town, to 
tell you the truth. Our primary 
concern is getting our own 
water.’’ 

When the town experienced a 
water shortage last winter, Mrs. 
Finn says many of the citizens 
were ‘“‘pretty vocal’’. She ex- 
plains that she always tried to be 
diplomatic with them and ex- 
plain the problem so they would 
better understand. ‘‘I love 
people,’’ she says. 

Mrs. Finn predicts that when 
the four-lane is completed on 
U.S. 280, Harpersville will be 
‘“‘popping at the seams’’. She 
hopes then that a full time city 
clerk will be appointed and work 
out of the city hall. 

“*As long as it stays like it is, 
I’ll keep the job,”’ she says. ‘‘But 
I won’t give it up to just 
anyone.”’ 

Mrs, Finn takes great pride in 
her book keeping abilities, which 
shows up everytime the auditor 
checks them and finds they 
balance perfectly. 

Since Mrs. Finn likes working 
with people and books so much, 
it’s little wonder she has liked 
being city clerk for the past two 
and a half years. 

“I love Harpersville. That's 
the whole thing in a nutshell,” 
explains Wilma Finn. ‘‘I love the 
town and I love the people in it.’”’ 


HELENA 


FRANCES PARRISH 


When Frances Parrish was ap- 
pointed city clerk of Helena in 
1970, the job required three days 
work a week. Then it moved up 
to five days. ‘‘I could work seven 
days a week now,”’ she says. 

Mrs. Parrish predicted back in 
1970 that the city council would 
not even recognize Helena in ten 
years. With the way subdivisions 
are sprouting up around the 
town, it looks like her prediction 
is a sure bet. 

**By 1980 I think we'll be over 
2500. (The population now is 
about 1600.) I can’t wait to say ‘I 
told you so,’ ’’ she laughs. 

Pointing out that Helena is 
primarily residential and 
therefore receives little tax 
revenue from industry, Mrs. 
Parrish states, ‘‘Few other places 
could do as much with the money 
they have.”’ 

She is proud of the town’s Joe 
Tucker Park, and proud to say it 
was built with considerable help 
from local residents. In fact, she 
will not even reserve the park’s 
shelters for people outside 
Helena city limits who call for 
reservations. 

It does not take a long conver- 
sation with Mrs. Parrish to 
realize just how much she loves 
Helena and her job. 

“I like everything about the 
job,’’ Frances Parrish declares. 
‘*But the most gratifying thing is 
when occasionally somebody 
comes by and says, ‘I’m happy to 
be living in Helena.’ ”’ 


MONTEVALLO 


DON HUGHES 


“I’m the only city clerk in the 
county that runs a road grader 
and a backhoe,”’ says blue-jeaned 
Don Hughes, Montevallo’s city 
clerk. 

Mr. Hughes’ responsibilities 
include managing the city hall 
staff, the gas and water systems, 
residential sanitation and over- 
seeing the cemetery. His full title 
is city clerk/administrator. ‘*The 
only way I can do all this is chan- 
nel the work,’’ explains Mr. 
Hughes. ‘‘We’ve got things pret- 
ty well organized.’’ He keeps his 
staff nearly as busy as himself. 

Mr. Hughes approaches his 
work with a progressive mind. 
“You catch a lot of flack 
sometimes when you’re 
progressive, but you get a lot 
done, too. You set your priorities 
and do what you can.”’ 

Getting all his work done 
might appear to be Mr. Hughes’ 
biggest challenge, but he says it’s 
actually trying to communicate 
with individuals. ‘‘Each person 
has a different problem.”’ 

In June, Mr. Hughes will have 
been city clerk for two years. 
Before that, he was county civil 
defense director and assistant to 
the probate judge. 

Not only is Don Hughes’ time 
tied up with the city of Mon- 
tevallo, but so is his pride. ‘‘We 
have one of the prettiest towns in 
the county,’’ he says. 


PELHAM 


WILLIE MAY DENNIS 


**I was born in this place. I was 
here when Pelham was nothing 
more than a wide place in the 
road.’ Willie May Dennis, 
Pelham’s city clerk, has served 
the city in that capacity since 
1964 when Pelham was incorpor- 
ated. 

In the fifteen years she has 
worked as city clerk, Miss Dennis 
has seen Pelham’s population 
grow from 654 to approximately 
6000. She says she finds it hard to 
believe as she watches all the new 
development and annexation in 
the Pelham area. 

“*The city hall started with just 
me and a little office-and now I 
have a force of six people 
working under me,’’ she reflec- 
ted. 

The peak of her career, says 
Miss Dennis, was the completion 
of the new Pelham City Hall. Not 
only did she decorate the 
building, but she actually rode 
the golden dome to the steeple 
where it now rests. 

Miss Dennis has seen the police 
force grow from one officer in 
1964 to the 15 it now employs. 
Likewise, she’s seen the volunteer 
fire department grow to a force 
of 17 paid firefighters. 

During the years Miss Dennis 
has served the city, 135 business 
establishments have started. She 
says she’s proud to be a part of 
the fastest growing area of Shelby 
County and to boast that she has 
been city clerk for every Pelham 
mayor. 


VINCENT 


FRANCES SPATES 


Of all the municipal clerks in 
Shelby County, Vincent’s Fran- 
ces Spates perhaps can lay claim 
to the most unusual circumstan- 
ces concerning her appointment, 

When her father was elected 
mayor of Vincent 38 years ago, 
everyone expected the former city 
clerk to remain in office. But she 
didn’t show up at the first council 
meeting because her husband ap- 
parently didn’t want her to be 
with ‘‘a bunch of strange men’’, 

So, Daddy called me,’’ says 
Mrs. Spates, who was 16 at the 
time. Since then she’s worked 
with a half dozen mayors. 

During her years in Vincent, 
Mrs. Spates has seen a lot of 
changes. ‘‘I was here before we 
had water and gas. I’ve seen a lot 
of street improvements.”’ 

Although the population has 
only increased in that time from 
about 1200 to 1500 people, Mrs. 
Spates says the pace is starting to 
pick up, and new homes are being 
built every day. ‘‘I couldn’t have 
said that ten years ago,”’ she adds. 

Since Vincent has gas and 


water clerks, two full time offices, 


and one part time treasurer, Mrs. 
Spates says, “‘I don’t have too 
many chores. It’s different from 
the usual city clerk.’’ 

Mrs. Spates works nights at 
Brookwood Hospital as an LPN, 
but plans on clerking ‘‘until they 
don’t want me anymore.”’ 

Though she does not spend the 
hours in the city hall that many of 
her counterparts do, Frances 
Spates has deep feeling for Vin- 
cent. 

‘I’m almost like our 
policeman,’’ she says with a 
laugh. ‘‘He says it’s his town and 
his city hall. I almost come to 
blows with him. It’s my town. 
I’m really close to it.”” 


WILSONVILLE 


‘*Improvement”’ is how Robert 
Lankford describes his five years 
as Wilsonville’s city clerk. He 
says he enjoys seeing things com- 
pleted that help the town and the 
welfare of the people of Wilson- 
ville. 

“I’ve seen the betterment of 
the cemetery, the resurfacing of 
several roads and streets, the in- 
stallation of street signs, the im- 
provement of Helms Park and 
building of the scout hut. We’ve 
had three fourth of July

celebrations and we were 
declared a Bicentennial com- 
munity,’’ Mr. Lankford beamed. 

Mr. Lankford also said he was 
proud that the city is virtually 
debt free and that it has built 
back after severe tornado damage 
in 1973. 

A pictorial history of Wilson- 
ville is one of the many projects 
Mr. Lankford has seen started 
during his service in the town. 


WILTON 


LOUISE REEDER 


As city clerk of Wilton, people 
sometimes ask Louise Reeder if 
she gets bored. After all, she is 
the only person in the city hall o 
a town with a population of less 
than 600. 

The answer is no. ‘‘I have to do 
everything,’’ explains Mrs. 
Reeder. ‘‘There’s no time to get 
bored.’’ 

Since taking the position 15 
years ago, the number of water 
customers has increased from 200 
to 600. And in the last year ten 
houses have been built in Wilton- 
-more than in the last three years 
combined. 

Still, Wilton is a small town. 
But Mrs. Reeder says, ‘‘I like it 
nice and quiet.’’ And she feels 
she’s speaking for most of the 
residents when she says that. 

One reason she likes it that way 
is it gives her a chance to be more 
personal with the residents who 
come in to do business, She 
always has time for a smile. 

Her approach to her job is that 
half of it is public relations, and 
the most interesting part of it is 
dealing with the people. She has 
found that the best way to get 
along with people is to be fair. 

When the problem crops up 
with a resident and ‘‘they know 
you’re treating them fairly, then 
they don’t get as upset.’’ Mrs. 
Reeder adds with a laugh, ‘‘I try 
to keep them happy because I 
don’t want them to jump on 
me.”” 

Using her fairness doctrine, 
Mrs. Reeder takes care of a lot of 
problems for the mayor, and 
**smooths things out for him,”’ as 
she puts it. 

“I love my job here. I know 
everybody,”” Louise Reeder says. 
“I wouldn’t go anywhere else 
even if I had an offer.”’

Nuclear emergency plan better than most 


by Reporter Staff 

‘*Alabama is better prepared to 
deal with a nuclear emergency 
than many other states.’’ 

These are the words of James 
W. Hufham, chief of the en- 
vironmental and special projects 
section for the southeastern 
district of the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (NRC). 

Hufham, a close friend of 
University of Montevallo 
president James Vickery, briefed 
UM scientist, journalist and a 
handful of students on the NRC 


and the recent Three Mile Island 
nuclear reactor accident in Pen- 
nsylvania. The briefing was held 
on the UM campus Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Hufham came to Montevallo 
at the special invitation of 
Vickrey. The two were college 
roommates. 


‘‘Alabama happens to be a 
forerunner in the state of 
preparedness for nuclear acciden- 
ts,” Hufham stated. He said a 
plan devised by Aubrey Godwin

As an example of the state of 
preparedness, Hufham explained 
how National Guardsmen had 
theoretically evacuated patients 
of hospitals and nursing homes in 
an area near Alabama’s Brown’s 
Ferry nuclear plant. It was 
Hufham who led the in- 
vestigation of the Brown’s Ferry 
fire in 1975. 

Hufham called the recent 
Three Mile Island accident the 
most serious in the history of the 
nuclear power industry. He 
placed the Brown’s Ferry fire the 
second most serious. 

Hufham said the two accidents 
have caused the NRC to increase 
the examing of plant equipment, 
operator training, equipment 
maintenance, procedures, 
equipment design and crisis 
management.

A new legislative act is being 
proposed to clarify the law 
relating to fire districts in Shelby 
County. 

Since the original act was 
passed a number of ambiguities 
have been noted in it, according to 
John van Pelt, treasurer of the 
North Shelby Fire District. The 
new act, if passed, would 
straighten out these points and 
make it easier for the fire districts 
to function. 

He said, as an example, the 
original act specified that an elec- 
tion could only be held every two 
years, but at the same time it 
provided that trustees hold 


that the two-year election period 
held precedence over the trustee 
election provision. 

The original act also failed to 
specify that the districts be given 
tax exemption status, and the 
new act provides for that. 

VanPelt said there are several 
other minor points in the 
proposed new act that would help 
clarify the original act. 

He said that State Represen- 
tative J.T. ‘‘Jabo’’? Waggoner 
has agreed to introduce the bill in 
the House, if the response from 
the four-week advertising of the 
bill is favorable.

Final approval was given to 
allow Sam Bennett, developer of 
Glen Forest near Highway 119 
South, to proceed with pouring 
gutters this week. Engineer Tom 
Douglas spoke for Bennett. 

Five pages of recommen- 
dations on the Sunny Meadows 
development had been prepared 
by County Engineer James Ray, 
but Allen Whitley, Engineer for 
the project left before the Com- 
mission could get to it.

Ray presented a detailed slide 
presentation on the problems of 
sinkholes in Shelby County and 
the methods that could be used 
by engineers to plan streets and 
housing in areas subject to 
sinkholes. 


Sharbutt, who will still be the 
presiding judge, ruled that the 
defendant could not get a fair 
and impartial trial here at this 
time.

Police units from throughout 
the county, Sheriffs’ Deputies 
and State Troopers congregated 
in Montevallo Wednesday and 
Thursday.

A union was certified at the 
Montevallo plant last October 
but no contract has ever been 
signed. Sixty workers walked off 
their jobs when contract 
negotiations reached a stalemate 
the latter part of April.

Attorney General speaks 


at SCHS Awards Day

Alabama Attorney General 
Charles Graddick was the 
honored guest at Shelby County 
High School's fifth annual awar- 
ds day Friday. 

Graddick spoke to more than 
500 SCHS students telling them 
that they would be the leaders of 
the future. 

**The new people in the 
legislature, the new people in the 
jobs that lead this state have 
found it very responsible to 
allocate or rather, re-allocate 
resources in the state of 
Alabama. And young people, the 
most valuable resource the state 
of Alabama has right now is 
you,”” Graddick said. 

Graddick also explained what 
duties he fulfills as attorney 
general. He cited several recent 
examples to demonstrate his 
duties. 

Speaking of the recent 
Bessemer Bombing which left a 
police lieutenant dead and the 
Public Safety Commissioner 
seriously injured, Graddick said, 
“I’m going to see that whoever 
was responsible for that is put in- 
to the penitentiary where they 
belong.’’ 

Graddick also related the case 
of John Evans who has been con- 
victed of 60 armed robberies and 
nine extortion and kidnapping 
charges as well as the murder of 
an Alabama man. Evans asked 
for the electric chair, but is now 
withdrawing his request. Said 
Graddick of Evans, ‘‘We are 
treating him like he treated us-- 
very aggressively. And I’m going 
to see he gets what he asked for.”’ 

Principal Don Bulger presen- 
ted a plaque to Graddick which 
stated that the County Com- 
mission had proclaimed May 18 
as ‘Charlie Graddick Day’’ in 
Shelby County. 

Shelby High also presented a 
plaque to retiring superintendent 
of education, Elvin Hill. Mr. Hill 
began his 38 year career in 
education at SCHS as a 
vocational agriculture and 


business teacher. He was superin- 
tendent for 21 years--the longest 
term of any elected superinten- 
dent.

State employees rally 


Twenty-five Shelby Countians 
were among some 175 state em- 
ployees who rallied for salary 
hikes at Oak Mountain State 
Park Sunday. 

According to Beulah Whatley, 
chairman of the Shelby County 
branch of the Alabama State 
Employee Association, county 
employees are united. 

‘*We are a group with common 
interests. Whatever happens in 
this matter will benefit Shelby 
County workers as much as it 
does those workers of other 
counties,’’ Whatley said.

Alabaster residents protest 


A throng of Alabaster residen- 
ts appeared at Monday nights 
Council meeting to question the 
necessity of hooking onto sewer 
lines. 

The Council was to have adop- 
ted an ordinance requiring the 
hookup and setting a date for 
completion of the work. 

However, after a heated 
discussion, the panel decided to 
table the matter until the city’s 
attorney can study the legality of 
allowing some residents to con- 
tinue using septic tanks. 


Several homeowners had asked 
if they couldn’t pay a maintenan- 
ce fee withouth being responsible 
for the cost of running the line to 
their home. 

The sewer collection lines have 
been installed for two years and 
according to City Clerk Dot 


Henry, approximately 50% of 
the residents who need to hook 
on haven’t done so. 

Apparently feeling that com- 
petition would be good for the 
city, the panel granted a 
previously denied license for 
passenger pickup to Pelham Cab 
Company. 

The Council also adopted the 
BRPC 208 Water Quality 
Management Study which in- 
cludes Shelby, St. Clair and 
Walker Counties. 

Final action was taken on a 
contract with the Municipal Code 
Corporation. The Florida firm 
will codify and revise all city or- 
dinances at a cost of $6,000. The 
work is expected to take between 
12 and 18 months. 

In other business, the council 
approved one on premise and two 
off premise beer licenses.

Pelham City Council took steps 
Monday night to thwart several 
youth related problems that have 
cropped up with the warming 
weather. 

Barney Knight of Knight 
Plumbing Company complained to 
the council about a parking and lit- 
tering problem at Ripp Tide 
swimming quarry across from his 
business in Pelham Industrial 
Park. The quarry is a popular 
swimming hole for area youth. 

“I was down there a few 
minutes ago and it looks like a pig 
pen out there,’’ Knight told the 
council. His main complaint 
stemmed from the beer cans lit- 
tered about the premise, “making 
it a total nuisance’’. 

City Clerk Willie May Dennis 
pointed out that keeping parking 
clear and litter picked up had been 
the condition given owner John 
Ripp when he applied for a 
business license to operate the 
quarry as a pool. 

Councilman Roy Jowers 
suggested the city write Ripp a let- 
ter informing him of the complaint 
and stating further action would be 
taken against him if the problems 
were not solved. 

Councilman Jowers also voiced 
a request by the Park Board for the 
Pelham police to include the park 
as part of its regular patrol duties. 

He said the concession stand had 
recently been broken into for the 
second time in eight months. 
Goods worth $9 had been stolen, 
and the lock on the door had been 
broken. Youth League officals had 
also complained about damage to 
restroom facilities. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway requested 
Police chief D.O. Watson to ‘‘have 
someone make rounds oc- 
casionally”’ through the park as a 
deterrent to vandals. 

Councilman Jowers stated he 
had received a letter from Emily 
Rayburn and the American Red 
Cross thanking workers who had 
helped during and after the recent 
flooding in the city. The letter 


reported that 54 families had ap- 
plied for emergency flood relief 
totalling $4970,54. 

Council went on record suppor- 
ting a resolution from the Bir- 
mingham Regional Planning 
Commission which would establish 
a 13 member board from a four 
county area to oversee water 
quality management. Mayor 
Dunaway explained that the alter- 
native to this plan would be a state 
board. 

Councilman John Tanner said 
the BRPC’s resolution would be 
‘‘the lesser of two evils’. 

A public hearing was held for 
the rezoning of a parcel of land 
located in Chandalar South behind 
the office of W. M. Humpries 
Construction Company. The land 
was rezoned from B-2 to R-3S for 
townhouse development over a 
request by Councilman Jowers for 
additional time to study the 
motion. 

A public hearing will be adver- 
tised for the rezoning from A-1 to 
B-2 of several parcels of land along 
the east side of U.S. 31, one 
belonging to May Cossey and two 
belonging to J.L. Box. 

The Council amended the city’s 
zoning ordinance to add the 
cost of advertising to the $25 
deposit fee. 

Mayor Dunaway said he had

The idea of a municipal 
recreation building was present- 
ed to the Montevallo City Council 
at its May 17 meeting. 

Council members heard Ott 
Knight, Director of the city’s 
Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment, make a formal request for 
a municipal recreation building 
from the city’s Park and 
Recreation Board. 

The board is requesting a 
building of some 4,000 square 
feet to serve as a headquarters 
for all municipally operated! 
recreation programs. 

Mayor Sears suggested that 
the subject be discussed during a 
special meeting to be called for 
that purpose, only. The meeting 
was held Monday night and is 
the subject of a separate story 
appearing elsewhere in this issue 
of the Reporter. 

Mayor Ralph Sears presented 
council members with initial 
information regarding the city 
joining the state retirement 
system. Sears termed the 
proposal a good one and 
suggested the entire council 
study the many ramifications of 
joining the state system. 

According to Sears, the 
individual employee of the city 
would contribute 5 percent of his 
or her wages and the city will 
contribute 5% percent. The 
annual cost to the city would be 
approximately $17,000 per year. 

The proposal was referred to 
the city’s finance committee for 
additional study. 

In the absence of Police Chief 
Troy Kirkland, Councilman 
Grady Parker, Chairman of the 
city’s Police and Fire Committee. 
presented the regular monthly 
police activity report. 

The report indicates police 
personnel made 93 arrests 
during the month of April. The 
most frequent arrest was for 
issuing worthless checks. Twent- 
ty-three arrests were made for 
this violation of the law. 
Seventeen arrests were made for 
speeding, ten for driving while 
intoxicated, seven for driving on 
the wrong side of the road, five 
for highway intoxication, three 
each for reckless driving, passing 
in a prohibited zone, running a 
red light and driving with a 
suspended drivers license. 

Two arrests were made for 
each of the following: driving

certificates. 
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without a license, possession of 
an auto while intoxicated, and 
destroying private property. 
Single arrests were made for: 
drinking in public, running a stop 
sign, permitting an underage 
person to drive a motor vehicle, 
parking in a roadway, resisting 
arrest, trespassing after warn- 
ing, disorderly conduct, assault 
and battery, petty larceny, 
littering and disturbing the 
peace. 

Municipal court records indi- 


cate that a total of $6,130.50 was 
collected in fines during the 
month of April. 

The normal date for the 
meeting would have been the 
second Monday, May 14, 
however two members of the 
council, Herbert Milstead and 
Johnny Holsomback, Mayor 
Ralph Sears and City Clerk Don 
Hughes were in Huntsville on 
that date attending the annual 
meeting of the Alabama League 
of Municipalities.

The 
provisions of this paragraph of 
section 11 shall be retroactive and 
shall apply from the date the 
district was first established. 

“Section 13. No service charge 
shal! be levied unless the same has 
been first approved by a majority of 
the votes cast at an election held 
hereunder by the qualified electors 
residing within the district, or 
within the proposed district. 

“An election on the question of 
levying service charges in & 
proposed district may be held at the 
same time that the election Is held 
on the creation of the district, 
provided that the petition for the 
election on the question of the 
service charges accompanies the 
petition for the election on the 
establishment of the proposed 
district as (s provided for in section 
4 above. An election on ihe 
question of service charges, other 
than an election coincident to the 
creation of the district, may be heid 
upon the Board of Trustees of a 
district submitting to the probate 
judge a petition for such election as 
herein provided. The Board of 
Trustees shall file In the office of 
the probate judge a petition to call 
an election in the district on the 
question of whether the service 
charges proposed by the Trustees 
shall be levied. This petition shall 
state specifically the charges 
proposed to be levied. The petition 
may request that an election be 
held on one or more than one 
proposed charge classification. 
Additionally, a petition submitted 
by the Trustees shall contain a

Herman Moore of Chelsea is 
heading up the search committee 
to find a new administrator for 
Shelby Memorial Hospital. 

Board Chairman Ben Grubbs 
appointed Moore to chair the 
committee and named Howard 
Gates of Vincent and C.E. 
‘Bull’? Carter of Alabaster, as 
the other members. 

The appointments were made 
at the May 22 meeting of the 
board, and the committee has 
already started interviewing can- 
didates. 

In other action at the meeting, 
Howard Gates, who is also 
chairman of the hospital’s 
building committee, told the 
board the proposed third floor of 
the hospital could be completed 
within 9% months after construc- 
tion begins. 

Gates said the architectural 
firm of Dampier and Harris had 
also advised him that the kitchen 
could be rebuilt at the same time. 
After those sections are finished 
it would take 9 to 10 months to 
build the emergency room, for an 
18-20 month estimate overall. 

He reported that the base cost 
for the proposed additions is $7.5 
million, or $8 million if all the 
alternates are accepted.

Mosquitoes which have been 
plaguing the residents of Shelby 
County following the heavy rains 
are about to meet their 
Waterloo. 

The county is ready to do 
vattle with the pesky insects using 
a fog generating device which was 


delivered in Columbiana 
Wednesday.

Snowden reported that the 
equipment would be mounted on 
a county truck which will travel 
to areas where mosquitoes are 
posing a problem.

A pile of ebony coal at a 
Wilsonville coal refinery may be 
the answer to the nation’s energy 
dilemma. 

In the news again, Catalytic, 
Inc. was the subject of renewed 
congressional interest this week. 

The Wilsonville research 
project has perfected a method of 
producing pure pollutant-free 
coal that could be the solution to 
fuel shortages and outrageous oil 
importation costs plaguing the 
U.S. today. 

Congressman Richard Shelby 
toured the refinery for the first 
time Tuesday in response to a 
request for additional funding 
from the Dept. of Energy and the 
federal government.

power, said that he was proud 
that the projectis located in the 
7th congressional district. 

“I was deeply impressed with 
the possibilities of this discovery, 
not only for burning as fuel in 
power plants as a less expensive 
pollution preventive, but secon- 
dly, that this coal can be refined 
into liquid that is equivalent to a 
barrel of crude oil,’’ Shelby said. 

Dr. Robert Hart, Vice 
President of Research for 
Southern Co. Services of Bir- 
mingham, a sponsoring company 
of Catalytic, explained the 
refinery process. 

According to Dr. Hart, the 
U.S. has more coal than any 
other form of fuel. In the refining 
process, pulverized raw coal is 
dissolved in a coal-derived 
solvent. Hydrogen and heat are 
added to the suspension. The 
dissolved coal is removed from 
polluting gases and is chemically 
purified. 


The purified, clean coal, called 
“solvent refined coal’’ by its 
discoverers, meets Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency 
requirements. It can be 
pulverized again and burned as 
solid fuel or melted down and 
burned as oil. 


For these reasons, the purified 
coal could make the United 
States less dependent on impor- 
ted oil from the OPEC nations. 

Sponsors of the Wilsonville 
project want to build a larger 
scale refinery in Kentucky to 
meet rising demands for the 
“‘clean coal’’ and to market the 
fuel commercially. 

Eventually, supporters of the 
refining process say they want to 
build a full scale coal refinery in 
Newman, Kentucky in the midst 
of Illinois and Indiana coal 
fields. 

But before the Kentucky plant 
can be started, additional fun- 
ding is needed. 

Congressman Shelby said that 
the request for a $500 million 
grant is reasonable considering 
America’s present energy 
predicament. 

“I don’t consider that much 
money when we’re dealing with 
billions and billions of dollars 
spent on foreign oil each year,’’ 
Shelby said. 

“If we don’t do this as a 
nation, we’re going to become 
more dependent on OPEC 
nations and we'll ruin our econ- 
omy, and our nation. We have 
tremendous coal reserves. This is 
a way to make good use of 
them,’’ Shelby stated. 


Deputies’ back pay 


issue shakes officials 


by Marcia M. Sears 

County officials still do not 
know how much the deputies’ 
back pay will cost. 

Pencils in county offices were 
idle over the Memorial Day 
weekend, and by late Tuesday, 
workers had not started figuring 
back salaries for sheriffs’ 
deputies. The back pay was or- 
dered by the Alabama Supreme 
Court following lawsuits which 
have been pending since October, 
1977. 

Estimates range from $100,000 
to $300,000. 

The pay raise in question was 
in the amount of $2,990 per per- 
son per year effective Oct. 1, 
1977 which the county has never 
paid. However, the county has 
granted deputies two pay raises 
since that time, and has increased 
fringe benefits. No one in the 
County Commission could 
estimate how much money would 
have to be raised to meet the 
court order, because many com- 
plicated factors were involved. 

Deputies received a $780 raise 
the first year, dating from Oct. 1, 
1977, and received $1200 more 
per year beginning Oct. 1, 1978. 
Some deputies have resigned and 
others have been added in the in- 
terim. But the county pays fringe 
benefits to deputies above those 
paid to State Troopers. 

The Supreme Court order 
ruled that deputies must be paid 
the net difference between the 


bee-keeping. 


$2,990 and the amount of the 
raises the county has granted. No 
mention was made of fringe 
benefits. 

One part of the ruling in the 
county’s favor was that the coun- 
ty does not have to pay the attor- 
ney fees for the deputies. At the 
time the suits were initiated, for- 
mer sheriff C.P. ‘*Red’’ Walker 
promised to pay those costs him- 
self. 

County Commissioners heard 
the news at their meeting last 
Friday where they were 
discussing the general budget 
problems. They do not see how 
the county can continue to meet 
its obligations without borrowing 
or massive layoffs. 


‘*There is no way to keep going 
without additional revenue,’’ 
Commissioner Ned Bearden and 
Judge Tommy Snowden agreed, 
even without the additional costs 
of the back pay to deputies. 

At the close of Friday’s 
meeting, Commissioners were 
talking about borrowing 
$100,000 against next year’s 
revenues, and borrowing up to 


$462,000 against next year’s ex- 
pected federal revenue sharing 
money. 

At present there are 29 deputies 
on the payroll, 6 men with titles 
of sergeant, chief or lieutenant, 
five matrons, five temporary em- 
ployees who work in the jail and 
the Sheriff.

Shelby dealers feel gas crunch

In Shelby County, as 
throughout the nation, the gas 
shortage is troubling drivers and 
suppliers. 

Memorial Day weekend and 
summer vacations during May 
frightened distributors. 

‘*May has really been critical 
for us,’’ says Charles Tidmore, 
Gulf Oil distributor in Shelby 
County. 

“Our situation is due to the 
Gulf Oil Corporation not getting 
sufficient oil through the pipe 
line. They didn’t have enough to 
give us our full allocation,’’ Tid- 
more explains. 

Bill Seale, the Shelby County 
distributor for Chevron Oil, ex- 
plains this year’s percentages as 
compared with those of last year. 

‘‘T was in a meeting just this 
week. They (Chevron officials) 
told us that our situation could 
change at any time. The way it 
appears, we will receive 90 per- 
cent of what we received during 


the corresponding month last 
year. 

**For example, if a dealer used 
10,000 gallons last June, he’ll get 
90 percent of that this June,’’ 
Seale said. ‘‘Then, it is up to that 
dealer to decide what hours he’ll 
stay open and how he will 
allocate that amount of gas,’” he 
added. 


Shell distributor, Bernie 
Higginbotham, at Higginbotham 
Oil Co., says that he personally 
feels Shell allotments will be 20 
percent short during June. 

‘We operated at 80 percent 
this month and we're just going 
to get by,’’ Higginbotham said. 
“I can’t see it getting much bet- 
ter. For June we need close to one 
million gallons and I figure we’ll 
get close to 750,000,’’ he con- 
tinued. 

Higginbotham explained that 
each distributor bases his 
estimates upon the premise that 
other distributors will recieve

reasonable allotments.

Dear Editor: 

As chairman of the Montevallo 
Library Board, I would like to 
express the appreciation of the 
entire Board for the publicity 
which you have given the 
Montevallo Public Library since 
the Depot fire of December 30, 
1978. You helped alert the public 
to our need for books to replace 
those which were damaged in the 
fire, especially in connection with 
Trade Day, when the book 
depository was available for 
donations. 

The Board is pleased to 
announce that the Montevallo 
Public Library will soon reopen 
in its new location behind City 
Hall. On Monday, June 4, at 10 
a.m., public library service will 
be restored to the Montevallo- 
area citizens, many of whom 
have sorely missed it during the 
past five months. The library will 
be open every Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday from 10 
to 12 in the morning and from 2 
to 5 in the afternoon. 

The efforts of a great many 
people have made this reopening 
of the library possible. Those 
most responsible are City Clerk 
Don Hughes, Librarian Mayme 
Yarbrough, Mayor Ralph Sears, 
and the Montevallo City Council 
(Grady Parker, J.A. Brown, 
Johnny Holsomback, David 
Nichols, and Herbie Milstead). 
March 26 is a pivotal date in the 
story of the relocated library. At 
the City Council meeting on that 
evening, after several other sites 
for a temporary library had been 
ruled out, City Clerk Don 
Hughes offered to convert a 
block structure behind City Hall 
from a storage area to a 
temporary library. The Library 
Board ‘‘toured’’ the structure 
and then accepted his offer. The 
City Council voted unanimously 
at that very meeting to authorize 
Mr. Hughes to refashion the 
building into a structure suitable 
for a library. The Friends of the 
Library who had come to the 
meeting on behalf of the library 
applauded the Council’s action. 

Since that time the activity 
behind City Hall has been 
feverish. Under the direction of 
Don Hughes, who was often seen 
with hammer in hand, workers 
have paneled and carpeted the 
library area, installed air 
conditioning and heating and an 
attractive picture window (a gift 
from Councilman J.A. Brown), 
and built stoops, steps, and 
railings at the front of the 
structure. In addition, they have 
widened the street off Valley 
Street that leads up to the new 
library and the drive-in window 
at City Hall, and they have 
created a convenient parking area 
for library patrons. 

While this work was going on, 
Librarian Mayme Yarbrough, 
with the help of members of the 
Friends of the Library, devoted 
countless hours to the unenviable 
task of scrubbing charred 
shelving, tables, and chairs and 
unpacking and cleaning 
thousands of blackened books 
reeking of smoke. Despite her 
effort, the acrid odor persists in 
most of the 4500 volumes, 
making them unusable, so she and 
Friends of the Library have been 
busy cataloguing and shelving 
books that have been given us by 
individuals and other libraries. 
Mrs. Yarbrough and the Friends 
have supplemented Mr. Hughes’ 
work on the outside of the library 
by planting flowers near the steps 
leading from City Hall. 

The Library Board wishes to 
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thank all these people, and Don 
Hughes and Mayme Yarbrough 
in particular, for their unselfish 
gifts of time and expertise in the 
effort to restore public library 
service to this community. 
Everyone who used the library in 
the Depot and everyone who uses 
the library behind City Hall can 
take pride in the fact that a public 
library was important enough to 
the residents and public officials 
of Montevallo to call forth this 
enormous outlay of energy, often 
at great personal sacrifice, from a 
host of individuals. 

The Montevallo Public Library 
now needs support from the 
community in two ways. First, it 
needs borrowers of all ages. The 


Summer Reading Program for 
children who have completed 
grades one through seven will 
begin June 4; registration will 
continue through July 6, and the 
program will end August 10. The 
Summer Story Hour for children 
who are four, five, or six will be 
held every Monday at 10 a.m. 
beginning June 11. 

Second, the library needs 
contributors, people who will 
donate books, especially juvenile 
books in good condition, and 
money with which to purchase 
books. We have a long way to go 
to replace the 4500 volumes, 
including reference books, which 
we lost through smoke damage, 
but donations of books and 


money have already been 
received from _ individuals, 
businesses, and civic groups, and 
more are anticipated. People 
having books to donate to the 
library may drop them in the 
book depository at City Hall 
until June 4; after that date, they 
may bring them to Mrs. 
Yarbrough in the library. Those 
people wishing to give money for 
books should make the check 
payable to the Montevallo Public 
Library and give the check to

The court had little choice 
Friday other than to uphold a 
state law which says Shelby 
County sheriff’s deputies will be 
paid at the same rate as state 
troopers. Under Alabama’s con- 
stitution, the Legislature’s action 
in adopting this law takes 
precedence over the wishes of local 
officials. 

Now, it may be that the 
deputies should receive the same 
pay as state troopers. They are 
performing very similar jobs. 

But the money for deputy 
salaries comes from the county 
treasury and it should be the 
responsibility of county officials, 
not state legislators, to decide 
how that money can best be spent 
to serve the needs of county 
residents.

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Baptist centennial | 
held in Wilsonville 


Wilsonville Baptists joined the 
Methodist congregation in the 
community for joint events last 
week as both churches celebrated 
the anniversaries of their founding. 

When they were organized a 100 
years ago, the Baptists met in the 
same One room schoolhouse that 
was used by the Methodists. It was 
located on the site of the present 
cemetery. 

When the first church was con- 
structed in 1893, it was on the same 
site as the present building but it 
faces the Main Street. According 
to an old letter, the building and 
property were valued at $600. 

One of the most significant 
events during the centennial obser- 
vance took place Sunday after- 
noon when the note for the present 
building was burned. 

As Gene Duffey, Chairman of 
the Deacons, set fire to the 
$120,000 note, he reminded the 
congregation and visitors that it 
had been paid off in 11 years, two 
and a half years early. 

On Wednesday evening, both 
congregations met in the Baptist 
sanctuary for a joint prayer ser- 
vice, and on Saturday evening they 
gathered on the lawn of the 
Methodist Church for an old 
fashioned ice cream social. 

Dr. E. B. Teague organized the 
Baptist congregation in the com- 
munity which eventually moved in- 
to the Southern Railroad depot for 
their services. The invitation to 
meet there had been extended by 
Col. E. J. Smith, agent for the 
railroad. 

Two former pastors of the chur- 
ch spoke at Sunday services. Rev. 
Clarence Clinkscales delivered the 
sermon in the morning and at the 
evening services, Rev. Otis 
Williams challenged the 
congregation for the next 10 years. 

' Rev. Jerry Butler is now serving 


as interim pastor until Rev. ‘Edsel 
Riddle arrives June 17 to assume 
the full time pastorate. 

Some of the charter members of 
the church were: Mrs. Offie Ray, 
Mrs. Vennie Ray, P.T. Ray, J.L. 
Ray, Col. W.T. Smith, Mrs. A.M. 
Tomlinson, and Georgia Ann 
Tomlinson. 

Other early members were: Mrs.

employed by the device. 

Asked how long it would take 
to eliminate the mosquitoes, 
Holiman said there was no easy 
answer to the question since there 
are 47 species of the insect with 
varying cycles. 

“This is the first step in 
establishing a full fledged 
mosquito control program,’’ 
remarked George Holcombe 
from the County Health 
Department. 

The next phase of the program, 
Holcombe reported, will be to 
locate the sites where larvae breed 
and then embark on a source 
reduction program. 

The decision to go ahead with 
the mosquito control program 
came after consultation with Jack 
Hunicutt from the Division of 
Solid Waste Vector Control at 
the State Health Department.

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Methodists celebrate anniversar

Wilsonville Methodists shared 
some memories Sunday with a 
pastor who began his ministry at 
the church 37 years ago. 

As the congregation celebrated 
the 110th anniversary of the 
church’s founding, they invited 
Dr. Allen Montgomery back to 
share in the observance. 

Now Superintendent of the 
Birmingham East District, Dr. 
Montgomery recalled that when 
he was assigned to the church he 
was newly married and a senior at 
Birmingham Southern. 

Vollie Biddle is now the pastor 
of the church that was organized 
in 1869 and which met in a one 
room schoolhouse. The meeting 
place was located on land now 
used for the cemetery. 

Dr. Montgomery recalled that 
the present church, which was 
built in 1870, had only one room 
when he began his pastorate 
there. 

Pointing to a corner at the 
front of the sanctuary, the for- 
mer pastor recalled that a pot- 
bellied stove had been there. 

An annex was added to the 
building in 1950, according to a 
church history which was read 
during the service, and 
remodeling was done during the 
early 1960’s. This included the in- 
stallation of new pews. 

Stained glass windows were put 
in in 1967 and the two which bor- 
der the entryway were donated by 
R.F. Worrall in memory of his 
wife and daughter. 

When the church was 
organized, pastoral duties were 
assigned to Rev. D.S. McDonald 
who had the Harpersville- Vincent 
circuit. A local resident of 
Wilsonville, Rev. L.H. Self, 
preached the first sermon to the 
new congregation. 

The historic church was 
organized by H.S. Self, William 
Gwin, John Gwin, G. W. 
McGowen, R. W. Self, W. R. 
Self, E. J. Self, Percellia Robert- 
son, M. J. McGowen, Anne 
Turner, M. J. Pennington, B. K. 
Self and M. M. Taylor. 

In his sermon, Dr. Mon- 
tgomery reminded the 
congregation of their great 
Methodist heritage and of the 
democratic tradition handed 
down by the founding fathers. 

‘We won’t be able to live long 
enough to repay our debt,’’ he 
said. ‘‘So we must strive to pass 
on what we’ve inherited.’’

Contract awarded for rec building 


A new recreation building for 
Montevallo moved closer to 
reality this week, when the Mon- 
tevallo City Council opened bids 
on the structure Monday and 
awarded a contract Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 

After studying bids, City Clerk 
Don ‘dughes determined that the 
apparent low bidder had com- 
plied with all specifications. A 
contract for erecting the 4,000 
square foot building was awarded 
to Southeastern Metal Buildings, 
Inc., of Birmingham. : 

Southeastern submitted a bid 
of $29,477. Other bids included: 
Cadle Construction Company of 
Calera, $29,950 and BHP Con- 
struction Company of Bir- 
mingham, $32,200. 

The new recreation building 
will be located in Orr Park, near 
the site of the burned-out ‘Depot 
in the Park’. It will measure 40’ x 
100’ and will have a concrete slab 
foundation. Other features in- 
clude vertical amber windows, 
and doorways including two 
measuring 10’ x 10’. The concrete 
slab foundation will provide 
adequate footing for either a 
stone or brick veneer finish on 
the exterior. Eaves on the struc- 
ture will extend three feet beyond 


the vertical walls. 

Interior finishing of the 
building including partitions, 
electrical work, plumbing and 
heating and air conditioning is 
not included in the contract, but 
will be done by city personnel or 
subcontracted at a later date. 

A timetable for the new facility 
calls for site preparation to begin 
immediately. Erection of the 
building will begin in less than 
sixty days. A completion date has 
been set for August. 

The building will be paid for 
from insurance claism from the 
depot fire and revenue sharing 
funds. The city has received 
$20,000 from the insuror of the 
depot. Revenue sharing funds 
appropriated to the new building 
amount to $15,000. 

In other business, council 
members heard a resident of 
Highland Avenue, Danny 
Cooper, voice complaints regar- 
ding two vacant houses adjacent 
to Cooper’s residence. Cooper 
said that the two buildings, one at 
295 Highland Avenue and the 
other at 298 Oak Street were 
breeding areas for rats and that 
the rodents were overrunning his 
yard.

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Honey flows as summer nears 


in Shelby County’s beehives 


by David Moore 

Honey's in the making and the 
hum of a hundred-thousand bees 
fills the spring air. 

“Yep, they're busy today,’’ 
says Elmer Ingram. 

‘*It’s this good weather,’’ adds 
son James Ingram. 

The two men approach the 
hives which are stacked like apart- 
ment complexes in a clearing in 
the woods near Vandiver. May 
and June are honey flow months, 
the busiest time of the year for 
both bees and keepers. 

With their wax scraper, the 


keepers pry the top of the first 
twenty hives, or colonies. Inside 
are eight frames and a feeder tray 


arranged in a way that suggests a 
car radiator

‘*They’re kinda’ angry over 


here,’’ calls Elmer Ingram, 
shaking a bee out of his pants leg. 

The men return to the truck, 
don netted helmets and fill their 
billow smokers with pine straw. 
Puffing smoke into the hives 
calms the bees. 


The bee keepers examine each 
frame in each box of the 20 
colonies, scraping off the wax 
globs that cocoon new queen bee 
larvaw. Should a new queen hat- 
ch, the old queen will leave the 
hive, followed by her loyal work 
force, thus halting honey produc- 
tion until the new queen hatches 
more bees. 

James Ingram explains that a 
queen lays between 2000 and 
3000 eggs a day, but the life of 
the female worker bee is only 
eight weeks. The male drones 
bring in no nectar, but function 
as breeders, dying after they mate 
the queen. 

During the winter, the bees 
form a cluster for body heat, and 
the dormant queen remains in the 
center, protected from the cold. 
If a bee’s body temperature 
reaches 42 degrees it dies. The 
bees know this and rotate to the 
inside of the cluster when they’ve 
had enough of the cold. 

‘*They’re funny little creatures,”’ 
says Elmer Ingram. To further

illustrate this point, his son ex- - 


plains the ‘‘bee dance’. 

When a worker discovers a new 
source of nectar, such as a 
blossoming poplar or locust, or a 
hedgerow, heavy with 
honeysuckle, she buzzes back to 
the hive and spreads the news by 
means of an excited dance. From 
the particular steps she makes, 
the rest of the bees know not only 
that a nectar field has been 
discovered, but how big it is and 
its exact location. 

Most of the nectar a colony 
gathers comes from within a 
quarter-mile of the hive. The 


‘process of ‘‘making’’ the honey 


actually begins when the bee flies 
back to the hive. By perspiring, 
the bee removes some of the 
water from the nectar. The nectar 
is deposited in the cone where the 
bees remove the remaining water 
with the fanning motion of their 
wings. 

Cones are built from wax 
secreted from the belly of the bee. 
The bees remove the wax deposits 
from each other and build the 
cones on the frames inside the 
hive. 

‘*They’ve all got a job and they 
know it,’’ says James Ingram 
from behind his netting. He 
became interested in bee keeping 
four years ago, and last year 
bought out his father’s financial 
interest in the Ingram Honey Bees 
label. 


Elmer Ingram, whose father 
also kept bees, says that he him- 
self took up bees as a hobby 14 
years ago. ‘‘I went to buying bees 
from a fellow down in Bibb 
County,”’ he explains. He built 
his hobby up to 50 hives. 

Since his son joined in with 
him, they have made a business 
out of the hobby, and have in- 
creased it to 300 hives. At a rate 
of 3500 bees per pound, and 15 
pounds to a ‘‘good-sized’’ 
colony, that adds up to a bunch 
of bees. 

The Ingrams work their 20 bee 
yards, or aviaries, from their 
home in Vincent. Their aviaries 
are scattered over Shelby, St. 
Clair and Bibb Counties. 

Last year’s cold, wet May cut 
down considerably on the honey 
flow. But the previous year they 
shipped twenty-one 55-gallon 
drums to a processing firm in 
Florida. They also sell honey by 
the jar at Dixie Super Markets 
where James Ingram works 
several days a week as a meat cut- 
ter. 

In the next three years, he 
plans to build the business up to 
1000 colonies. ‘‘That’s when I 
give up the meat business,”’ 
James Ingram says with a taste of 
honey in his laugh.

‘Section 3. Any area situated 
entirely within the county may be 
established as a district for fighting 
fires and for emergency medical 
services in the manner hereinafter 
provided for; provided, however, 
no land lying within the boundaries 
of a municipality at the time of the 
election shall be included in a 
district. 

"Section 4. Upon any oetition 
provided for in this section 4 being 
filed in the office of the probate 
judge of the county, he shall order 
an election to be held in the 
proposed district on the question, 
or questions, on which the petition 
requests an election.

When a petition 
for the holding of any election

Moonshine researchers 


by Mike Perkins 

Moonshining was practically 
the trademark of Shelby County 
in the 1930s and 40s. In fact, to 
hear an old Shelby moonshiner 
talk about it, moonshining was 
the predominant means of em- 
ployment in much of the county. 
It was so widespread that, accor- 
ding to one moonshiner, ‘‘There 
used to be one man in this part of 
the country that didn’t do

nothing else ‘cept make stills.’’ 

Moneywise, moonshining cer- 
tainly seemed to be profitable 
since this same moonshiner told 
us, ‘“‘A man (who) was making 
whiskey didn’t mind paying $500 
for one (a still). It’s easy 
enough... made many thousands 
of dollars a day. The people 
that paid this money were usually 
found at nigger counters in Bir- 
mingham (where it) wasn’t a bit 
of trouble selling loads of 
whiskey.’’ This money, however, 
was not easy to make because 
moonshining was hard work. 
‘‘When you quit work to make 
whiskey you’ re just fixin’ to go to 
work. Hardest work of my life 
was making whiskey. I worked 
day and night. Rain, sleet and 
snow.”’ 

Making money was most 
moonshiner’s prime reason for 
making whiskey. ‘‘It was for 
money, that was it.’’ Other fac- 
tors included the widespread 
poverty during the depression in 
Shelby County and many 
people’s lack of education. One 
moonshiner said, ‘‘I liked to got 
out of third grade.”’ 

Despite this fact, moonshining 
required ‘ingenuity and mental 
agility to run a successful still and 
avoid federal agents.. The still 
operator must know what metals 
to use and how to make a still in 
the first place, which is, in itself, 
a difficult task. ‘‘The placement 
of the still must be carefully 
planned or you might have to tote 
a hundred pounds of sugar many- 
a-mile throught the woods.’’ The 
moonshiners must also be able to 
outwit federal agents. ‘‘Why, 
they got so many ways to find 
‘em (the stills) and they used to 
go out on foot.”’ 

Even though moonshining was 
a federal crime the punishment 
was still not severe enough to

On top of that, 
the punishment wasn’t very harsh, 
“|. never stayed in the peniten- 
tiary for more than 30 days.”’ 

Despite this, law breaking 
moonshiners view themselves as 
hard workers and their ‘‘job’’ 
with pride. Moonshining can in- 
volve hard work and careful 
planning which combined, makes 
the moonshiners proud. 

This may be one of the reasons 
why many moonshiners kept 
moonshining until an old age. 
One of our interviewees was 75 
years old and had just stopped 
moonshining. 

Despite this pride, strict govern- 
ment measures, new methods of 
tracking stills and the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board’s restric- 
tions on the sale of liquor have 
combined to stop moonshining 
almost completely. Old age has 
also contributed to_ illegal 
whiskey’s decline since, as one 
moonshiner said, ‘‘...the moon- 
shiners, most of them are dead. 
That or they’re crippled up.’’ In 
all, moonshining seems to be an 
occupation which has seen its 
hey-day and passed. 


From the paper of Charli Glover: 

Very often the whole family 
was involved in moonshining. 
Kids helping bring the loads of 
sugar and transporting the 
whiskey as soon as they can 
drive. Carrying 50 pounds of 
sugar on your back for a couple 
of miles is not easy work. 


From the paper of Alan Hale: 

The moonshiners aroused a lot 
of suspicion when they bought the 
sugar to make moonshine. 
Sometimes the moonshiners 
would buy up to 100 pounds of 
sugar from many different stores, 
because later, the government 
prohibited stores from selling 
over five or ten pounds to a per- 
son at one time. 


From Clinton Pittman’s paper: 
The revenuers tracked down, 
and were supposed to arrest those 
that did turn to moonshining. 
Many of them, however, were 
easily influenced by money. This 
cost the moonshiners money, of 
course, but it saved them time in 
the penitentiary. One of the 
moonshiners we interviewed said, 
‘*Paid ‘em off, most of ‘em.”’ 
Many revenuers would rather 
do their duty, though, and many 
moonshiners ‘were. caught and 
punished. ‘‘I went to the pen for 
18 months and paid $1,060,’’ said 
another of our interviewees.

He had been to the roses to 
reap the harvest of victory and to 
the press box to tell the people 
who would tell the world what 
it’s like dodging spinning cars at 
210 miles per hour. He had 
described well the fellings he ex- 
perienced during different stages 
of the race, up to and including 
the checkered flag lap. 


At the bottom of the press box 
steps, a multitude of fans waited. 
Homage was paid when Allison 
stepped through the door. He 
began signing autographs and 
making conversation with the 
aficionados of the sport.

,World record spotted bass 


took a while for verification 


An 8-pound, 15-ounce, spotted 
bass caught by Philip Terry, Jr., 
has replaced Billy Henderson’s 8- 
pound, 10%-ounce, spot as the 
new world record and Alabama’s 
state record. Both bass were 
caught from Smith Lake which is 
noted for producing trophy spot- 
ted bass. 

Fifteen-year-old Philip called 
me in January and asked if I 
would look at a mounted bass he 
had caught to see if it could be a 
spot. It told him that if he 
brought it to my office, 1 would 
be happy to look at it. Since the 
fish was reported to have 
weighed 8-pounds, 15-ounces, 
and it had been nearly seven years 
since Billy Henderson caught his 
record, I didn’t dream that this 
young man’s bass would be a 
spot. However, when the fish was 

ought it, it appeared to be a 
Bored bass. 

Sam Spencer, Chief of 
Alabama’s Fisheries Section, was 
contacted. His advice was to have 
Dr. John Ramsey, a noted 
ichthyologist at Auburn Univer- 
sity, examine the fish. 

After Dr. Ramsey pronounced 
the fish without a doubt a spotted 
bass, Philip filled out affidavit 
forms in hopes of receiving 
recognition for the fish as a state 
record and as a world record. Af- 


ter inspecting the scales used to 
weigh the fish and contacting the 
witnesses, it appeared Philip’s 
claim to the record was valid. 
However, it was decided to wait 
until the International Game and 
Fish Association, the 
Organization which maintains 
world records for fish made its 
decision before recognizing 
Philip’s bass as the Alabama 
state record. 

A rule requiring claims for 
world record fish to be submitted 
to the IGFA within 60 days made 
it questionable that Philip’s spot 
would be recognized as the world 
record. Ten months had elapsed 
since Philip caught his fish. 

When the IGFA board of of- 
ficials examined the information 
submitted on Philip’s bass, they 
waived the 60-day rule and 
recognized the bass as the All 
Tackle World Record for Spotted 
Bass. Alabama subsequently 
recognized the fish as Alabama’s 
state record. 

The reason Alabama’s 
Fisheries Section and the IGFA 
was not contacted at the time of 
the catch is that the fish was not 
recognized as a spotted bass. 
While fishing on Smith Lake on 
March 18, 1978, Philip Terry, 
Sr., caught an 8-pound, 3-ounce.

bait. His son Philip, Jr., replaced 
the crank bait he had been 
throwing with a spinner bait and 
a few minutes later caught 8- 
pound, 15-ounce, spotted bass.

That led 
Philip, Jr., to contact me at the 
District Fisheries Office at Swan 
Creek. 

While contacting witnesses 
who saw the fish, I asked the 
taxidermist if he noticed anything 
unusual about the fish; and he 
told me, ‘‘Nothing but the size. It 
was the biggest spot I ever moun- 
ted.’’

noon, flying offers a relief from 
the pressures of the world as the 
landscape stretches out 
peacefully below the wing of the 
plane. 

**You would be surprised at the 
number of people who come up 
to me and say, ‘Man I wish I 
could learn to fly!’’’ says Larry 
Chapman, president of Lane 
Aero Co. at Shelby County Air- 
port. ‘‘Well, you can, I tell 
them."’ 

Lane Aero operates a Cessna 
Flight School, and has nine 
training planes and four ex- 
perienced instructors to help you 
learn to fly--the right way. 

**Spring’s a good time to learn 
to fly,’’ Chapman explains. The 
weather’s good and it’s getting 
dark later. Anybody wanting to 
Start lessons would have a few 
hours of flying time available af- 


ter work. And a flight after work 
is a great way to get your head 
straight.’” 

A pilot license requires a 
minimum of 40 hours flying time, 
though most people log a total of 
48 hours before taking the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) written and flight tests. 
The first step is a medical exam, 
required by the FAA every 24 
months. 

Each lesson includes an hour in 
the classroom listening to a tape 
and following a book on a par- 
ticular aspect of flying, such as 
cross-country navigation. After 
the tape, the student then goes up 
in a plane and practices the day’s 
lesson. In this fashion, the 
ground school reinforces what is 
learned during flight time and 
vice versa. 

After 10-12 hours of flying

with an instructor, the student is 
usually ready for solo work, 
which includes a cross-county 
flight from Shelby County Air- 
port to Chattanooga, to Colum- 
bus, Georgia, and back--a great 
opportunity to get away from it 
all for awhile. 

Before the flight instructor 
recommends a student for the 
final exams, the whole course is 
reviewed from both the 
classroom and cockpit. 

The cost for ground school is 
$135. Solo flights cost $21 an 
hour, and flights with the instruc- 
tor are $31. 

‘*This is the kind of deal where 
you pay as you fly,’’ Chapman 
notes. ‘If you’ve got a little extra 
money in your pocket, you might 
want to fly three or four hours a 
week. But you need at least two 
hours flying a week so you don’t 
forget what you’ve learned.’’ 
Financing is also available for 
flight instructions. 

In three or four months a per- 
son can learn to fly and earn their 
pilot license. After that, the 
freedom of the skies and the 
fascination of flying is yours. 

Besides flight school, Lane 
Aero offers an air taxi service. 

“*The 20% cut in airline service 
will greatly increase the need of 
the air taxi service,’?’ Chapman 
predicts. ‘‘We can line up a plane 
and pilot for the person who 
needs to get somewhere fast. 
We’re not restricted to major 
cities, either. We can fly people 
into 13,000 airports anywhere 
around the country. And we 
don’t have to go through Atlanta 
first. We can take you straight in- 
to the out-of-way places.’’

Mill becomes silent after seventy-seven years

Silently, the old cotton mill 
Stands, a monument to those 
whose lives have depended on it. 

The clanking of the looms is no 
longer heard; the chrill whine of 
spinning spools ha. ceased. 

And for hundreds in the Siluria 
mill village, the shutdown of the 


old mill signifies the end of a very 
important part of their lives. 

*T think I’ll miss the whistle 
blowing everyday more than I’ll 
miss working at the mill,’’ says 
Mrs. WilliesAtkinson, who has 
worked there since she was fif- 
teen.

and seven other members of her 
family worked in the mill, usually 
side by side. 

*“We were all spinners,’’ Mrs. 
Atkinson explains. She was one 
of nine sisters, all employed at 
some time, by the Siluria textile 
mill. 

The spinning machines where 
the sisters worked all their lives 
are quiet now. They began ac- 
cumulating dust in early May 
when the mill was shut down. 
The mill closing came as a result 
of competition from foreign tex- 
tile companies. 

Peak employment at the mill 
was between five and six hundred 
and it was once the largest em- 
ployer in Shelby County. 

Many workers at the mill, like 
Mrs. Atkinson and her sisters, 
worked there most of the 77 years 
since it was built. 

**We were all raised as help in 


the mill,’ says Mrs. Atkinson.’ 


‘*And we raised our children the 
same way. My oldest girl went to 
work at the mill when she was 
13;*? 

Bill Payne, Mrs. Atkinson’s 
son-in-law, agreed. ‘‘If your 
parents worked at the mill, you 
knew you had a job there too. 
But if you were an outsider, it 
was very hard to get a job at the 
mill,’’ Payne explained. 

Atkinson and Payne reflected 
back to the time when Tom 
Phillips owned the mill. 

Referring to Phillips as ‘‘Uncle 
Tom,”’ the mill veterans said that 
the people in the village were like 
one big family. 

Mrs. Atkinson said that her 
father made $12.50 an hour while 
he put five daughters through 
high school. According to her 
recount, ‘‘Uncle Tom” charged 
the villagers 25¢ per room in the 
houses they rented. 

“If you lived in a four-room 
house, you paid only one dollar 
per month for rent. And the 
water was free--it came from the 
spring down by the mill,’’ she 
said. 

‘Uncle Tom’’ let the people

have ‘‘feasts’’ on holidays and 
the women would bring covered 


. dishes. Mrs. Atkinson said they 


stopped working to enjoy the 
food. 

“I remember how Uncle Tom 
used to give us a free barbeque on 
Labor Day. He paid for all the 
meat and everything,’’ she 
reminisced. 

Mrs. Atkinson laughed as she 
explained that if you worked in 
the mill, you usually ended up 
marrying a mill worker, too. 

**Most of us married spinners 
that worked upstairs with us. Ex- 
cept Bea, she strayed off and 
married a weaver,’’ she said as 
she teased her sister, Mrs. Jesse 
Bea Attaway. 

The textile industry has gone 
through numerous changes and 
litigations during the time Mrs. 
Atkinson and her family worked 
at Siluria Textiles. 

‘*We had a labor union only 
one time and we liked to starved 
to death. They’ve tried to 
organize several times, but I’ve 
always fought it. Over forty-four 
years ago I learned that lesson. 
For three weeks, we had a wildcat 
strike and I tell you, we just lived 
to make it from week to week. 

Mrs. Atkinson says that the 
noise in the mill is as bad as it has 
been portrayed in movies like the 
recent hit, ‘‘Norma Rae,’’ 
filmed in an Alabama mill similar 
to the one in Siluria. 

“The noise is true, but they 
didn’t pass that law (requiring ear 
plugs) until the last two years we 
worked. I said, ‘Me working here 
all these years and I haven’t gone 
deaf, and they’re gonna make me 
wear these things in my ears?’ I 
didn’t wear them unless I had 
too,’’ Mrs. Atkinson laughed. 

Finally, Mrs. Atkinson, more 
serious now, her voice quivering, 
admitted how she hated to see the 
mill close down. 

“I really feel bad about the 
mill closing on account of the 
people that depended on that mill 
for a living. We were all just one 
big family that depended a long

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time on it. And we’re going to 
have to sacrifice for a lot of 
things now that it has closed. We 
could have probably worked for 
a few more years. 

“I really feel sorry for those 
young people with new families 
working there. Now they have to 
get out and change jobs and get 
adjusted to something else. Most 
of their parents worked there 
before them, she said. 

Of the 500 people who worked 
at the mill when it closed, almost 
200 have not found jobs. Mr. B. 
J. Varden, head of the Calera of- 
fice of the State Unemployment 
Service says that the agency is 
working to find jobs where the 
mill workers can utilize their 
skills. 


Sisters reminisce 


**We have their applications on 
file and have enrolled 43 in 
vocational training, Many of the 
workers had skills that could be 
used in other industries in the 
area. Many have found em- 
ployment there. The labor 
demand will play a big role in 
how soon we find them jobs,’’ 
Varden explained. 

But perhaps the saddest thing 
about the mill closing is not that 
hundreds will be temporarily 
unemployed, but instead, that 
their roots are being destroyed. 


The saddest thing is hearing 
Mrs. Atkinson, with a tear on her 
wrinkled cheek, say, ‘‘I’ll sure 
miss that whistle every morning. 
It was part of my life.’’

Despite continued protests 
from some Alabaster residents, 
the city council voted Monday 
night to require sewer hook-ups 
within 90 days. 

It was pointed out that the 
grace period wouldn’t begin until 
the ordinance was advertised in a 
newspaper for three weeks, 
making the tie-on deadline 
sometime in October. 

Most of the seats in the council 
chamber were filled as the 
discussion involving the sewer 
hook-up continued for the 
second consecutive meeting. 

The majority of those present 
wanted to continue using their 
septic tanks. And Councilman 
Dan Gillis said he believed there 
could be an amendment to the 
ordinance allowing the use of the 
tanks provided they were in good 
condition. 

However, the three other 
council members present voted to 


pass the ordinance with the 90 
day tie-on deadline. 

About 50% of the homes and 
most of the businesses where the 
lines are available have already 
hooked on. But it was pointed 
out by some members of the 
audience that a number of 
homeowners who have yet to do 
so might have trouble coming up 
with the estimated average fee of 
$600. 


Mayor Jack Zuiderhoek, 
Councilwoman Charlotte Burke 
and Councilman Wayne Lucas all 
stressed the necessity of the or- 
dinance whjch also had the 
recommendation of the League 
of Municipalities. 


Under the provisions of the or- 
dinance, if homeowners do not 
tie-on within the 90 day period, 
the city has the right to do the 
work after giving a ten day 
notice. 

The owner will then be billed,

the ordinance states, and ‘‘the 
cost thereof shall be a lien on 
such property, prior to all other 
liens, except for taxes, and the 
same may be collected as other 
debts are collected or liens are en- 
forced.”” 

And while the work is being 
done, the law says that the 
property may not be leased, ren- 
ted or otherwise used for any 
purpose. 

Reporting on the $7.50 fee that 
the County Commission has 
recently requested cities to pay 
for using the landfill, the Mayor 
said that after discussing the mat- 
ter with Carlton Franks, Solid

School children’s test scores 


by Marcia M. Sears 


Scores are basically good 
among Shelby County elemen- 
tary students, according to 
George Dailey, Supervisor of 
Secondary Education. 

Dailey told the Reporter that in 
the statewide testing program 
conducted as a result of Gover- 
nor Fob James’s campaign, 
Shelby County school children 
averaged above state and 
national scores in almost all 
categories. The only scores that 
were below national averages 
were in Sth grade math where 
local students were one month 
behind the national average, and 
8th grade spelling where the score 
was two months below the 
national average. 

However, his statements were 
made on the basis of returns from 
grades 2, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 only. 
Scores from children in grades 1, 

and 9-12 had not yet reached his 
ifices this week. 

The testing was done in four 


subject areas: reading, math, 
language and spelling. 

Dailey commented that the 
new reading series adopted three 
years ago has probably helped the 
children’s test scores. In math, he 
said, the schools have been en- 
couraging teachers to teach what 
they think the child should know. 
He said Shelby County children 
were doing well in math concepts 
under the ‘‘new math’’ but could 
not work the problems. 

The teaching of spelling does 
not continue after the sixth 
grade, Dailey said, explaining 
that Shelby County children 
reached a level of eighth grade, 
fifth month in spelling, by the 
time they were completing the 
sixth grade. But with no further

instruction, they apparently 
stayed at that level, because 
eighth graders received the same 
spelling scores as sixth graders. 

He expected that when scores 
from the high school grades and 
grades 1 and 3 are received, that 
school officials will have a better 
basis of comparison than they 
now have. 

In the following tables, the 
scores are given by school years 
and months. For instance, a score 
of 2.8 means that the child has 
reached the level of the eighth 
month of the second school year. 
The tests were given in April, 
1979, which was the eighth mon- 
th of the current school year.

placed on this type of acreage 
under the state reappraisal 
program which cost Shelby 
County an estimated $660,000. 

According to Reynolds, Shelby 
County has 200,000 acres of tim- 
berland and 50 percent of those 
acres fall into ‘‘Soil Group 7”’ 
which includes steep soils on 
uplands with a 15 degree or more 
slope. 

Reynolds explained that the 
assessed value of properties in 
this class will drop from around 
$14 per acre to $1.46 per acre. 

Fay Quick, county tax collec- 
tor, says that much of this is a 
result of Amendment One 
(otherwise known as the Lid Bill) 
that was passed by Alabama 
voters in the November election. 
She called last week’s legislative 
resolution a ‘‘gravy train for the 
big timber corporations.”’ 

Apparently, officials in other 
Alabama counties agree with 
those in Shelby County. One 
Coosa County official was 
quoted as saying that he believed 
that lobbyists for companies with 
large acreage convinced the 
legislature to pass the resolution 
before representatives realized its 
full effect. 

County revenues will be cut 
drastically by the lowered 
assessments, explained Tax 
Assessor, Reynolds. 

“This low value will force the 
county to suffer for revenue. 
Consequently, the county will 
have to raise millage rates. This 
means that homeowners and 
small businesses will be paying a 
higher rate of taxes trying to save 
some of the county’s losses,’’ 
Reynolds said. She added that 
county schools will suffer a 
“terrific blow’’ from the reduced 
revenues. 

Reynolds and those in her of- 
fice have another complaint 
against the resolution. The 
resolution was issued on May 29 
and extends the deadline for 
property application only until 
June 15. Anyone who had 
previously applied, either before 


the Dec. 31, 1978 deadline or 
before the Feb. 26, 1979 
deadline, still must reapply 


before the new deadline of June 
15. 
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Reynolds said that they have 
2500 previous forms on file but 
now they are not applicable to the 
new assessment values. The new 
forms will not be mailed out as 
previously done, so applications 
must be made in person at the 
Assessor’s office and witnessed 
by the Assessor or a deputy of 
that office.

Steel balls and rocks broke out 
several windows and glass doors 
and punctured the metal siding of 
the Brown Moulding Company 
buildings. A railroad boxcar was 
also set on fire, but was soon ex- 
tinguished. 

Jack Taylor of Montevallo and 
Joe Moody of Calera were 
arrested on charges of violating a 
court order limiting the number 
of strikers on company property. 
Moody was also charged with 
assaulting a police officer. Both 
were released on bond Friday af- 
ternoon. 

Joe Johnson and Dink John- 
son of Muscogee, Oklahoma, 
members of the private security 
force hired by the company to 
protect its property, were 
arrested on charges of disturbing 
the peace.

County dinner raises funds 


for Fob’s campaign expenses 


Some 75 Shelby Countians at- 
tended ‘a $25 per plate barbecue 
dinner Friday night, in honor of 
Governor Fob James. 

The event was billed as a fund 
raising event to help pay off 
James’ campaign expenses. 

The buffet style barbecue was 
held in the county’s Community 
Service Building in Columbiana. 

Principal speaker was the 
governor’s administrative 
assistant Hal Sumrall. Sumrall 
briefly reviewed the governor’s 
four months in office, stating 
that good progress is being made 
in carrying out such campaign 
promises as putting government 
on a sound business-like basis 
and cutting costs of running the 
State. 

Sumrall cited several examples 
including placing a moratorium 
on hiring new personnel, con- 
solidating several major depar- 
tments, and reducing the number 
of state owned vehicles. 

Sumrall then proceeded to plug 
the governor’s legislative 
program, saying there are three 
major programs James hopes to 
get through the current session of 
the legislature. ‘‘Not necessarily 
in order of priority’’, Sumrall 
said, they are: a new constitution, 
the war on illiteracy and a high- 
way program that may see an ad- 
ditional 4 cents per gallon tax on 
motor fuels including gasoline 
and diesel. 

Sumrall said the governor 
believes the state cannot improve 
itself unless the illiteracy rate is 
reduced. To accomplish this, 
James proposes the addition of 
320 new kindergartens and a 
team of experts and technicians 
who can move about the state 
bringing expertise to areas where 
test scores are especially low. 


In discussing the governor’s 
highway program, Sumrall stated 
that Alabama’s highways are 
deteriorating at the rate of $20 


million per year. Rather than 
floating bonds, the governor 
proposes a pay as you go ap- 


proach. His suggestion is a 4 cent 
per gallon tax on gasoline and 
diesel fuel for four years. 


At the conclusion of his 
remarks Sumrall presided at a 
brief question and answer 
session. 

He concluded on an optimistic 
note, saying that the general fund 
budget has already passed both 
houses and has been signed into 
law. He noted that this is the 
earliest passage of a major money 
bill in recent years.

Pathologist identifies 


body found in

Jefferson County medical 
examiners have identified the 
skeletal remains of a man found 
in extreme northern Shelby 
County last Friday. 

According to Sgt. Linn Moore 
of the Jeffco Sheriff’s Depar- 
tment, the remains have been 
identified as those of Michael D. 
Crump. The 27 year old white 
male lived at 1931 15th Ave. S. in 
Birmingham. 

Crump has been on Jefferson 
County’s missing persons list sin- 
ce February. 

Official identification was 
released Tuesday after confir- 
mation of dental records by 
pathologists. Jefferson County 
medical examiner Dr. Ronald 
Rivers is still investigating the 
cause of death. 

Shotgun pellets were found in 


county 


Crump’s body and there were 
signs he had received a blow to 
the head. 

Sgt. Moore said investigations 
are continuing into motives for, 
and suspects in Crump’s death. 

Crump’s body was discovered 
Friday at 9:25 a.m. by Hoover 
street department workers. The 
body was buried under pine straw 
and leaves in a drainage type dit- 
ch % mile south of Old Rocky 
Ridge Road near the construction 
site of 1-459. The location is 
thought to be 200 feet inside 
Shelby County. A surveyor is 
being called to determine the 
county line, according to Shelby 
County Sheriff Buddy Glasgow. 

Investigations into Crump’s 
death are continuing through a 
joint effort of the Jefferson and 
Shelby County Sheriff's Depar- 
tments.

ISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. Sections 3, 4, 5, 10, 11,

1977, p. 1483), are hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 3. Any area situated 
entirely within the county may be 
established as a district for fighting 
fires and for emergency medical 
services in the manner hereinafter 
provided for; provided, however, 
no land lying within the boundaries 
of a municipality at the time of the 
election shall be included in o 
district. 

"Section 4. Upon any petition 
provided for in this section 4 being 
filed in the office of the probate 
judge of the county, he shall order 
an election to be held in the 
proposed district on the question, 
or questions, on which the petition 
requests an election. 

“The petition shall be signed by 
at least 100 persons who are 
qualified electors residing within 
the boundaries of the proposed 
district. 

“The petition shail contain a 
legal description of the area which

Fishing lure 


tune-up time 


by Bob Brewster _ 

Most fishermen buy lures and 
never give a thought to tuning 
them for the best action. 

Here are some tuning tips that 
will add to your fishing en- 
joyment. 

With any new lure you should 
first sharpen and position the 
hooks. 

Treble hooks should have one 
barb up, two down to prevent the 
lure body from nestling between 
the barbs and making them inef- 
fective. 

Eyes holding the hook to the 
lure should align with the long 
axis of the lure. 

Cast and retrieve the lure to 
note its action. 

Test it with and without a 
swivel. If a swivel is needed, try 
different sizes until the correct 
one is known. 

Then leave this one attached to 
the lure to insure always having 
the proper size. 

When fishing a lure, tune it to 
the conditions you face at that 
time. 

Change spinners to match the 
color of the water. Muddy water 
requires larger, flashier spinners 
than does clear water. 

Diving plugs often have metal 
lips that can be bent with pliers to 
make the lure run deep or 
shallow, to the left or right, dar- 
ting as it is retrieved. 

A rubber skirt adds tantalizing 
action to a spinning lure if the 
thin rubber strips have been 
pulled apart to flow freely in the 
water. 

Sometimes it pays to reverse 
the skirt so that it baloons over 
the lure instead of covering the 


hooks.

step approach to rearing min- 
nows. First, during the winter, 
adult minnows are stocked at a 
density of about 5,000 fish/acre 
in brackish water, earthen ponds 
and are fed a commercial fish 
food.

Third, mats containing 
eggs are transferred to brackish 
water, grow-out ponds. The tran- 
sfer is necessary to seperate eggs 
and fry from the cannibalistic 
adults.

The best anglers often don’t 
know the real secret in fish treat- 
ment for the best taste. Experts at 
Zebco-Brunswick Corporation, 
makers of popular spin casting 
reel and other outdoors equip- 
ment, say the golden rule for tops 
in fish flavor is to KILL fish as 
soon as possible. To me this 
means right after you get it in the 
boat! 

I believe a number of budding 
anglers give up fishing because 
fish they caught or fish given to 
them had a musty, or ‘‘fishy’’, or 
even tainted taste. Many are the 
pitfalls even the best anglers fall 
into. For instance, too many 
anglers believe it is nexessary to 
keep fish alive for best eating. 
The face is that the newly caught 
fish begins to die as soon as it 
finds itself unable to escape. 
Regretfully, most anglers keep 
their freshly caught fish on a rope 
stringer pulled through the gill 
flap opening and mouth of each 
fish. If this is what you use to 
hold your fish when you catch 
them, throw it away! 

Remember, too, that strung 


fish lie for long periods in the top 
two or three feet of water. In 
summer the water temperature in 
this upper layer of water is often 
as high as 80-85 degrees F. and is 
rarely lower than 70-75 degrees. 
Even the few fish that do not die 
on any strin er begin to get soft 
and the fish flesh loses flavor af- 
ter a few hours. 


Some fishermen think they 
solve this problem by keeping 
their fish in live boxes in their 
boats. Many of these live boxes 
keep the fish alive by pumping 
surface water into the box, so 
again the water is usually warm, 
and the meat has no chance to 
cool down. 


Using well-insulated live boxes 
that recirculate water in a closed 
system works fairly well, but 
doesn’t solve the problem for 
those fishermen who don’t own 
boats with this kind of live box. 
Also, the longer a fish is kept 
alive under stress, even in a good 
live box, the worse it will be to 
eat. (And I might add the less 
chance a bass might have to sur- 
vive after release later. Are you

Under stress, fish produce 
chemical compounds that tend to 
change the texture and taste of 
the meat. Hunters and meat 
packers understand this 
phenomenon and strive to kill 
meat animals as quickly as 
possible with a minimum of stress 
and cool the carcasses down im- 
mediately. 

Zebco experts have a simple 
solotion that guarantees the best 
possible eating fish for 
everybody. Fishermen should use 
a heavily insulated ice chest filled 
with crushed or cubed ice. (Block 
ice isn’t as good.) The fish should 
be killed as soon as caught, (a 
sharp blow on the head works 
best) and stored in the ice. The 
the fish should be cleaned as soon 
as possible. 

I'll go along with the head 
clubbing for really big fish. I 
usually carry along a stiff bladed 
sheat or lock-blade knife and cut

my small bass and bluegills 
through the backbone just behind 
the head. 

Let’s review rules of checking 
freshness of fish, whether you 
caught them, they were given to 
you, or you buy them at the fish 
market: 1. bright, clear 
protruding eyes. 2. Firm flesh. 
Press with a finger leaves no im- 
pression. 3. Bright gills. 4. Scales 
with a high sheen. 5. Clean, fresh 
odor, free from unpleasant stale 
smells, 

How do you fade out fishy 
odors? Make a solution of one 
teaspoon baking soda to a quart 
of water. Wash pans and other 
utensils and fabrics in this 
solution. Rub hands with lemon 
juice, vinegar or salt before 
washing them in the sink. You 
can reduce fish aromas if you 
have onion, garlic, wine or 
vinegar in your fish recipe. 

Wonder if eating fresh garlic 
would counteract that odor from 
cooking cabbage?

Oldest school toured 


McKenzie said that geologists 
at ARCO have studied this area 
and feel it worthwhile to lease 
land in Western Shelby County 
for possible drilling sites. 

The leases are ten-year leases 
and according to McKenzie, lan- 
downers reserve the rights to the 
land surface, but not the oil and 
mineral rights. 

‘*The landowner can do 
anything he pleases with the sur- 
face land. All we want is the 
privilege to lease the oil and 
mineral rights,’’ McKenzie said. 

McKenzie told the Reporter 
that even if there were buildings 
on the property, ARCO is 


capable of doing ‘‘directional 
drilling’’ without harming stan- 
ding buildings. 

Furthermore McKenzie states, 
“‘We're not strip-mining, we’re 
simply sinking a shaft. We pay 
for all the damages and put the 
land back exactly the way it was 
when we first leased it.’’ 

McKenzie also said that ARCO 
will come in and pay for titles and 
abstracts to be made legal. He 
called the offer ‘‘free money”’ for 
the landowners.

In giving his recommendations 
to the commission on how to deal 
with the county’s financial plight, 
the former banker urged that 
proration be initiated im- 
mediately. 

After delving into the county's 
financial affairs Harrison repor- 
ted the general fund would be an 
estimated $240,000 in the red at 
the end of the fiscal year. The 
deficit in the gasoline fund, he 
told the panel would amount to 
$73,000. 


Noting that the county will 
have to borrow a_ substantial 
amount of money to finish out 
the year, Harrison said he had 
found that no loan could be ob- 
tained unless the circuit court 
would render an opinion as to the 
validity of such a transaction. 

“There is a provision in the 


USPS-492-480 


Revenue Sharing Act for 
borrowing against anticipated en- 
titlements for the coming year,”’ 
Harrison told the panel. 

He explained that after con- 
sulting with bond attorneys 
Cabaniss, Johnston, Gardner, 
Dumas and O’Neal, he had 
discovered that the act was not 
sufficiently clear. 

“‘The only way they would be 
willing to render an opinion as to 
the legality of the pledge of the 
entitlements and as to the validity 
of a loan the county might 
negotiate,’’ Harrison reported 
“is by getting a validation from 
the circuit court.’’ 

He added that the procedure 
which seemed to him the only 
avenue open to the com- 
missioners would require about 
60 days. 

According to Commission 
Chariman Tommy Snowden, 
research is now being conducted 
in Washington for the county to 
ascertain whether a temporary 
loan can be obtained under the

School tour reveals surprises

Trustees present for the Satur- 
day tour were Chelsea Trustees, 
Hoyt C. Isbell and Howard Mit- 
chell; Montevallo Trustees, 
Grady R. Parker, and Clifton L.

Leading the tour was Evan 
Majors, Director of Curriculum 
at the Board of Education’s cen- 
tral office in Columbiana. 


The tour began at the Shelby 
County Area Vocational Center 
at 7:45 Saturday morning. Dan 
Acker, new principal of the 
vocational center led the trustees 
on the tour. He told them that 
students who come to the center 
are often, but not always, studen- 


ts who have problems making 
their grades in regular county 
schools. 

“*I believe we have made suc- 
cesses of many students who 
might not have made it other- 
wise,”’ Acker said. 

The vocational center has 
facilities for 760 students, 380 
during the morning and 380 
during the afternoon. Last year 
the center enrolled 660 students. 
Adult classes are also offered at 
night. 

One of the center’s major 
problems was in curriculum, ac- 
cording to Acker. 

Although there is high job- 
placement in the clectrical fields, 
air conditioning and 
refrigeration, radio and television 
repair, and industrial electrical, 
the center enrolls a very small 
proportion in those areas. 
Trustees agreed that the center 
should stress to students which 
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State and Local Assistance Act of 
1972. 

Another law supporting the 
original went into effect in 1975, 
Snowden related. The wording of 
the act implies, the commission 
chairman noted, that it’s been 
used in situations similar to the 
one the county now faces. 

In urging the county to adopt 
proration, Harrison told the 
panel ‘‘Time is short (before the 
end of the fiscal year), every day 
is important so don’t let this 
thing drag out.”’ 

He said that if the validation 
procedure is successful, 
restoration of some of the cut- 
backs could then be restored. 
“But if we wait 60 days without 
making any adjustments,”’ he 
added, ‘‘we could find ourselves 
without money and nothing left 
to prorate.”’ 

The commissioners agreed to 
meet Friday afternoon to make 
plans in that direction. 

In his report to the county’s 
governing body, Harrison gave 
the following reasons for the 
condition of the budget: 

-Receipts on the coal severance 
tax have been less than half of the 


expected. 

-The beer tax revenue has been 
substantially smaller than 
estimated. 

-The gasoline tax is running 
behind the expected. 


-The insurance premiums were 
estimated at $212,950 for the full 
year. The amouat. paid.out in 7 
months has been $304,611. 

-The expense for the sheriff 
and jail have exceeded the 
prorata share of the annual 
budget by $50,000.

Commission gropes for financial solution

There were still some big 
question marks left when 
deputies concluded their 


discussion Monday with the 
Shelby County Commission 
regarding a court ordered pay 
raise and back pay. 

Although Commission Chair- 
man Tommy Snowden assured 
the 24 members of the sheriff’s 
department that the panel inten- 
ded to comply with the court or- 
der, it’s possible the matter may 
be taken back to the supreme 
court for a rehearing. 

But Snowden said if the com- 
mission’s attorney filed such a 
motion, it was just to buy time 
until the county could find funds 
with which to pay the deputies. 


Most of the men had already 
left the meeting when Chief 
Deputy James Jones received 
word by phone that a motion had 
been filed. Commissioners 
disclaimed any knowledge of the 
action. 

The chief deputy said if the 
commission took the matter back 
to court, the sheriff’s department 
would have to follow suit. It was 
later learned that the deputies’ at- 
torney Mark Lee might file an in- 
junction against the commission 
for being in contempt of court if 
they fail to come up with the 
money. 

Making sure the deputies un- 
derstood the county’s position, 
Snowden declared, ‘‘We’ll have 
to shut the whole county down if 


we have to pay today.”’ 

Estimating how much the 
county is going to go in the hole 
this year, Snowden put the figure 
at approximately $400,000. 

No one is yet even sure of the 
amount that must be paid the 
deputies, but it’s sure to be in ex- 
cess of $100,000. 

The county has found a legal 
problem however, in whether 
they can even borrow money for 
operating expenses. Com- 
missioners had _ anticipated 
borrowing $100,000 against next 
year’s revenues plus $468,426 
against next year’s expected 
federal revenue sharing money. 

Until the county is certain as to 
where they stand on the matter, 
their financial advisor J.I. 


County’s high school students test 


‘at about their grade level’

Shelby County high school 
students tested at about their 
grade level, but the scores “‘leave 
something to be desired,’’ George 
Dailey told the Reporter. 

The scores are the result of 
Governor Fob James’s statewide 
testing program, conducted in 
April. 

Scores made by high school 
students and grades 1 and 3 were 
received in Columbiana Board of 
Education headquarters last 
week. The week before, scores 
were reported from students in 
the other grades of the public 
schools of Shelby County. (See 
last week’s issue of the Reporter). 

Scores for 10th grade students 
were probably the lowest of any 
of the grades in the system. Per- 
formance went up in some 
categories in the 11th and 12th 
grades. Dailey who is Supervisor 
of secondary education for the 
Shelby County Schools, said that 
at the 9th and 10th grades, poorer 
students start dropping out of 
school. This brings up the 
average test scores in the top 
grades, because the better studen- 
ts remain in school. 


Math scores keep falling back 
in the high school years, partly 
because most students do not 
take math after the ninth grade, 
Dailey said. In the Shelby County 
results, students’ performance in 
math was the weakest of the four 
categories in which they were 
tested. 
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First graders were found to be 
at the national grade placement 
in reading and language, and they 
were One month ahead of the 
national average in math. They 
were not tested in spelling. 

Third graders tested at the 
national level for reading and 
math. They were at three months 
ahead in language and two mon- 
ths ahead in spelling. 

Dailey said the completed 
computer print outs show details 
of each child’s status. Results will 
be distributed to the individual 
schools this summer, and the 
results will be available to

teachers and parents by the time 
school opens. 

Dailey indicated that the 
results can be used to pinpoint 
which educaticnal areas each 
school is weakest and strongest 
in, but he would not-release com- 
parison figures to the Reporter. 

The scores below indicate the 
average level of each of the 
grades. The tests were given in 
the 8th month of the school year, 
so a ninth grader would score 9.8 
if he were at the national average. 
The scores are averages of all 
Shelby County students by 
grades:

During their session with the 
deputies, commissioners were 
asked to verify a report that per- 
sonnel in the sheriff’s department 
would be required to pay in- 
surance premiums for dependents 
and themselves.

Bill echoes UM’s commitment 


Gov. Fob James is expected to 
sign into law June 20 a bill that 
revises the Alabama code to in- 
clude the University of Mon- 
tevallo’s commitment to ‘‘quality 
higher education.”’

Just when county residents had 
throught they were going to be 
relieved of paying one mill of the 
hospital ad valorem tax, the 
suggestion has been made that 
the tax be continued. 

Advising the commission on 
possible ways they might be able 
to mend a badly shattered 
budget, J.I1. Harrison mentioned 
that Shelby Memorial might be 
willing to loan the county some 
money. 

Although he termed the 
possibility ‘‘remote,’’ Harrison 
said that the hospital does have 
some cash reserves. He explained 
that the money could be paid 
back if the entire hospital ad 
valorem tax were left on a little 
longer than had been planned. 

Speaking about millage ad- 
justments that will have to be 
made in August, Probate Judge 
Tommy Snowden noted that two 
mills may be added to recover 
funds spent on the tax reappraisal 
program, 

Another way the county hopes 
to secure revenue, Snowden 
reported, is the passage of a one 
cent sales tax. He informed those 
present at the county commission 
meeting, that 50% of the 
proceeds from the tax would go 
into the education fund and the 
other half would be put into the 
general fund. 

The legislation will be voted on 
by county residents in the next 
general election. In the event the 
bill fails, Snowden reported that 
legislators are now working on a 
bill to tax beer and cigarettes.

The figures that Holland sub- 
mitted would enable the com- 
mission to purchase the Mercury 
the sheriff drives at a cost of 
$3,146 at the end of a year after 
making monthly payments of 
$351.02. 

On the two other units, by 
making the same monthly 
payments, the purchase price 
given was $627 apiece. 

Another financial matter 
brought before the commission 
concerned the Helena Landfill. 
County Highway Director Jimmy 
Ray informed the panel that U.S. 
Steel, which owns the land, had 
proposed a $22,000 yearly fee to 
renew the lease which runs out 
Aug. 31. 

Remarking on the steep figure, 
Ray said that the corporation had 
only paid $300 in taxes on the 600 
acres last year. He promised to 
do further checking on the mat- 
ter. 
In order to protect residents in 
unincorporated areas from 
vicious dogs, the panel agreed to 
a countywide leash law.

From Calera to California 


Coast to coast mystery drawing to close 


A multi-state mystery that led 
FBI agents and law enforcement 
officers from California on a 
coast to coast hunt last July and 
August may be coming close to a 
solution.

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Gasohol production 
viewed by Countians 


Gasohol was the subject of a 
trip to Selma by Shelby Coun- 
tians Starling Baker and Luther 
Davis last week. 

Davis is with the Shelby Coun- 
ty Extension Service and Baker 
farms near Montevallo. 


The two toured a still in Selma 
owned by the Southwest 
Alabama Farmers Cooperative 
Association which turns out 
15,000 gallons of alcohol per run. 
The idea behind the trip was to 
see how effective the alcohol 
mixed with gasoline would be 
when used in farm tractors, as

well as to study production 
methods. 

Gasohol is already in extensive 
use in grain belt states. Davis 
reported that the Selma still was 
started by Alvin Turner, who 
now manages the project for the 
Coop. Pure alcohol is produced 
by the still, and is denatured with 
methanol at the end of the 
process. 

Turner is seeking licensing ap- 
proval by state and federal 
atuhorities to proceed with 
production. It is expected that the 
idea may spread to other parts of 
the Southeast. 


A legal still capable of producing 15,000 gallons of pure alcohol on 
each run was viewed in Selma last week by Shelby Countians, who 
hope to gain information on the addition of alcohol to gasoline to 
make ‘‘gasohol’’ for farm vehicles. The mash tanks on the still, hold 


from 3,000 to 5,000 gallons each.

Strike negotiations 


still deadlocked 


after seven

After more than seven weeks, 
negotiations between Brown 


Moulding management and 
striking workers remain 
deadlocked. 


President of the Montevallo 
company, J.A. Brown, told the 
Reporter, ‘‘Brown Moulding has 
bargined in good faith with the 
Moulders Union. In the last 
bargaining session the company 
offered a realistic increase in 
wages and benefits over a three 
year period. The union walked 
out on the negotiations and to 
this date had not contacted the 
company to resume talking.”’ 

Brown added that his company 
is willing to meet with the union 
“‘any time they are ready.”’ 

When asked for a definition of 
‘‘realistic increase,’’ Brown 
refused to give any figures. He 
said the increase was based ‘‘on 
what everybody else is doing and 
what we can afford.”’ 

Joe Selman, who has acted 
before as spokesman for the 
striking union says the com- 
pany’s offer was a 3.5% increase. 
He added that the company 
would not give seniority to 


workers nor deduct for union 
dues from paychecks. 

“It appears to me that they’re 
not trying to settle it, either side. 


weeks 


Now, that’s just an off-the-hip 
statement. But as long as no one 
meets, they won’t ever settle it,”’ 
Selman said. 

Origins of the dispute date 
back to October when the 
Moulders Union was certified at 
the plant. Sixty-four workers 
walked out April 30 after months 
of talk produced no contract. 

Violence has broken out on a 
number of occasions since the 
company hired new workers.

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- Family follows shaped note singing 


Shaped-note music, according 
to D.M. Bone, is easier to sing 
than traditional round note. 
(lines and spaces) music. 

Bone, a native of Chilton 
county and owner of a roofing 
company in Montgomery is 
chairman of the singing conven- 
tion set for the 4th Sunday in 
June at Big Springs Baptist Chur- 
ch just south of Billingsley in 
Autauga County. 

“‘Shaped-not music is easy to 
read because each pitch, or tone, 
is signified by a different shaped 
note,’’ Bone said. ‘‘A triangle 
note means ‘do’ and a note 
shaped like a cap means ‘ra,’ 
etc.”’ 

Bone, 44, considers himself 
one of the youngest people 
devoted to shaped-note singing, a 
tradition he feels is dying as prac- 
titioners decrease in number. 

‘*I’ve been involved in this type 
of music 25 years,’” he explained. 
“My wife grew up singing the 
music. I got my training in 
singing and also being chairman 
of all day singings from Mr. E. E. 
Stewart, an elderly man in 
Billingsley. 


Though similar in nature, 


shaped-note singing is not the 
old-time sacred harp singing. 
Shaped-note singing is accom- 
panied by music, mostly by piano 


and sacred harp, singing is per- 
formed a cappella. 

“I don’t expect this type of 
music to last 10 or 15 more 
years,’ Bone predicted. ‘‘It’s just 
not the type of music that appeals 
to young people.’’ 

However, Bone’s family does 
not live up to his prediction. Of 
his five children, all of whom are 
musicians, three will be with him 
and his wife at Big Springs, and 
will perform as a special group 
during the singing. His oldest son

Erosion threatens fort 


Pointing out that the Ft. 
Toulouse archaelogical site is 
deemed one of the two most 
significant historical finds of this 
century, U.S. Sen. Donald 
Stewart has called on Congress to 
enact legislation to protect the 
fort from continuing bank 
erosion. 

In introducing the bill on the 
Senate floor, Stewart said that 
damage by the March floods to 
the site flanked between the 
Coosa and Tallapoosa rivers 
threatened to undermine the ex- 
cavation project. 

Stewart told his Senate 
colleagues that Ft. Toulouse was 
first inhabited nearly 3,000 years 
ago by nomadic Indian tribes and 
later served as a fort and trading 
outpost for the French and 
American armies. 

‘*Rarely do such locations lend 
themselves to the transition of 
time,’’ Stewart said. ‘‘Now, 
without immediate action, the 
location will be lost to the erosion 
caused by the Coosa River.”’ 


The bill, which would 
authorize the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers to correct slope 
failures and erosion problems, is 
being co-sponsored by Sen. 
Howell Heflin, D-Ala., and ser- 
ves as the counterpart to 
legislation already introduced in 
the House. 

Selected as a_ bicentennial 
project, restoration of the Ft. 
Toulouse site--located just south 
of Wetumpka--is being done un- 
der the supervision of the 
Alabama Historical Commission. 

Built in 1717, Ft. Toulouse ser- 
ved the French for 46 years as a 
defense against the Spanish and 
British armies and as a trading 
center with the Creek and 
Cherokee Indians. 

Then, in 1813, Gen. Andrew 
Jackson rebuilt the fort naming it 
Ft. Jackson. It was here that the 
American general confirmed the 
defeat of the Creek Indians by 
signing the treaty that opened the 
way for settlement of the land 
west of Georgia.

In 
ordinary hymn book singing, you 
get to know the old hymns, (word 
and music) by ‘‘heart’’. With our 
type singing, we have to know 
how to read music rather than 
learn to sing by heart.”’ 

‘Our music has a different 
sound, loud and arousing. The 
singer feels what he sings and

A fifteen percent increase in 
the cost of picking up and 
disposing of refuse from 
Montevallo businesses and 
apartments will be passed along 
to the individual business or 
apartment owner.

School tour reveals surprises

classrooms. Principal Robert 
Brasher said the school was first 
used 111 1939. 

The Shelby school has a new 
gymnasium that was paid for by 
the residents of the community. 
Mr. Brasher said that it was used 
for community recreation as well. 

Next, the trustees toured the 
new Columbiana Elementary 
School. The new principal, Ann 
Head led the tour there. She 
stressed that the architects, Dam- 
pier and Harris, said the school 
will be highly energy efficient. 
She also brought out that the 
director of civil defense said that 
in case of tornado, the new 
school will be as safe as the civil 
defense building itself. 

The air conditioner at the 
school was not working, but Mrs. 
Head said that they were in the 
process of having it repaired. 

Mrs. Head also gave a list of 
maintenance needs to trustees. 
She said that the Terrazzo tile 
floors have yellowed from the fir- 
st sealer. The floor is being strip- 
ped and re-waxed. Another need 
was for shrubbery and lan- 
dscaping. 

The school has no playground, 
stage or maintenance shed. Mrs. 
Head said that the architect had 
promised the school a stage. 

Evan Majors also pointed out 
that the school’s library did not 
have enough shelves for the 
books brought over from the old 
elementary school. 

After lunch at Columbiana 
Elementary, the group went to 
Shelby County High School. 
Principal Don Bulger told the 
trustees that SCHS has more 
students taking higher math and 
science than any other school in 
the county. 

Bulger said that he was not 
losing any teachers due to the 
proration cutback, but his 
assistant principal, Al Hylton will 
go back into the classroom, so 
the school will actually be hurt to 
a degree by the cutback. 

SCHS, like other county 
schools, has numerous leaks 
which are destroying tile flooring 


and ceiling panels. Mr. Bulger 
also admitted that some of the 
damage at the school is due to 
vandalism. 

At every school visited on the 
tour, janitorial and maintenance 
problems were brought out by the 
principals. Most of the schools 
employ part-time help or use 
government-supplied workers to 
clean the restrooms and _ halls. 
Many of the principals said that 
they expect each teacher to make 
the students clean up. 

Trustees made it a point to 
check restrooms at each school, 
because they had heard com- 
plaints from parents about the 
cleanliness of the facilities. 


Kay Dummier, trustee at 
Riverchase Middle School, told 
the Reporter that parents are 


complaining because boys’ 
restrooms do not have doors on 
the stalls. She also said that 
although many of the county 
schools’ restrooms were in need 
of cleaning, those at SCHS were 


the ‘‘worst she had seen on the 
tour.”’ 
From SCHS, the trustees 


traveled to Wilsonville Elemen- 
tary, the oldest standing facility 
in the county. 


The first section of the school 
was built in 1922, according to 
the principal, Mrs. Mildred 


Beavers. Mrs. Beavers said that 
enrollment last year was 166 and 
she expects it to rise next year. 
Wilsonville Elementary houses 
kindergarten through grade six. 

Trustees expressed concern 
over a fire escape leading from 
the upstairs library which is badly 
in need of repair. 

From Wilsonville Elementary, 
the tour continued at Vincent 
Elementary. Trustees remarked 
that the school was very for- 
tunate to be the only elementary 
school in the county with a full- 
size gymnasium. 

Vincent High School was the 
final stop on the Saturday tour. 
Although Principal Braxton 
Baker was not present to guide 
the tour, his wife led the group 
through the school. 

Mrs. Baker said that their most

4. If the owner of any property 
subject to this ordinance falls or 
refuses, after ten days notice, to 
make the connection to the public 
sewer herein required, the City 
may cause the same to be made at 
such owner's expense and the cost 
thereof shall be a lien on such 
property, prior to all other liens, 
except for taxes, and the sarne may 
be collected as other debts are 
collected or liens are enforced.

For Better Hunting © Fishing 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Spring sorties to the waters 
have probably been providing 
many of you with good catches of 
fish for many appetizind dishes. 
You can fry or oven broil fish. Or 
bake those big bass in the oven. 
Or poach them. But how about 
using that barbecue grill? 

Charcoal grilling is a dry-heat 
cooking process. This method is 
excellent for cooking fish because 
fish have tender flesh and can be 
prepared quickly and easily over 
any charcoal grill. You can use 
pan-dressed fish, fillets and fish 
steaks, but if your fish are 
frozen, thaw them first. 

Use thick cuts of fish since they 
will dry out less during cooking 
than thin cuts. Fish flake easily 
when they are about done. For 
best barbecuing results put your 
fish in a greased long-handled 
hinged wire grill that will hold it 
firmly in place when you turn the 
fish, otherwise the fish will lose 
its shape or else stick to the grill. 

Use a sauce containing some 
fat and baste the fish before and 
during cooking. This will insure 
that your cooked fish will be 
juicy and flavorful. (I’m always 
partial to real butter, lemon juice 
and crushed rosemary leaves.) 
Since I grow my own herbs, I 
have fresh rosemary the year 
round. I pour this same sauce 
over the fish when I’m eating it! 

Keep fish about four inches 
from moderately hot coals. If 
you are preparing thick fish, put 
them a few inches farther from 
the coals. You should be able to 
complete your fish cooking in 10 
to 20 minutes. Don’t overcook! 
Because they have no tough con- 
nective tissue, fish cook more 


quickly then red meats. 

Fish should be cooked only for 
that brief period of time the flesh 
flakes easily when tested with a 
fork. I have used toothpicks to 
test the thickest part. If it pierces 
easily, the fish is done. (I haven’t 
tried eating raw fish Oriental 
style, but I’m always willing to 
give it a try.) 

When cooking on an outdoor 
grill, put aluminum foil on your 
grill ashpan. This is a fuel saving 
measure because the foil reflects 
heat and makes your job of ash- 
pan cleaning easier. Something 
else I do to lengthen the life of my 
ashpan is to pour a one half to 
one inch depth layer of ver- 
miculite or kitty litter-unused, of 
course--on it first. Then I place a 
layer of foil over it. I understand 
the vermiculite is a good in- 
sulating material. It is not 
asbestos, by the way. Many gar- 
deners use it in potting soils. 

If your fire bowl is not per- 
forated or slotted, line it with 
coarse gravel or crushed stone to 
give an even heat distribution to 
the fire and also to permit air to 
get under the coals. 

Start your fire about 45 
minutes before you intend to 
start cooking. Most cooks stack 
briquets in a pyramid and soak 
them lightly with charcoal lighter 
fuel. Don’t ever use gasoline or 
other highly volatile fuel! 

For lighting my charcoal, I use 
a section of black regular 
stovepipe and cut with tin snips 
three inverted V-notches in one 
end. I set the notched end of the 
pipe down on the fire grate, wad 
a double sheet of newspaper and 
push it down through the pipe to 
the top of the notches. I then

soak the paper with lighter fluid 
and gently pour the briquets on 
the snugly fitted wad of paper. 
Within 10 to 12 minutes after 
lighting the coals are usually 
glowing well. I then remove the 
pipe and charred paper. If I’m 
loading up the pipe with a 
generous amount of charcoal, I 
usually put a second unnotched 
section of pipe over the top of the 
first pipe to maky my ‘‘chimney”’ 
twice as high. This speeds up the 
draft and the coals ignite faster. 

Spread your glowing charcoal 
briquets evenly in one layer to 
deliver even heat to your fish. 
Make sure the briquet area is 
wider than that of the fish on the 
grill above. Add hardwood chips 
to the briquets to give a smoked 
fragrance to the fish. I prefer 
hickory above everything else, 
but you can get an aromatic sweet 
aroma with apple or peach wood. 
Surely somebody in the neigh- 
borhood has pruned wood 
available from his orchard. Don’t 
use pine or other evergreen wood 
under any circumstances! Soak 
wood chips in water for an hour. 
Add fresh chips as the last ones 
you placed on the fire flame up or 
disappear. 

Then enjoy that favorite out- 
door fish recipe of yours!

David Sumerlin was hand- 
cuffed when he demolished the 
back door on the Montevallo 
patrol car a few years ago. He 
was also drunk. 

That wasn’t the first time he 
went to jail. Nor was it the last. 
Currently, Sumerlin is serving 
out a sentence in Shelby County 
jail for forgery. 

**I was drunk as a skunk,’ he 


says of the day last June when he 
was arrested on the forgery 
charges. ‘‘I had a half gallon of 
gin. But that was the last time I 
had a drink. 

‘*] was going round drinking, 
messing up,’’ Sumerlin says of 
his past. ‘‘After I turned every 
way I knew-I thought I knew-I 
turned to Christ. Since I’ve been 
here, I’ve been saved and God 
took the taste of alcohol from my

mouth. I was saved November 
27, 1978.”* 

Sumerlin pauses to light a 
cigarette. He gazes across the 
small jail table, dark eyes twit- 
ching. He has served time in 
Mount Meggs, Atlanta, Wisonsin 
and several places around the 
country. 

‘*It made me feel good when I 
was in jail in New York. I must 
be something, I thought. I’m in 
jail.’’ Since then, his attitude has 
changed. 

“I’ve been in jail off and on 


. for 16 years,’’ says the inmate. 


‘Half my life’s been spent in jail 
behind bars. Now I’m 32 and I 
don’t have anything but a 
record.’”’ 

Despite this negative 
Statement, David Sumerlin has 
taken a number of positive steps 
in his life. Not only is he a trustee 
at the jail and in charge of 
laundry services, but ad- 
ministrator Wayne Lucas and 
other deputies have from time to 
time asked Sumerlin to speak 
with other prisoners who were 
heading for trouble. 

‘*He’s just a model prisoner,”’ 
says deputy chief James Jones. 
“If they were all like him we 
wouldn’t need but one man to 
run the jail and the rest of us 
could go home.”’ 


At Shelby County jail David 
Sumerlin is best known as the 
man who makes jewelry boxes, 
model churches, crosses and pric- 
ture frames from match sticks. 
He says he can’t even guess how 
many of these articles he has 
made, but notes that in January 
and February he sold nearly $500 
worth, 

“I tell you, I have used up 
some matches,’’ Sumerlin says 
with a sense of accomplishment 
in his soft voice. The man draws 
no plans for these projects. 
“They just come right out of my 
head.”’ 

At one time he had nearly 
every inmate in the jail involved 
in this craft. Unfortunately, a 
ruling inacted in April now 
prohibits the activity, apparently 
because several inmates had harm- 
ed themselves with the razor 
blades and scissors used to build 
the articles. 

One of Sumerlin’s main con- 
cerns is to tell the younger 
generation that a life in jail is a 
waste, and ‘‘when you're in the 
wrong, it’s going to follow you.”’ 

Sumerlin recounts a recent tour 
through the jail by two bus loads 
of school children. ‘‘They walked 
through laughing and smiling, 
and they think it’s the Holiday 
Inn. They see us in the day room

since turning to God. He is quick 
to praise jail chaplin Bro. 
Howard Foster, his mother who 
lives in Alabaster, Alberta 
Sumerlin, and the other people 
who have helped him. 

“Since I turned to Christ I’m 
happy. I’m locked up but I’m 
happy.” : 

When he’s released, the in- 
mate’s first plan is to go to work. 
Sumerlin has done carpentry 
work before and has been 
promised a job with a construc- 
tion company. 

‘I’m going to pay those people 
back I wrote those bad checks to. 
I don’t have to, it’s not in my 
sentence. It’ll just make me feel 
good to know that I’m going to 
square these things away.”’ 

Does David Sumerlin foresee 
ever returning to jail? 

‘“‘No! That’s out of the 
question, now. There’s no way. 


I’ve had my fill of jails.’’

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Riverchase favors plan 


to join City of Hoover 


by David Moore 
The Jefferson County 
municipality of Hoover may take 
a step into Shelby County via an 

annexation of Riverchase. 
Serious evaluations of the an- 
nexation are currently under 
consideration by MHarbert- 
Equitable, the city of Hoover and 


Riverchase residents and 
businesses. 
Riverchase project manager 


Leo Morehouse told the Repor- 
ter, ‘‘The critical thing is that 
Hoover has the lowest ad 
valorem tax in the area and is 
willing to provide us with ser- 
vices."’ 

According to Hoover Mayor 
John Hoduett, *‘We look very 
favorably on it as the type of en- 


deavor that will benefit both 
Riverchase and Hoover.”’ 

The Steering Committee of the 
Riverchase Homeowners 
Association voted unanimously 
in favor of a recommendation for 
annexation, cochairman Bob 
McWhorter reported to a meeting 
of the Riverchase residents Mon- 
day night. 

The 3000 acre Riverchase 
development, located in both 
Shelby and Jefferson Counties, 
currently contains about 200 
single family houses and 32 
business property owners, in- 
cluding South Central Bell, Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield, and the 
150,000 square-foot Loehmann’s 
Village shopping center now un- 
der construction. Riverchase is 


being developed by the Harbert- 
Equitable Joint Venture. 

Mayor Hodnett said he unof- 
fically approached Riverchase 
about two years ago with ideas of 
annexation, but discussions did 
not become serious until about 
three months ago. 

Riverchase has no police 
protection other than a private 
security guard hired by Harbert, 
and an occasional patrol by coun- 
ty deputies. Garbage collection is 
by a private firm, and, according 


to a number of residents, 
inadequate. 
Fire protection is currently 


provided by the Riverchase Fire 
District, and residents receive a 
Class 7 fire insurance rating. 
Hoover’s fire insurance rating is 


Eleventh hour loan averts county crisis

Massive layoffs of county per- 
sonnel were narrowly averted this 
week when the county mortgaged 
next year’s expected revenue 
sharing receipts. 

The step was taken after coun- 
ty attorney Frank Ellis, Jr. told 
the County Commission that it 
was legal for the county to 
borrow against the expected 
receipts. 

The county’s financial advisor, 
James I. Harrison, arranged the 
loan of approximately $400,000 


through the First National Bank 
of Columbiana and the First 
National Bank of Birmingham. 

When Harrison was originally 
seeking a way out of the county’s 
financial tangle, he had reported 
that Birmingham bonding attor- 
neys told him, borrowing against 
revenue sharing would require a 
60-day validation period. But 
when he learned of Ellis’ advice, 
he arranged the loan over the 
weekend. 

At a meeting of the Com- 
mission on Friday afternoon,

Shelby County’s protesting 
truckers are saying, ‘‘Shut ’em 
down, take ’em home and park 
’em.”’ 

Local truck drivers have been 
gathered near Calera on U.S. 31 
at 1-65 since June 12, displaying 
|signs and flagging down fellow 
truckers in an attempt to gain 
support for a nationwide shut- 
down. 

*“We’re not making any damn 
money! That’s all you need to 
know,”’ said one angry indepen- 
dent trucker. 

**It’s either go broke working, 
or sit down. It’s easier sitting,”’ 
added another protester. 

Gregg Douglas, a trucker from 
Alabaster who has. been 
protesting in Calera, said he shut- 
down June 11. 

The number of protesters 
averaged about 40 per day, 
though truckers reported ap- 
proximately 100 trucks were 
parked along U.S. 31 on June 12. 
One protestor raised the bed of 
his parked coal hauler to show 
that it was empty. 

Many truckers spent nights at 
the site of the protest in front of 
the Pit Restaurant. During the 
days they shuffled in and out of 
the restaurant, buying 
cheeseburgers and large iced teas 
to beat the heat. Inside they sat 
apund tables discussing the 
shutdown, complaining about 
$1800 per month truck payments, 
and cursing the climbing cost of 
diesel fuel. 

James Blackmon, the appoin- 
ted spokesman for the local 
protestors, said the truckers’ 
number one priority was to get 
fuel costs rolled back and 
regulated by the federal gover- 
nment. 

Diesel fuel has reportedly risen 
25-30 cents per gallon since last 
November. Prices of $1.05 per 
gallon were reported in parts of 
the country. 

John Foshee, a local indepen- 
dent produce hauler, stated that a 
year ago, fuel for a 2300 mile 
haul to Texas and back cost him 
$250. Fuel cost for the same trip 
now runs him $550. 

Blackmon explained that the 
truckers also want uniform 
weight laws for interstate high- 
ways. He said that Alabama set 


the gross weight limit for state 
roads at 92,000 pounds. The 
gross interstate weight limit is 
72,000. 

According to Blackmon, this 
often causes truckers to take 
narrow and winding two-lane 
roads, posing safety hazards. 
Even at 40 mph, he said, there is 
not much to do when a truck 
rounds a curve and a school bus 
is stopped in the middle of the 
road. 

The independent truckers are 
also asking for the 55 mph speed 
limit on freeways to be upped to 
65 mph. Truckers claim that their 
rigs are geared to run best at this 
speed. Driving 55 mph causes 
more downshifting for hills, and 
thus uses more fuel. 

Concerning the 5.7% sur- 
charge granted by the PSC Mon- 
day and by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Friday, 
Blackmon said ‘tit would only 
lead to further inflation and 
would benefit the large truck 
companies more than the in- 
dependents.’’ 

L. D. Lawson of Montgomery, 
state coordinator for the 
protesting strikers, told the 
Reporter in a telephone interview 
Tuesday, that the surcharge is ‘‘a 
step in the right direction, People 
in government have shown they 
are aware of our problem.”’ 

Lawson, however, added that 
the surcharge would hurt the 
public and the independent 
owner/operators. 

Lawson visited the Shelby 
County protestors the afternoon 
of June 12. He told the truckers, 
‘*We want what we need. When 
we get what we deserve, we'll go 
back. We don’t want any killing. 
We don’t need any of that.”’ 

Pointing a finger north, 
Lawson put the cause of the 
truckers’ problems on ‘‘the 
failure of Congress to respond to 
our needs.”’ 

Later that afternoon, Lawson 
told the Reporter, ‘‘We don’t 
want promises. You can’t eat 
them. They won’t pay our bills.”* 

Although State Troopers and 
National Guard M.P.’s have 
been escorting truck convoys in, 
out and through Shelby County, 
there have been no reports of 
serious violence. No arrests have

According to Morehouse, fire 
district dues now being paid by 
Riverchase residents are higher 
than the taxes would be if the 
area joined Hoover. Hoover 
would provide them with police 
and fire protection, plus twice- 
weekly, back yard garbage pick 
up service.

Deer Springs residents petition

‘We want to be a part of 
somebody.’’ That statement 
made by a longtime resident of 
Deer Springs Estates, is indicative 
of Monday night’s Pelham City 

ouncil meeting. 

The major portion of the 
meeting was spent in discussion 
over the annexation of Deer 
Springs Estates, a subdivision of 
approximately 60 mobile homes 
located on the southeast side of 
county highway 11 (Simmsville 
Road). 

Roger Johnson, a resident of 
Deer Springs, presented a 
petition to the council containing 
the names of 34 families who 
favor the annexation. He said the 
major concern of the residents is 


fire protection. 

A major problem in annexing 
the division is that Alabaster 
water lines service the Deer 
Springs area. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway said 
that Pelham and Alabaster had 
not come to an agreement over 
the water tie-ins. 

Dunaway also told the residen- 
ts that Pelham required a 12% 
mill ad valorem tax. In return he 
told them, the city of Pelham 
could give them more water 
pressure, which would be impor- 
tant in case of fire; a better fire 
rating, which would in turn 
reduce their insurance premiums; 
free garbage pick-up twice 
weekly; and street maintenance. 

School zoning was another 


question brought before the 
council. Dunaway said that 
where the zones fall is completely 
the decision of the Shelby County 
Board of Education. 

Dunaway stated that the coun- 
cil ‘thas had several battles with 
the Board over this matter.’’ He 
further said that the council felt 
that children and families should 
have the option of going to 
Pelham schools if they lived in 
the Pelham city limits. 


After much discussion, a

Mr. Head was born on Dec. 
29, 1891 to Oliver Pickens Head 
and Mrs. Sarah Lee Thomas 
Head of Bibb County. 

He attended school in Mon- 
tevallo and entered Lincoln 
Memorial University in 
Harrogate, Tenn. where he 
graduated in 1915. 

During WWI he served in the 
81st Division of the U.S. Corp of 
Engineers in France. 

In 1921, he graduated from the 
University of Alabama Law 
School and set up his first law 
practice in Centreville. While in 
Centreville, he married Loretta 
George from Fairhope in 1923. 

Later he moved his law prac- 
tice to Miami, where his only son, 
Oliver P. Head of ‘Columbiana, 
was born. 

In 1932, Mr. Head moved his 
home to Columbiana where he 
has practiced law until his death.

Well, some would state in rebut- 
tal that the water in some areas of 
our country are fluoridated 
already by Mother Nature.

Townhouse request opposed

The project to build Altadena 
Manor Townhouses met renewed 
opposition and delay Monday 
night. 

Residents of the neighborhood 
on Caldwell Mill Road in north 
Shelby County again appeared 
before the county Planning Com- 
mission. 

Commissioners were hearing a 
request from Frank Lankford 
and developer Luke Evans to 
change the original plan of the 
subdivision from apartments to 
townhouses. 

The original plan was ap- 

roved in 1971, and under it, 

artments could still be built in 
the final sector of the develop- 
ment. 

However, residents are 
protesting the traffic that would 
pour onto Caldwell Mill Road 
from the one entrance road plan- 
ned for the development. 

Developers counter this 
argument by saying that if the 
planning commission approves 
the change to townhouses, there 
will be fewer housing units than if 
apartments were built. This will 
result in less traffic than there 
would be otherwise, they say. 

Both sides had their attorneys 
present, and discussions were 


carried on at length. 

Commission member Marvin 
Burnett said ‘‘I don’t see making 
a second mistake. If townhouses 
are put there, I want another 
street.’’ He noted that “If they’re 
going to put in apariiments, we 
have to go with it,’’ but he in- 
dicated that to win approval for 
the change, he would insist on 
another access street. 

Discussion centered for some 
time on the possibility of another 
street, but the developers said 
they could not afford to buy 
other property. A right of way 
through U.S. Steel property was 
discussed, and several persons at 
the meeting quoted a spokesman 
for the real estate section of U.S. 
Steel. 

Property owned by others 
nearby also entered into 
discussions. The matter was 
finally postponed until the next 
meeting so the commission could 
get in writing a statement from 
U.S. Steel as to their position in 
the matter. 

In other matters before the 
commission, preliminary plans 
for the fifth sector of Southern 
Pines on Highway 119 North 
were approved. A project on 
Brush Creek Farms on Highway 
26 was approved, and hearings 


Bills affect dogs, litter 


Steps are being taken that will 
change Shelby County ordinan- 
ces concerning littering and leash 
laws. 

A bill is being advertised that 
will require persons living in sub- 
divisions and communities that 
are in an unincorporated area to 
keep their dogs on a leash or in a 
pen. 

The law will apply to those 
areas where there are five or more 
houses located where less than 


200 feet separates each house. 

If the bill is inacted, any person 
who does not comply will be 
guilty of a misdemeanor.

without the law had experienced 
no legal problems. 

She mentioned that consistent 
enforcement was the key to suc- 
cess. “‘If we’re consistent,’’ she 
emphasized, ‘‘it (the adopted 
regulations) would stand up just 
as good in court.”’ 

The panel agreed that no 
decision be made without 
checking into the matter with the 
city attorney. 

Once again broaching the sub- 
ject of fire protection for residen- 
ts living outside the city limits, 
Councilman Wayne Lucas repor- 
ted that he had recently discussed 
the matter with city attorney Carl 
Harrison. 

Because of the liability factor, 
Harrison was hesitant about 
drawing up such a document, 
Lucas said. The matter is being 
pursued, however, and the Fire 
and Police Commissioner related 
that a lawyer with the league of 
Municipalities had agreed to send 
some sample copies of contracts. 

Residents living one and a half 
miles outside the city limits are 
now being provided with free fire 
protection. If a truck breaks 
down, however, the cost is borne 
by residents of the city. 

Fire Chief John Cochran noted 
that the city needed to take some 
action, pointing out that in 1980 
the city’s jurisdiction would be 
extended to a three mile radius. 
This would be due to the increase 
in population, (Over 6,000). 

Because of the protection 
provided to non-residents by the 
Alabaster Fire Department, 
Cochran said their rating was an 
8. He noted that on a $60,000 
home this would mean a2 $300 a 
year difference in insurance bet- 
ween an 8 and a 10 (no protec- 
tion). 

“I think that everyone who 
benefits from a service should be 
required to pay their fair share,’’ 
Cochran said. 

Reporting that the city’s new

At Oak Mountain 
Lifeguard saves two 


by David Moore 

When Jim Richards went to 
work last Thursday he had no 
idea he would save a life--much 
less two lives. The 23 year old 
business major, who is working 
towards his teaching certificate in 
physical education, is one of six 
University of Montevallo studen- 
ts life guarding at Oak Mountain 
State Park this summer. 


A fair sized crowd had turned 
out that day to swim and bask in 
the sun. The bright lazy morning 
passed uneventfully. 

Shortly after 12:30 Richards 
heard a call from two teenage 
boys splashing in the lake some 
20 yards from shore. At first they 
appeared to be just playing. Then 
one went under and did not come 
back up. 

Richards and another guard hit 
the water fast. He got there first, 
but the boy in trouble was not in 
sight. He dove quickly, groping 
in the murky water. Three feet 
under he spotted the victim, 
grabbed him and popped back to 
the surface. 

‘“*Thank you! 


Thank you! 


Thank you!” sputtered the 15 
year old victim, Walter Hender- 
son, as Richards helped him to 
the beach. 

Richards administered oxygen 
from a bottle kept for such 
emergencies. According to one 
Pelham paramedic who arrived 
on the scene a few minutes later, 
had Henderson remained under 
water another 30 seconds, the 
oxygen bottle would have been of 
no use, 

‘*That was the first person I 
ever saved,”’ Richards told the 
Reporter after the ambulance left 
with Henderson for Shelby 
Memorial Hospital. Henderson 
was released later that afternoon. 

Jim Richards did not know it, 
but his day was only half over, 
and his next rescue would be an 
even closer call. It happened 
about 4:15 p.m. 


When a group of people star- 
ted yelling hysterically, Richards 
was working the cash register on 
the boardwalk. He ran down the 
boardwalk and dashed across the 
beach to where 14 month old 
Terry Watford was laying face- 


down ona quilt. 

The baby had somehow fallen 
in the water. He was not 
breathing and his parents were 
hysterical. 

Lisa Holloway, another life 
guard, was applying pressure to 
the baby’s back. When she tur- 
ned him over, his eyes stared 
blankly at the anxious faces. He 
still was not breathing. 


“I started mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation and kept on,’’ 
Richards said. ‘‘It was about ten 
breaths before I got any response 
at all. A nurse out at the beach 
came and assisted us. I got a few 
signs--heaving noises. I knew 
when the eyes started blinking he 
was coming around.’’ 


Richards estimated that the 
baby had not been breathing for 
2-3 minutes. When the breathing 


‘finally came it was sporadic. He 


rigged a make-shift oxygen tent 
with a bag and gave the baby air 
from the ozygen bottle used 
earlier on Henderson. 

‘‘The paramedics (Rick Miller 


and Danny Endress), who made 
their second run to the park from 
Pelham that day) were very fast 
getting here,’’ Richards recalled. 
When the baby’s condition 
stabilized, he was taken to 
Children’s Hospital. 


“I called the hospital (Thur- 
sday night) and they said he was 
just there for observation,’’ 
Richards said. 

Jim Richards is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Lloyd G. Richards of 
Cahaba Heights. He received his 
first Red Cross certification in 
1977, and started life guarding at 
Oak Mountain in May. 


The night before his big day at 
the pa-k, Richards rode around 
with a friend who works nights 
for an ambulance company. ‘“‘It 
sorta got my mind into how they 
work. My friend’s really calm 
and under control when there’s 
an emergency,’’ the life guard 
explained. 

And what does Jim Richards 


think of his big day at work? “lg

On last tour 
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Principals show schools

Trustees of Shelby County 
schools concluded a series of 
tours Wednesday when they 
toured schools in Pelham, River- 
chase, Helena and Chelsea. 

The tours, organized by 
Superintendent-elect Charles 
Knowles, were to give the trustees 
an overall perspective of 
facilities, curricula and pressing 
problems in each county school. 

Pelham High School, built in 
1975, was the first school on the 
Wednesday tour. Principal Ed 
Belue led the trustees through the 
school. 

Belue told trustees he hoped 
that someday Pelham High 
would be a ccmprehensive high 
school, including vocational 
education. 

The school presently has one 
industrial arts teacher, but Belue 
hopes to eventually employ a 
total of four. 

“The way that education costs 
are rising, a teacher has to be able 
to do more than one thing. More 
and more, I’m looking for 
teachers who can do several 
things. For instance, | would like 
to hire an industrial arts teacher 
who could also assistant coach,”’ 
Belue told trustees. 

Pelham High School is depar- 
tmentalized, Belue explained. All 
science courses are taught in one 
wing, while all English classes are 
held in another wing. Belue said 
that this is convenient when he 
schedules classes each year. 

Regretfully Belue told trustees 
that Pelham High will not offer a 
physics course next year. He said 
that there were not enough 
students enrolled in the course to 
justify an entire class being for- 
med. 

The school will offer Spanish 
and French language classes, next 
year according to Belue. 

Energy efficiency was cited as a 
problem at Pelham High due to 
the large amounts of glass in- 
cluded in the architectural design. 

The recently renovated Helena 
Elementary School was next on 
the trustees’ tour. B. W. Bram- 
blett, who became principal in 
1968, led the tour. 

Founded in 1927, the school 
looks almost new after 1976 
renovations. Assistant superin- 
tendent, Ted Lansford explained 
to the trustees the criteria the cen- 
tral office uses in determining 
whether to renovate or rebuild.

“If it is possible to renovate at 
half the price of rebuilding, we 
renovate,”’ Lansford said. 

Bramblett said that the 
school’s PTA is a strong one, 
raising between six and seven 
thousand dollars a year for the 
school. 

Next on the tour of schools was 
the newly constructed Riverchase 
Middle School. Principal Bobby 
Anderson guided the trustees 
through the new building. 

The facility, designed by ar- 
chitects, Renneker, Smith and 
Kirkwood, cost $2.25 million. 

This year was the first year the 
school was used, and Anderson 
said he was pleased with the 
year’s progress. 

A major problem cited at the 
Riverchase school was the lack of 
a large number of books in the 
library. 

Valley elementary on Hwy 31 
in Pelham was the next school on 
the tour. Principal at the Valley 
school is Norma Rogers. 

Rogers told trustees that last 
year the school enrolled 1067 and 
expects to enroll close to 1100 
students next year in grades kin- 
dergarten through five. 


According to the Board of 
Education’s central office 
representatives, more than 600 
children is too large for an 
enrollment for an elementary 
school. 

The school has been annexed 
twice and now has 10 additional 
trailer/classrooms on the North 
wing. 

The PTO at Valley is one of the 
school’s strongest assets, accor- 
ding to Rogers. The PTO has 
fully air-conditioned the 
building, purchased carpet for 
many rooms, raised money for 
the library, added on a teacher’s

lounge, built a small gymnasium, 
and provided volunteer aides for 
the teachers. 

The most recent project of the 
PTO has been the construction of 
a “‘learn-in-nature’’ playground. 
Rogers said that the area required 
many hours of volunteer efforts | 
by parents and children. 

Chelsea High School was the 
final stop on the Wednesday 
tour. Principal Brad Stephens 
told the trustees that the school is 
the only one in the county which 
houses kindergarten through 
grade twelve. 

One of the major problems 
cited by Stephens was the small 
cafeteria. According to Stephens, 
the cafeteria will serve 500 people 
comfortably. The school has 
1000 students and three kin- 
dergarten classes. 

Stephens also said that the 
school was desperately in need of 
new desks. 

Stephens stressed that the 
Chelsea school is the only county 
school which does not receive a 
grant from acity. 

Stephens also recommended 
that there needs to be a separate 
high school built in Chelsea. Ac- 
cording to Stephens the school 
was Originally built to be an 
elementary and junior high 
school. 

The newest addition at Chelsea 
was the bandroom in 1977.

The sycamore, or fig-mulberry, is 
prevalent in Egypt and in Palestine. 
Not only does it afford a delightful 
shade, but the sycamore also has 
edible fruit. The sycamore tree 
mentioned in Luke 19:1-10 bore 
special fruit, for it bore the fruit of a 
changed life, in a man called 
Zacchaeus. 

Zacchaeus could not see Jesus for 
the crowd. (v. 3) Sadly, Jesus is 
literally crowded out of people’s lives 
today by worldliness. James stated, 
‘Ye adulterers and adulteresses, 
know ye not that the friendship of the 
world is enmity with God?’’ (James 
4:4) We are urged, ‘‘Love not the 
world, neither the things that are in 
the world," lest we have not the love 
of God. (I John 2:15-17) No man can 
serve both Christ and Satan. 
(Matthew 6:24) Jesus is also 
crowded out of peoples’ lives today 
by man’s plans of salvation. Jesus 
said, ‘‘But in vain do they worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men,’’ (Matthew 
15:9) Jesus is also crowded out of 
peoples’ lives by indifference. Like 
Laodicea, they are lukewarm; Christ 
will spew them out of His mouth.

(Isaiah 
55:6,7) “Behold, today is the day of 
salvation.’’ (II Corinthians 6:2)

tial reduction in travel as one way 
to decrease expenses. As a result 
of the order, mileage per day 
dropped from 1,430 in January 
to 370 in April. 

Electrical consumption in 
May, 1979, decreased more than 
10 per cent from the May, 1978 
consumption--from 655,200 
kilowatt hours (kwh) to 585,600 
kwh. 

According to Jeanetta Keller, 
director of UM’s Environmental 
and Energy Education Center, 
the reduction not only saved UM 
$207 in ‘‘real’’ dollars, but 
helped the university avoid spen- 
ding $2,450 more that they would 
have paid at higher rates if con- 
sumption had remained the same. 

May natural gas consumption 
fell for the second straight year, 


from 6,582,000 thousand cubic 
feet (mcf) in May, 1977, to 
4,190,000 mcf in May, 1978, and 
to 3,928,000 mcf last month. The 
May, 1979, charges to the univer- 
sity represented a cost avoidance 
savings of $3,315. But since rates 
have increased, total charges in- 
creased, even with the substantial 
reduction in consumption. 


Last year, UM officials started 
a program that included selecting 
building energy use monitors, 
establishing a campus-wide 
evergy conservation committee, 
consolidating classes, adding new 
insulation and resetting ther- 
mostat settings. The committee’s 
recommendations have led to 
consistent decreases in energy 
consumption. 


Gasoline storage tricky 


With motorists becoming more

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Outdoor fish aud game recipes 


For Better Hunting and Fishing 


by Earl Kennamer 


Fish and game recipes seem to 
be most popular with many 
readers, especially with those 
who don’t use rod or gun. I am 
stopped every week in stores or 
on the street for some suggestions 
on cooking venison, or fish, or 
use of herbs in game and fish 
dishes. 

Since we’re in the middle of 
fishing season, I’m offering my 
recipe for hushpuppies. I’m the 
type who wants to throw any end 
everything in the pot that will 
provide the best in flavor. So I 
take the usual recipe and modify 
it, to wit: 1c. cornmeal, 4 t. salt, 
1 t. baking powder, % c. milk, % 
c. chopped onion, | egg, (I then 
add about a cup of coarsely 
grated rat or cheddar cheese). 

Mix dry ingredients, then milk,

egg, onion and cheese. Form in 
golf ball or smaller size. Drop in- 
to hot cooking oil after you have 
fried your fish. Fry 5-6 minutes 
or until golden brown and crisp. 
Drain on paper towel. Serves 4-6. 
You may have to vary milk and 
cornmeal to get the puppies to 
stick together. 

Odd, isn’t it, that we in 
Alabama have not been univer- 
sally exposed to quality seafood 
dishes, such as bouillabaisse. 
Possibly the reason is that we 
have only two counties sticking 
out into salt water. 

Bouillabaisse is a _ highly 
seasoned fish stew I have enjoyed 
the few times it was available on a 
menu along the coast. It’s 
crowded with different kinds of 
shellfish, several varieties of 
seafish, but I think its main 
flavor quality is established by 
the fish stock it contains. I’ve 
produced my own chicken and

beef stocks from scratch for 
many years simply because I 
learned from my army oc- 
cupation days with the French 
and Germans how stocks enhance 
flavors of soups, sauces and 
stews. 

During the war years one of my 
favorite dishes was bean soup, 
the main ingredient of which is 
ham stock. To recapture that old 
aroma and taste I recently made 
some ham stock from a country 
cured pepper coated hambone 
with some of the meat attached. I 
followed the recipe in my old ar- 
my technical manual, RECIPES, 
TM 10-412. It’s a collector’s item 
now. (You won’t find ham stock 
recipe in just any cookbook!) 
Then I soaked big dried limas and 
made crackling cornbread. Two 
friends ate with me and they went 
back for seconds. ‘‘You’re a 
good cook. Never had dried but- 
terbeans that tasted this good 
before!’’ one of them declared. I 
told him the cooking expertise 
was incidental. The secret was the 
stock. 

When I make venison stew I 
always try to substitute beef stock 
for part of the liquid. The same 
goes for left-over wild turkey cut 
into small pieces and cooked ina 
turkey pie with chopped-up hard 
cooked eggs and a crust on top. 
Chicked stock reinforces the 
flavor. My wife uses canned 


chicken soup when we’re out of 
stock. I use stock for half the 
water when boiling brown rice, 
and stock is the best liquid for 
pany gravy after frying doves, 
quail, fried chicken. 

The point is this: you want the 
maximum in flavor and this takes 
some deep digging for the best 
recipes. I haven't tried fish stock 
or fumet yet, but the main reason 
is that I haven’t been able to get 
really fresh seafish and shellfish, 
which is a must for bouillabaisse. 
You also need a great variety. 

Some fish food gourmets 
prefer a peppy seafood sauce 
with their catfish and bluegilles, 
crappie and bass instead of just 
relying on the customary catsup. 

Here’s a peppy seafood sauce 
from U.S. Dept. of the Interior’s 
OOUTDOOR FISH COOKER 
folder: 4% c. catsup, % c. chili 
sauce, 3 T. lemon juice, | T. hor- 
seradish, 1 T. mayonnaise or 
salad dressing, 1 t. Worcester- 
shire sauce, 4 t. grated onion, % 
t. salt, 3 drops tabasco, dash 
pepper. Combine all ingredients. 
Chill. Makes about 1% cups 
sauce. Serves six. Now I usually 
spice up my own sauce which is 
the above with a T. each of finely 
chopped chives, green pepper, 
celery anda % t. dry mustard. 

For your own satisfaction, you 
simply have to creat your own 
recipt!

The wheezing and labored 
breathing of asthma are not 
always caused by an overabun- 
dance of ragweed, says a specia- 
list in pulmonary diseases at The 
University of Alabama in Bir- 
mingham. The provocation could 
be a fight with your mother, a 
brisk morning jog, or something 
in the air at work. 

Dr. Ben Branscomb, a 
professor of medicine at UAB, 
says, ‘‘probably only a quarter of 
he more than six million cases of 

Oshima in the.country are purely 
allergic reactions. 

‘Many are provoked by a 
chemical irritation from 
something in the sufferers’ work 
environments--for example, 
meat-wrappers breathe’ in 
hydrochloric acid and phosgene 
released when they cut plastic 
wrap with a hot wire. 

“Other people have attacks 
that are spurred by strenuous 
exercise or emotion. Although 
these aren’t the base causes, they 
can have an effect on people with 
‘twitchy bronchi,’’ he continues. 

‘Basically, asthma is the 
episodic narrowing of the large 
and small airways. It may reverse 
spontaneously or with the aid of 
medication. In people with 
hypersensitive airways--or twit- 
chy bronchi--an attack can be 
initiated fairly easily.” 

Dr. Branscomb explains that 
the size of bronchial airways is 
controlled by a balance between 
chemicals in the body. ‘We have 
some very effective drug 
therapies that function by con- 
trolling these chemical path- 
ways,”’ he says. 

Dr. Branscomb says asthma 
problems may be minimized by 
staying away from substances or 


Ghocks | that seem to provoke 


attacks. But the most important 
thing, he says, is to take 
medication correctly. 


“Since asthma medication 
works on the principle of balan- 
cing chemicals in the body, it is 
extremely important to take only 
the medication prescribed by 
your present doctor, and not to 
take any over-the-counter 
medication unless he or she tells 
you to. This is because the 
medications could work on dif- 
ferent chemicals. If you take 


some of your old medicine 
because you know it helped you 
before, you might completely 
cancel out what your present 
medication can be doing for 
you.”’ 

The third component of treat- 
ment, the UAB physician con- 
cludes, is the long term 
management of the disease and 
the related complications. 
‘Asthma sufferers need to un- 
derstand their disease so they 
won’t panic when an attack oc- 
curs. Some people are reluctant 
to question their physicians 
because they don’t want to ap- 
pear ignorant, but the doctor is 
there to help them understand 
how to handle their disease."’

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Gifted students face 


variety of problems 


in many classrooms 


In a small Alabama town a 
bored second grade girl sits alone 
in the school library every day, 
reading all day without super- 
vision, she is referred to as a 
behavior problem. 

But the reason the little girl is 
alone in the library is significant. 
The principal placed her there 
because, at the age of eight, she 
had completed the school’s 
curriculum through the sixth 
grade. Since the school was 
unable to respond to this child’s 
needs, she was assigned to the 
library to teach herself. 

This true situation, says Dr. 
Gayle Gear of The University of 
Alabama in Birmingham School 
of Education, ‘‘reveals two 
problems concerning gifted 
children. First, many teachers do 
not feel prepared to teach gifted 
children and are often unaware 
of the services available for them 
and for gifted children. Second, 
many believe gifted children do 
not need assistance. This is un- 
fortunate, because gifted children 
need, as do all children, 
challenging schoolwork and 
proper guidance and super- 
vision.”’ 

This lack of understanding also 
may be a problem in the com- 
munity. ‘‘There seems to be some 
reluctance to insist on special 
education for gifted children, 
possible based on a fear of 
creating an elitist group within 
the schools. But I encourage 
teachers and parents to consider 
the impact of educational neglect 
of these children. Intellectual 
challenge is essential to children’s 
academic progress, as well as to 
their personal adjustment.”’ 

Despite these misconceptions 
and hesitancies, state public 
school systems are required under 
the provisions of the Alabama 
Exceptional Child Education Act 
to provide appropriate education 
for the special individualized 
learning needs of every gifted 
child. 

‘*Appropriate education’ 
doesn’t necessarily require taking 
the child out of the classroom 


and away from his friends,’’ says 
Dr. Gear. 
‘Special instruction can 


usually be provided in resource 
rooms. Teachers may modify the 
regular curriculum, or may ob- 
tain other necessary services. In 
some instances, accelerated 
classes are needed. The goal of all 
these techniques is to provide a 
sufficiently challenging school 
program.”’ 

**We should insist on proper 
education throughout the grades, 
but it is crucial that gifted 
children be identified early in 
their school careers,’’ says Dr. 
Gear. Consequently, parents 
should assist in the early iden- 
tification of precocious 
children.”’ 

Early signs of special ability in 
children include: walking and 
talking early, extensive 
vocabularies and enjoyment of 
playing with words, interest in 
books and other reading 
material, learning to read at age 
three or four without begin 
taught. Gifted children may feel 
comfortable with and make 
friends easily with older children. 

How completely the 
requirements of the Act are 
fulfilled depend both on early 
recognition of the children’s 
ability and on the availability of 
teachers skilled in working with 
them. Dr. Gear directs a teacher- 
training program at UAB for 
specialists in the education of gif- 
ted children. 

The curriculum for teachers of 
the gifted at UAB--which presen- 
tly offers both the master’s 
degree and specialist cer- 
tification--gives students ex- 
perience in assessment of gifted 
children, in curricula develop- 
ment and counseling, and in ad- 
vocacy activities, as well as in- 
service teaching experience. 

Developing a case study of a 
gifted child is probably one of the 
most beneficial experiences of the 
training program, says Dr. Gear. 
After a child is referred to the 
assessment program at UAB, an 
education student is assigned to 
follow that child through all the 
testing, interviews, and 
discussions that are used to iden- 
tify his aptitudes and interests, 
After an intellectual profile of the 
child is complete, Dr. Gear and 
the student will discuss the special 


needs of the child with his paren- 
ts. 

Although the service can be 
provided only on a limited basis 
because of staff considerations, 
Dr. Gear encourages interested 
people to contact the program or 
the Alabama Association for the 
Talented and Gifted (ALATAG). 
‘The work ahead is of monstrous 
proportions,’’ concludes Dr. 
Gear. ‘‘We estimate there are 
probably 23,000 gifted children 
in Alabama schools now--and 
only 6,000 of them have been 
identified and guided into ap- 
propriate education.”’

skidder for 
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Aid money causes confusion 


but elderly get assistance 


Editor’s Note: This article is 
one in a series on the programs 
and services of the Alabama 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. 


Gary Cooper says monetary 
aid for elderly and disabled 
adults is available in so many dif- 
ferent forms, that the general 
public often gets them confused. 

‘Even some elderly recipients 
who receive several forms of aid 
often do not know which check is 
which,’’ said Cooper. Com- 
missioner of the State Depar- 
tment of Pensions and Security. 


Three primary types of money 
aid to adults in need in Alabama 
are the federal programs of 
Social Security and Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI), both of 
which are administered by the 
Social Security Administration, 
and adult supplementation 
programs administered by the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. Social Security checks 
are green, SSI checks are gold 
and all checks issued by the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security are pink, said Cooper. 

Adult supplementation 
programs administered by Pen- 
sions and Security are Old Age 
Pensions (OAP), Aid to the Blind 
(AB), and Aid to the Permanen- 
tly and Totally Disabled (APTD). 
The programs are funded entirely 
with state money, said Cooper. 

These state programs were the 
primary source of income for 
many of the states elderly or 
disabled people before implemen- 
tation of the SSI program in 
January 1974. 

When the SSI program began, 
federal law mandated that the 
states supplement any recipient 
whose SSI check was less than 
he/she had received in December 
1973. 


Old Age Pensions is by far the 
larger of the three state 
programs. Available to persons 
over 65 who meet the economic 
requirements, OAP had just un- 
der 16,000 recipients last year, 
and the average monthly 
payment was just over $52 per 
recipient. Aid to the Permanently 
and Totally Disabled is available 


to persons between 18 and 65 
who are disabled and qualify 
economically. There were about 
3,500 cases last year, and the 
average monthly payment was 
about $73. Last year, there were 
never more than 175 cases of Aid 
to the Blind at any one time. The 
Average payment per case was 
$50 per month. 

Cooper pointed out that the 
amount of money that one of 
these recipients receives depends 
on the size of his SSI check. ‘*The 
closer the SSI payment comes to 
meeting a client’s recognized 


needs, the smaller the state check 
will be,”” he explained. He added 
that a person must apply for SSI 
and be approv:d before he can 
apply for any of the state 
programs. 

Regular Social Security is 
largely unrelated to any of these 
other programs, said Cooper, ex- 
cept for the fact that it is a source 
of income which might determine 
eligibility for the other programs. 
Eligibility for regular Social 
Security, unlike that for the other 
programs, is not based on 
economic need.

Dentist’s corner 


Don’t blame teeth 
for physical ills

Do infected teeth cause ar- 
thritis, bursitis, etc.? 

Many dentists and physicians 
theorized in favor of this thinking 
in the past--some still do--but 
today it is generally accepted by 
most that ‘‘bad teeth’’ do not 
cause pain in distant areas of the 
body. Of course, teeth in poor 
condition, or infected, can cause 
pain in the ear, face and head, 
and this is due to the proximity. 

In recent years it has not been 
unusual to have multiple- 
extractions recommended, in the 
hope that other health problems 
would be somehow solved. Of- 
ten, after several, or all of the 
suspect teeth were removed, 
patients would report seemingly 
miraculous **cures’’ of 
backaches, joint pains, bursitis 
and the like. Unfortunately, the 
relief was usually short-lived “id, 
when pains returned, valuable 
time had been lost that could 


have been used by the patient’s 
physician to arrive at the true 
causes. 

In the majority of cases, the 
patient attributing the bulk of his 
medical problems to his teeth is 
laboring under a misconception, 
and postponing medical attention 
he may sorely need. This is not to 
say, however, that teeth in poor 
condition will never cause 
problems. For example, if teeth 


are sore, decayed and/or infect- 
ed, the patient cannot chew his 
food properly, Then, the 
stomach has to attempt to do part 
of the job the teeth should have 
done, thus causing stress and 
overworking of the entire 
digestive system; discomfort, to 
say the least, is highly probable. 

Today more than ever before, 
teeth that would have been ex- 
tracted without question just a 
few years ago can be saved. 
People who put off going to the 
dentist because they feel teeth 
may have to be extracted anyway, 
(so, what’s the rush?), may take 
heart and be encouraged. There is 
a good chance their teeth may be 
saved, and whenever a natural 
tooth can be saved, that’s the 
thing to do! 

Remember the old saying, 
““procrastination is the thief of 
time?’’ 

It’s also the ‘‘thief of teeth!”’

Foreigners owning land 
in county must register 


Farmland owned by foreigners 
must be registered with the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS). 

Tommy Baker, chairman of 
the Shelby County ASC Commit- 
tee, said Aliens who owned or 
held a five percent interest in land 
on Feb. 1, 1979, must report 
ownership by Aug. 1, 1979. 

“Those acquiring land after 
Feb. 1, 1979, must report the 
transfer within 90 days.’’ Failure 
to report could result in a fine of 
up to 25 percent of the property’s 
fair market value, he said. 

Farmland is considered any 
tract of more than one acre now 
in agriculture, forestry or timber 
production. Idle land used for 
agriculture within the past five 
years must also be reported. In- 
terest means any right title or 
legal share of ownership in far- 
mland, such as partnership, 
trusts, estates, or shares in a cor- 
poration that owns farmland. 

According to Baker, a survey 
conducted last year by the U.S. 
Senate Committee on 
Agriculture, Forestry and 
Nutrition showed that 825,543 
acres of U.S. farmland were pur- 
chased by foreign investors 
during the 18 months ending 
June 30, 1978. 

As of June 1, 1979, foreigners 
have reported ownership of 
1,613 acres of Shelby County 
tarmiand. 

Individuals or companies that 
specilize in land holdings, land 
transfers, Or management ser-

The steady population growth of 
Shelby County has brought about 
continued renovation and new 
construction of school buildings in 
recent years, 

A trustees’ tour of all the 
schools during the last two weeks 
revealed the extent of change that 
has occurred in the county school 
system since the population ex- 
plosion began about 15 years ago. 

The Shelby County Reporter at- 
tended the three days of tours, and 
conducted additional research to 
present the following summary of 
information about the status of 
each school in the system: 


. Calera High School 


Originally built in 1927, 
renovated in 1935, 1955, 1959, 
1963, 1964, and rebuilt in 1977; 
contains 89,668 sq. ft.; situated 
on 12 acres of property in down- 
town Calera; grades 6-12; 
enrollment last year, 477; 
teachers next year, 25; fully air- 
conditioned and carpeted; library 
contains 16 books per student;

A final report on federal 
protection of the Cahaba, 
however, is being withheld until 
the Heritage Conservation and 
Recreation Service can prepare 
alternative plans for protection in 
conjunction with the EPA and 
Forest Service. 

The announcement of the 
Cahaba’s disqualification came 
Monday in Washington by U.S. 
Rep. John Buchanan of Bir- 
mingham. Buchanan said that the 
Cahaba River Commission, 
however, would be a likely choice 
for alternative protection, and 
that federal aid will probably be 
made available. 


Executive director of the 
Alabama Conservancy, John 
Randolph, told the Reporter that 
Buchanan’s announcement is 
“‘really sort of like the forest and 
the trees. You really can’t see the 
true situation.’’ Randolph and 
the Conservancy, along with the 
Audubon Society have played 
key roles in the attempt to save

chutist landed in a tree, too, only 
the branch broke and dropped 
him in a swamp. 

Both men were all right, and 
following parachutists who jum- 
ped from the Huey helicopter had 
a little better luck in fighting the 
stiff breeze and at least landed on 
the airstrip. 

Two aerobatic acts were per- 
formed by Jim Fulbright and 
Greer Parramore in Pitts SIS 
biplanes. The red and white Pitts, 
sporting 17-foot wing spans, 
demonstrated to the crowds why 
they are the top aerobatic planes 
in the world. 

Buzzing over the airport at 
about 200 mph and not more 
than a few hundred feet off the 
ground, the Pitts would do up to 
seven consecutive rolls. Climbing 
to several thousand feet, the 
small planes would then go into a 
hammerhead stall, a maneuver in 
which the airplane actually hangs 
suspended on its prop, vertical in 
the air, before tumbling into a 
power dive. 

Perhaps the most ‘‘death 
defying’’ act the Pitts pilots per- 
formed was the Lomchevox, 
where the plane plummets toward 
the ground wing-over-wing, tail- 
over-nose, totally out of control. 
Somehow, order is made of this 
chaotic fall and the pilot regains 
control. 

“‘Not to sound corny,’’ 
Fulbright told the Reporter after 
his flight, ‘‘but there’s alwavs 
that chance that you won’t be 
coming back home.”’ 

He pointed out that the ‘‘stun- 
ts’? are actually precision 
mancuvers, and that this is one of 
the reasons he flies aerobatics. 
**It’s being able to do something 
that 99.9% of these other pilots 
can’t.’’ Fulbright is one of the 
nation’s top competitors in ad- 
vanced class aerobatic com- 
petition. 

Two of the vintage WWII 
planes flying at the show were a 
P-51 Mustang and a silver AT6

as it roared down the runway is a

No one act stole the air show, 
but the two stub-winged Grum- 
man F8F-2 Bearcats came close. 
The two mint condition fighters, 
built in 1949, were painted bright 
metallic, royal blue. With a 
cough of blue smoke, the 2500 
horsepower fighters flew into ac- 
tion twice during the show. 

Bearcat pilots Chub Smith and 
Bubba Beal of Knoxville made 
numerous flybys of the airport, 
thundering down from the skies, 
low, and disappearing behind the 
trees on the far side of the run- 
way. 


Among the other interesting 
sights at the air show were two 
radio-controlled model planes, 
one designed as a flying lawn 
mower, the other as a flying stop 
sign. 

Other acts and displays at the 
show included a Skycrane 
helicopter (looking something 
like a giant insect) lifting an army 
truck, a model biplane radio- 
controlled dogfight, a WWII 
navy divebomber, several ex- 
perimental airplanes and an an- 
tique Jenny biplane.

Strike gears down

After more than a two-week 
shutdown, most local indepen- 
dent truckers are once again run- 
ning their rigs. 

Shelby County independent 
truckers staged their protest on 
Highway 25 in front of the Pit 
Restaurant, outside Calera near 
I-65. The truckers began 
discussing going home Thursday 
night, and were gone by Friday. 

According to a waitress at The 
Pit, and Trooper Cp! Billy Brad- 
shaw, the truckers picked up all 
the trash in front of the 
restaurant and across the high- 
way before leaving. 

The most immediate benefit 
recognized by the truckers came 
with the defeat of Governor 
James’ fuel tax in the legislature. 
The tax would have added an ad- 
ditional 4¢ per gallon to the cost 
of gas and diesel fuel. 

James Blackmon, who was in- 
strumental in coordinating 
Shelby County’s _ striking 
truckers, says the defeat of the 
tax will save him about $80 a day. 
Blackmon, of Blackmon and Bice 
Trucking out of Montevallo, runs 
a 20 truck operation. 

Blackmon’s trucks 
rolling Tuesday morning. 

Of the truckers in Shelby 
County that shut down, Black- 
mon says ‘‘Most of them were 
ready to go back to work.” 

The truckers were protesting 
the escalating cost of diesel fuel, 
the lack of standard weight and 
length restrictions and the 55 
mph speed limit. Many truckers 
were making hauls that lost them 
money. 

Though none of the truckers’ 
demands have yet been met. 
Blackmon says he is confident at

least some of them will be. 
‘*They're working on it and I 
think we’re going to get some of 
them.”’ 

A meeting of the Independent 
Truckers Association in Bir- 
mingham Tuesday night was at- 
tended by Blackmon and a 
delegation of Shelby County 
truckers. Governor’s aide 
Reuben Finney, who has been 
appointed to work with state 
truckers, attended the meeting. 

‘‘We’re trying to do anything 
we can do on the state level for 
the benefit of truckers,’’ Finney 
told the Reporter Tuesday mor- 
ning in an interview. 

Finney said he looked upon the 
return of Blackmon’s trucks as a 
significant development in the 
Shelby County area.

Gasoline tax vetoed 


The three members of the 
Alabama House of Represen- 
tatives from Shelby County voted 
**No”’ to Governor Fob James’ 
proposed four cents tax on 
gasoline last week. 


In other business from the state 
legislature; 

Rep. Sonny Moore told the 
Reporter no local Shelby County 
bills have yet been acted upon. 


He thinks it will be next to im- 
possible to get those now being 
advertised enacted into law, 
because of the time limits. 

If the proposed sales tax bills 
pass the legislature, the people of 
the county will have the oppor- 
tunity to vote on whether or not 
they favor a one cent county-wide 
sales tax. The tax would bring in 
about $2 million per year, Moore 
said, if the voters approve. 


County loan finalized 


Final steps were taken at Mon- 
day’s County Commission 
meeting for the county to borrow 
$430,000. 

The loan was underwritten by 
the First National Bank of 
Columbiana and the Central 
Bank of Birmingham at an in- 
terest rate of 6.25%, 

The Shelby Bank of Pelham 


had also offered to underwrite 
the loan at last Friday’s Com- 
mission meeting. 

As reported earlier, the loan 
was necessary to finance the 
county through the remainder of 
the fiscal year ending September 
30 and the expected revenue 
sharing funds for next year were 
used as collateral.

This is a story about a nickel. 
If you’re my age you can remem- 
ber when a nickel was something. 
You could buy a big candy bar 
with it years ago. Or get in the 
picture show if you were little. 
Later on, with a depression in full 
blossom, you could buy a sack of 
golden grain for a nickel and 
smoke on it half a week. You 
could get a nickel’s worth of 
hoop cheese and two copper’s 
worth of crackers and spend 
twenty minutes in total bliss, and 
if you could skull up another 
nickel you could get asoft drink 
to wash it down. 

When you hired out, like cut- 
ting grass or toting in coal or 
working in the garden, the going 
rate was two nickels an hour or 
Just a nickel for half an hour. But 
you couldn’t always find a job 
even at those prices so that a guy 
did his very best when one came 
along, lest some other guy wound 
up with it the next time around. 

There were dozens of things 
you could buy at the store for a 
nickel. And dozens of things you 
could buy off a peddler’s wagon, 
who came around every day 
during the summer, his wagon 
loaded down with garden stuff. 


It was on a _ Thursday 
somewhere around 1919 on a hot 
summer day with a cloud coming 
up and lightening playing in the 
sky and thunder roaring. We 
were sitting on the back porch at 
Tom Walton’s wooden store, a 
sort of loading porch with a tin 
top. There were three teams hit- 
ched in the yard behind the store, 


one pair of droopy-eyed oxen 
with slabs of fat pine still on the 
dray, and a team of mules hit- 
ched close to the porch, and a 
team of horses a peddler left un- 
der a tall elm while he went inside 
to trade. 

Early that morning, before the 
sun got too hot, we had worked 
in Mrs. McMillan’s yard and she 
had paid us with a domminecker 
friar that we had brought down 
town and swapped to Mr. Walton 
for a sack of candy and a water- 
melon. That’s why we were there, 
sitting on the porch eating our 
watermelon, and why we were 
still there twenty minutes later 
when the peddler came out of the 
store and stood on the porch and 
listened to the rain pelting the tin 
roof. 

Another man came out in a 
minute and said: “You don’ 
want to get out in this rain.’’ 

The peddler looked up at the 
sky. ‘‘Might as well. A little rain 
don’t hurt a body this time of 

Whitey Williams came out and 
started stacking sacks of 
groceries on the porch close 
against the wall. He’d stop now 
and then and look at the sky and 
go back to his stacking. 

The peddler wrapped his 
overall jacket close around his 
neck and started to leave. 

**You better wait,’’ the other 
said. . 

“T’ll go on,”’ the peddler said. 
**I got to go by the depot before I 
start home. There’s a lady out 
there who owes me a nickel and 
I'll have to go By and get it.”’

Seat remains vacant

The Pelham city council will 
probably play out the remainder 
of its term with an incomplete 
team, 

Pelham Mayor Burk Dunaway 
said that the council seat vacated 
last May by Leslie Todhunter 
will, in all likelihood, remain 
empty until the 1980 elections. 
Dunaway explained that since 
very few controversial issues are 
expected, and voting seldom 
results in a tie, he is not overly 
concerned about the vacant seat. 

Todhunter suffered a stroke in 
May, 1978. He is 41 years old. 

“*I was going to try and hold on 
to my council seat because the 
people chose me for it,’” Todhun- 
ter told the Reporter. Because of 


his health, however, he ‘‘thought 
the best thing to do would be to 
step out, though I didn’t want 
to.”" 

Todhunter reported he has 
been feeling better recently and 
would have probably been back 
at the council by now. ‘‘But 
that’s not the way it happened,” 
he said. 

Todhunter, who moved to 
Alabaster after last April’s 
floodings, says he plans to return 
to Pelham. 

Of the 1980 council elections, 
Todhunter discloses, *‘I have not 
discounted running again.”’ 

The present Pelham city coun- 
cil is composed of Ray Hamilton, 
Roy Jowers, Willard Payne and 
John Tanner. 


Brothers grow marijuana 


Two brothers who are residents 
of Pelham were arrested last 
week for raising a hot-house full 
of marijuana. 

Richard Anthony Davis of Rt. 
2, Pelham, age 26 was arrested 
Sunday morning, June 17 at the 
hot-house. 

His brother, Ronald Edward 
Davis was arrested later in the af- 
ternoon when he went to the 
Chilion Couaty Jail. 


The young marijuana plants 
were discovered growing on some 
land behind Pleasant Valley 
Church in Chilton County. 

The Davis brothers are out of 
jail on $2000 bond each. They 
were charged with possession of 
marijuana, felony grade. 

Chilton County Sheriff's 
deputies pulled up each of the 400 
plants, dowsed them with diesel 
fet and set them afire.

I tried to keep my 
nose buried in a magazine, but 
when anyone spoke, I did my best 
to appear at ease, hoping to give 
the impression that barbershops 
were a way of life with me. 

Actually, my earliest memories 
of having my hair done go back 
to my childhood when I was the® 
unwilling victim of frequent visits 
to the beauty shop. 

Since my aunt owned a hair 
dressing establishment, my 
mother apparently felt it was her 
duty to make me a regular 
customer. 

I probably had more per- 
manent waves than any of my 
contemporaries, and back then it 
seemed like a torture routine. The 
fumes from the lotion that was 
applied to the hair were enough 
to knock you out, and I can still 
see those clamps attached to 
wires that usually managed to 
burn your scalp. 

Being hooked up to the cum- 
bersome machine, I often won- 
dered what would happen if a fire 
broke out. 

The only thing about my visits 
to the beauty shop that appealed 
to me was the train ride. I haven't 
had a permanent wave or ridden 
the rails in years and years - but I 
can still hear the conductor

Claiming the Highland Avenue 
area of Montevallo is in the 
process of deteriorating, ten 
residents of the area appeared 
before the Montevallo City 
Council Monday night, 
requesting something be done 
about it. 

Councilman Grady Parker, ac- 
ting as one of the spokesmen for 
the group, identified two houses 
located at 371 and 348 Highland 
Avenue as possibly being in 
violation of zoning rules and 
regulations. Two other addresses 
were mentioned: 295 Highland 
and 298 Oak Street. 

City Clerk Don Hughes stated 
that the first two mentioned 
houses are probably within the 
zoning rules, continuing that it 
would be difficult to prove that 
violations exist. 

Hughes went on to explain that 
condemnation proceedings had 
begun against the property 
located at 295 Highland and 298 
Oak Street. After the proceedings 
had been initiated, he said, the 
property changed hands. The 
new owner, he continued, was 
granted a limited amount of time 


@ro make improvements to remove 


certain health hazards. Hughes 
also stated that the new owner, 
Aris Merijanian, had assured the 
city that the two dwellings will be 
used as single family dwellings 
and that both houses will be 
brought up to fire, electrical and 
building code specifications. 


Parker stated that he is still 
receiving strong complaints from 
residents who live near two 
fraternity houses. The complaints 
he said are for excessive noise and 
general disturbing the peace. 

When it was suggested that the 
affected residents take out 
warrants, formally charging ex- 
cessive noise or disturbing the 
peace, Parker stated that those 
families lived in fear of some 
kind of retaliation by members of 
the fraternities, if they lodged 
formal complaints. 

Other spokesmen for the group 
from Highland Avenue, 
questioned the legality of 
allowing one of the fraternities to 
occupy property in the residential 
area. The legal point seems to 

urn on whether the property was 

éd as a fraternity house before 
August 13, 1973, the date the city 
adopted its present zoning rules 
and regulations. Council mem- 
bers agreed that the legal 
question should be decided by the 
city’s legal counsel, the law firm 
of Harrison and Conwill.

inspection of buildings 
throughout the city. The inspec- 
tions are to be a part of the fire 
prevention efforts of the city. 
Fire Chief Mike Mahan stated 
that the fire department has 
nominated Jeff Payne, a member 
of the fire department, as City 
Fire Inspector. The ordinance 
will be presented to council 
members at the next meeting of 
the council. Under provisions of 
the proposed ordinance, schools, 
day care centers and kindergar- 
tens will be inspected once a mon- 
th. Business, industries and chur- 
ches will be inspected on an an- 
nual or semi-annual basis. 
Private homes will be inspected 
only on request of the owner. 

Police Chief Troy Kirkland 
requested permission to submit 
an application for an NCIC 
machine. The teletype device 
would connect Montevallo with 
the National Crime Index Com- 
puter and would provide infor- 
mation on stolen vehicles and 
other property within seconds. 
Two NCIC machines are located 
in the county, one in the Sheriff’s 
Department in Columbiana and 
one at the Pelham Police Depar- 
tment. Council members ap- 
proved Kirkland’s request. Cost 
of the proposed facility will be 
$1,326 per year to the city and a 
smaller amount to the University 
of Montevallo. 

In his regular report to council 
members, City Clerk Don 
Hughes noted that new street 
identifying signs are being erec- 
ted. The project is scheduled for 
completion this summer. 

Hughes also noted that new 
vandalism has occurred in the 
city parks. Fences have been torn 
down, barbecue grills demolished 
and picnic tables torn out. 
Hughes also stated that all funds 
in the parks and recreation 
budget have been committed and 
that repairs will not be possible. 


Mayor Ralph Sears suggested 
that the finance committee begin 
its annual deliberations in 
preparing a budget for the next 
fiscal year. Sears noted that some 
of the major expense items slated 
for the 1979-80 fiscal year include 
the purchase of a new garbage 
truck, two new police cars and 
contributions to a hoped-for 
retirement system for all 
municipal employees. 


Dr. Lucille Griffith, a member 
of the city’s Library Board repor- 
ted that an open house at the 
recently renovated city library 
will be held July 8, from 3 until 5 
p.m. City Hall will also be open 
for inspection during these hours.

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Snake bite ends 


Sunday canoe trip

Little snakes can have big 
bites, learned Scoutmaster Glen 
Vincent while canoeing down 
Waxahatchee Creek with his 
children Sunday. 

Vincent is in Shelby Memorial 
Hospital where he is being treated 
with anti-venom after being bit- 
ten by a cottonmouth moccasin. 

He and his fifteen-year-old 
son, Roger, and his daughter, 
nine-year-old Amanda were 
planning to canoe down the creek 
so that Amanda could learn more 
about the sport. 

Unfortunately, despite recent 
rains, the creek was low and the 
threesome soon learned that they 
would be doing more wading 
than paddling. 

Amanda, according to her dad, 
was catching on quickly about 
how to maneuver the canoe. So 
Vincent decided to let her take 
the canoe on her own, while he 
and Roger waded behind her. 

“I saw a clear path beside 
the creek where I could walk 
alongside of Amanda in the 
canoe, but the first step I took 
landed on the cottonmouth,”’ 
Vincent said. 

‘‘The same instant I felt the 
bite, I saw the snake. It was still 
coiled up under my foot and its 
fangs were in my tennis shoes.”’ 

Vincent said the bite burned 
like several concentrated bee 
stings. Drops of blood were 
oozing out of the bite, so Roger 
sucked on the wound and spit out 
the fluid. They decided against 
cutting the bite because the chan- 
ce of infection from sewage in the 
creek was high. 

Roger and Amanda pushed 
their dad in the canoe where the 
water was deep enough, but at 
shallow places he had to get out 
and walk. 

While Vincent propped up with 
his foot in an ice chest, Roger 
hiked to a house 20 minutes away 
to call his mother who rescued 
her husband and rushed him to 
the hospital where the staff was 
waiting with the anit-venom.

Training needed 


for boat safety 


About 95% of boaters in- 
volved in boating accidents have 
had no training in safe boat 
operation, according to the 
Alabama Division of Marine 
Police. 

An estimated 195,000 pleasure 
boats are registered in Alabama 
this year. 

Many of them will be on the 
water during the Fourth of July 
holiday week. Marine Police em- 
phasize that boaters should ob- 
serve safety rules to avoid ac- 
cidents. 

A boat, unlike a highway 
vehicle, has no brakes for quick 
stops. There are no fire engines to 
call in case of an emergency and 
no ambulance or wrecker service 
available on any recreational 
water. It’s entirely up to the boat 
operator to prevent accidents, if 
possible, and to be adequately 
prepared with on-board safety 
devices. A boat operator must be 
keenly aware of these limitations.

According to the Joneses, the 
peas are remarkable plants 
heralded across the nation as the 
opening of a whole new class of 
edible pod (or ‘‘snap’’) peas. 

Edible-pod sugar or snow peas 
have long been favorites of the 
few gardeners who know them, 
but they have been tricky to grow 
and harvest, Carl Jones ex- 
plained. 

The period when most edible- 
pod peas are prime for eating is 
very brief. But the new pea has a 
longer harvesting season. 

The peas growing in the 
Joneses backyard garden are 
sweet, tender, and crisp for 
eating pod and all (raw or 
cooked). The round pods are still 
edible when fully grown, and 
may be shelled for green peas if 
desired. 

Mr. Jones said that the total 
yield of edible matter is double 
that of shelled-out peas, because 
pods need not be discarded. 

Mrs. Jones says her family en- 
joys eating the peas raw like can- 
dy or snapped and tossed into 
salads. 

The Joneses had a large crop of 
the ‘‘sugar snaps,’’ but rabbits 
munched much of the yield--hull 
and all!
